attention to a new astrological volume (just 
off the press) by Grant Lewi,' which students 
of astrology and laymen alike should find 
most interesting. We were particularly inter- 
ested in the chapter dealing with U. S. presi- 
dents. The author made certain observations 
in relation to the horoscopes of presidents 
which so far are well grounded in fact and 
which may reasonably be accepted as merit- 
ing careful consideration in all future esti- 
mates of presidential possibilities, Two of 
these observations are as follows: 

1—Every president has had natal Sun 
square Saturn. 

2—Every president has had natal Moon 
conjunct Mars. 

With one of the above facts we have long 
been familiar. Many years ago we noted the 
curious fact that most U. S. Presidents had 
Sun and Saturn in mutual affliction. It seemed 
to be an astrological constant of the. office 
which, considering the responsibilities inci- 
dental thereto, is not so surprising. The 
other condition listed by Mr. Lewi is new 
to us, but is certainly impressive by its 
consistency, 

The application of these rules to the forth- 
coming presidential election gives some 
rather interesting results. For one thing, 
they eliminate out of hand certain candi- 
dates who, at present (May, 1940) occupy 
relatively leading positions; that is to say, 
they eliminate such as successful candidates 
in November, Of course, so far as the con- 
vention is concerned, one of the two parties 
must necessarily nominate an unsuccessful 
candidate who, by the same token, need not 
necessarily meet the above requirements. 
The inference is clear that whichever party 
does nominate such a man will most probably 
lose the election.

Cordell Hull—Moon opposition Mars 
(wide and approaching); John M. Gar- 
ner—Moon opposition Mars (wide but 
separating); Att. Gen, Jackson—Moon 
square Mars; Harry Hopkins—Moon 
square Mars; Justice Murphy—Moon 
square Mars, 

As a result of the above tabulation plus 
other considerations two facts stand out: — 

1—President Roosevelt is to date (May 
15th) the only leading candidate in either 
party who meets these requirements, barring 
the last minute introduction of some man 
not yet mentioned. This places him definitely 
at the top of the list. 

2—Senator Bridges of New Hampshire as- 
sumes a prominent place among the Repub- 
lican prospects, entirely out of keeping with 
his present relative obscurity. Dewey and 
Taft both are retired to the background. 

From the above tabulation alone we might 
conclude that the Republican Party may 
nominate one of their more popular candi- 
dates, such as Dewey, Taft, Vandenberg, 
Wilkie, Gannett or even Ex-Presideht 
Hoover? without, however, any chance of 
winning the election, because none of them 





2If signs of the times are any guide, that which 
defeated Hoover in 1932 could bring him victory 
this time, but this time he does not have it. 
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would fit into the cyclic pattern. Senator 
Henry Styles Bridges of N. H. (September 
9, 1898), who has so far not been conceded 
more than an outside chance, is the only one 
who (with the exception of Ex-Pres, Hoover) 
meets both the main requirements of a presi- 
dent, but 1940 does not appear to be his 
year, which leaves him in the running for a 
future election, although it may rule him out 
[as a winning candidate—though not as a 
possible nominee]. 

Granting that the Republicans did make 
such a selection as indicated above, then, 
assuming that these rules are valid, the 
Democrats would be impelled to nominate 
the only man (so far mentioned) who meets 
all the requirements, i.e., President Roosevelt 
—who would, in the natural course of events, 
be re-elected for a third term.‘ 

So much for the presidential possibilities of 
1940, so far as such may be revealed at present 
by historical implications and the impulse to 
destiny apparently inherent in the office it- 
self. With these mental reservations, let us 
now consider the horary charts of the con- 
ventions and election. 

The Republican and Domocratic conven- 
tions are due to open on June 24th and July 
15th respectively. However, since political 
conventions are, as a rule, long drawn out 
affairs, one is, strictly speaking, at a loss to 
determine definitely just what the ascendant 
of such a chart should be—that is to say, 
what hour should be used as the proper key 
to the general trend of the convention. For 
this reason we decided to commence with the 
known fact of the election, iie., when the 
polls close on the election date. The final 
result is definitely determined. Therefore a 
chart for that time is a logical point of de- 
parture, from which we may work backwards 
through the campaign by the method of sec- 
ondary direction, and conceivably derive some 
information regarding the developments and 
events that have led up to that result. A 
recession of this Election Chart to the dates 
of the two conventions gives us a M.C, for 
each that at least has a logical basis. The 
three charts calculated on this basis will be 
on the opposite page. 

Chart No. 1 (the election) is not at all 
Pleasant to contemplate. Note the opposition 
of Saturn (conjunct Jupiter) to Sun and the

Fixed Square involving the Moon (public 
consciousness), also the major conjunction of 
Jupiter and Saturn. It would seem that “stir- 
ring times” are ahead, and the “Hand of 
Destiny” will certainly guide the hands of 
Mr. and Mrs, America in marking those 
ballots. Of this more anon; but with an eye 
to the configurations above mentioned, we may 
say at this time that, in our January, 1940, 
issue, we were not in error when we gave 
to the Jupiter-Saturn conjunction first place 
as the key to this election, and the man who 
wins it will not be one to be envied. This 
Election Chart definitely calls for a man of 
Herculean stature, since, if astrology is any 
guide in these matters, the next presidential 
term will mark the second great crisis in 
American history. 

Considering the two convention charts, that 
of the Republican’s (No. 2) looks like the 
horoscope of a “mutual admiration society.” 
It is difficult to see how any very startling 
decision could come out of a meeting so 
harmonious. It would appear that the “pow- 
ers that be” will enter that conclave with 
their minds already made up, and the nomi- 
nation will be, in essence, the closest ap- 
proach to a mere formality possible in a 
political comet. 

A comparison of the various Republican 
leaders with this convention chart reveals 
some unsuspected possibilities. Once more 
Senator Bridges of New Hampshire comes 
out on top, as (in a general sense) the 
strongest presidential prospect the Republi- 
cans have. His natal Moon conjunct Mars 
(sextile natal Sun conjunct Mercury) falls 
on the well aspected Sun and Venus in the 
convention chart, with his progressed Moon 
in Capricorn opposition his natal Moon and 
Mars, trine his natal Sun and Mercury, and 
rising in the convention chart. However, 
or in consideration of other factors, we doubt 
that the Republicans will select this man 
this time. It would seem more probable 
that a man so definitely marked with the 
presidential signatures may not be allowed 
to campaign for election at a time when the 
Tide of Destiny is against him, but is more 


- likely to be reserved by Fate for a later term. 


Ex-President Hoover has his natal Moon, 
Mercury and Mars conjunct Mars, Mercury 
and Pluto respectively in’ the convention 
chart. For this and for other reasons, some . 
of which have already been mentioned, he 
is a power to be reckoned with and may well 
dominate the convention. 

Senator Vandenberg, with progressed Venus 
in the early degrees of Cancer, occupies a 
significant position, and we could expect him 
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to be in high favor with the ruling powers 
of the convention. He has other configura- 
tions also by progression which place him 
definitely among the leaders. 

Senator Taft, with his natal Moon in the 
early degrees of Pisces (on the convention 
Moon), will bring a large following. Fur- 
thermore, Taft’s progressed Sun in the early 
degrees of Scorpio falls in the M.C. of the 
convention chart, opposition to Dewey’s 
progressed Mars. This should certainly put 
these two in opposite corners, with Taft in 
the dominant position. 

We would judge that the Republican nomi- 
nation rests with those four—Hoover, Van- 
denberg, Taft and Dewey, in the order 
named,° not omitting Senator Bridges as a 
strong compromise candidate. 

The chart of the Democratic Convention 
(No. 3) presents a striking contrast to that 
of the Republican—not much harmony in 
that setup. It looks as though the Demo-~ 
crats will live up to their reputation for 
convention fireworks—what a _ sad-looking 
picture! The Moon is approaching a square 
to Neptune, and is moving to the opposi- 
tion of Venus. 

Our friend Lewi calls attention to the 
Moon square Neptune in the horoscope of 
the Munich Pact, and to use his words, “It 
means somebody gets fooled”—which epito- 
mizes this aspect very well indeed. Carter 
characterizes the Venus-Neptune affliction as 
frequently a “South Sea Bubble” aspect, to 
which we might add “Fool’s Paradise.” The 
combination would seem to incline to much 
froth and little substance. Furthermore, 
Mercury, Mars and Pluto are conjunct and 
square the major conjunction of Jupiter and 
Saturn—truly the entire chart is a veritable 
nest of cross-currents and confusion. If 
there aren’t a few political scalps lying 
around at the finish it will be a wonder. 
Those configurations mean somebody is going 
to be walked on—and over—in no uncertain 
manner—and much to their amazement; then 
right on the cusp of the Fourth House (the 
finish—the final vote), sextile Sun on the 
cusp of the Seventh, we find that unpredict- 
able political genius, Uranus, ready and wait- 
ing to walk away with the nomination in a 
whirlwind finish that takes everyone by sur- 
prise, because it is a finish that is not sus- 
pected as a possibility at the opening of the 
convention. A sudden radical shift of battle 
lines catches everyone off guard and prom-

ises to bring the whole business to an end 
in harmony with the wishes of Uranus—in a 
most unexpected manner. 

It seems that we should be justified in 
accepting this Uranus as the key to the nomi- 
nation and indicator of the successful aspirant, 
Among those in tune with this planetary 
key we find Roosevelt, Hull, Wheeler and 
LaGuardia, in the order named. There has 
not yet appeared any one who can stop 
President Roosevelt if he will “choose to run,” 
and the indications are that he will. 

All things considered, this (Democratic) 
Convention chart has in it so little that is 
constructive and so much that is definitely 
otherwise, that at first glance it would appear 
to be by no means difficult for the Repub- 
licans to nominate a successful candidate; 
furthermore, this would seem to be highly 
desirable from a national point of view, but 
—will they? It is doubtful. So far, it ap- 
pears that they have not named the right man 
and, in any case, the Election Chart (No. 1) 
reveals a general trend of public conscious- 
ness at that time that is not likely to result 
in the election of a type of candidate most 
likely to be produced by the Republican 
Convention; we hope we are wrong—and that 
is not politics. 

Incidentally, Mayor LaGuardia of New 
York is, astrologically, due for advancement, 
and in event of a Democratic victory, a posi- 
tion for him in the new Cabinet is practically 
assured, 
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European Astrology 


ImTLE, if any, information ever reaches 
this country regarding the progress of as- 
trology abroad, and more especially in Europe. 
Yet, many startling revelations have been 
made over there within the last 40 years, 
revelations about which I am sure our Ameri- 
can scholars will enjoy reading. It will give 
them a new slant on the subject, a broader 
outlook and, more important still, it will 
place them on a par with the contemporary 
French and English schools. In fact, I antici- 
pate better than that. Knowing our national 
propensity for instilling vim and enthusiasm 
into both individual and collective work, I 
confidently look forward to the day when 
America will lead the world in this particular 
branch of science as she is leading it presently 
in numberless other fields. 

There is something very constructive and 
wholesome about the modern European atti- 
tude toward astrology. Its basic trait is an 
utter disregard for tradition. To the ancients 
(it holds) we must be thankful for having 
brought us so far—thankful but not blindly 
subservient. Says Charles E. O, Carter in 
his Encyclopedia of Psychological Astrology: 
“Even at the present time one often reads ‘ap- 
peals to Ptolemy’ which are as anachronistic 
as an attempt by a medical specialist to sup- 
port his contentions out of the pages of Galen 
or Hippocrates.” How different is this lan- 
guage from that of Raphael at the beginning 
of the present century when he wrote: “The 
true key of Astrology was lost centuries ago, 
and has not yet been found!” For, there is 
not a single valid reason for believing that 
the ancients ever held the true key. Quite 
obviously, they were not omniscient in the 
other sciences: Mathematics, Physics, Botany, 
Chemistry and what not. Then, why suppose 
that we cannot outstrip them too in un- 
ravelling the laws of astronomical influences 
upon mankind? So, whenever traditional 
aphorisms fail to fit in with facts, to sigh like 
Raphael that “our knowledge of the Zodiac 
is sadly deficient,” and to bemoan, like him,

the loss of some hypothetical key, is simply 
shirking the issue; our proper duty to both 
ourselves and astrology is to set about clear- 
ing up matters. 

That it can be done successfully, that we 
can—when left to our own devices—unferret 
the truth, has been evidenced surabundantly 
since the discoveries of Uranus, Neptune and 
Pluto of which the ancients knew nothing. 
To the naked eye, as you know, Uranus ap- 
pears like a star of the sixth magnitude, and 
as such (but for its very slight annual pro- 
gression) might have been detected as a 
planet by the ancients long before 1781, when 
Sir William Herschel espied it with his tele- 
scope and realized that he was looking at a 
moving body and not a fixed star. As for 
Neptune and Pluto, their paths lie far beyond 
the range of even the keenest vision and 
must be observed through lenses. Hence, the 
Text-Books of old make no reference to these 
three members of the Solar System, and 
modern astrologers were faced with the alter- 
native of either ignoring the newcomers alto- 
gether or ascertaining by experimental meth- 
ods their true import in nativities. They 
chose the second course, and rightly! Today, 
the natures of Uranus and Neptune are firmly 
established and, although scarcely ten years 
have elapsed since Pluto was sighted for the 
first time at the Lowell Observatory in 1930, 
we already are acquainted with his chief 
significations. 


Uranus ' 


There is apparently a definitely tyrannical 
tendency to Uranian afflictions _ (particularly 
to the Sun cr Mercury), which is not limited 
only to the political field. Whenever they 
appear in the horoscopes of average indi- 
viduals (man or woman), that person is likely 
to be more or less of a despot in his (or her) 
personal environment. 

Such contacts, particularly when Uranus 
is angular, also appear to be a common and 
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distinctive trait in the charts of National 
Leaders in the modern era of Totalitarianism. 
Three are outstanding at present: President 
Roosevelt (in whose chart Uranus is un- 
afflicted and trine Jupiter and Neptune), 
Mussolini and Hitler. Furthermore, I dis- 
tinctly remember that in the birth horoscope 
of Premier Daladier,* Uranus was rising in 
cross aspect to either the Sun or Mercury 
(or both), and as we know he sought and 
wrenched dictatorial powers from the highly 
Democratic French Parliament. 

In Mussolini’s Horoscope (Fig. 2) we find 
the Tenth House Uranus in semi-square to 
the Sun and Mercury, square Mars and sex- 
tile Jupiter and Venus (conjunction) in Can- 
cer, This (Venus-Jupiter) conjunction, when 
strong and well aspected as in this case, 
in his Eighth House should be a powerfully 
protective influence and may be said to liter- 
ally grant a “charmed life.” 

In Hitler’s case (Fig. 1) the effects are 
block-lettered by the angular position of 
Uranus, Sun and Mercury. Uranus sextile 
Saturn (in his Tenth) is also a factor in his 
case and adequately accounts for his success 
to date. With regard to Uranus rising in 
opposition to Mercury and in mundane paral- 
lel to the Sun, note also its position in Libra 
and its proximity to the horizon where it 
affects both 1st and 12th House affairs. What 
has modern astrology to say about these 
several factors? 

Of Uranus on the Ascendant, Max Heindel 
writes: “It makes the person very restless; 
there are many sudden changes in the life(') 
and it will, of course, depend upon the aspects 
prevailing at the time whether the changes 
are for good or ill, but at any rate, the call 
of the far fields that look so green are con- 
stantly before the mind’s eye, so that the 
Uranians are always ready to be the pioneers 
in new undertakings or a new cause, just 
so that it is something that has not been tried

before, and so offers a chance of risk and 
adventure.” 

Of Uranus in the 12th House, Max Heindel 
asserts: “It indicates loss of reputation, exile, 
and estrangement from one’s kin and coun- 
try(*), much sickness at various times of life 
and confinement in hospitals, if Uranus is 
well-aspected or without configuration with 
any planet. But if serious afflictions are 
found, it indicates confinement in prison at 
some period of the life(*), or restraint in a 
sanatorium on account of mental trouble, 
also much annoyance by the underhanded 
action of others. These people are haunted 
all through life by a vague fear of impending 
disaster.” (*) 

Max Heindel’s delineation of the Sun 
parallel to Uranus is as follows: “It makes 
the person very high-strung, nervous, of 
uncontrolled emotions and ready to fly into 
hysteria on any or no provocation. It makes 
people impulsive, unreliable, and lacking in 
regard to the conventionalities, highly im- 
patient of any restraint upon their liberty, (°) 
and committed to the theory of affinities, - 
soul-mates and free love (°) . .. There is 
also danger of trouble on account of con- 
nection with anarchistic plots. . . . Unless 
these aspects are modified by other configura- 
tions, such people are among the most dan- 
gerous to society.” 

Of Mercury opposition to Uranus, Max 
Heindel affirms: 

“It is the hall-mark of the true crank 
or anarchist with extreme ideas to tear

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down the social structure and undertake 
a radical reform without the ability to 
build up something better. People with 
this configuration are given to ranting 
and raving in public and their language 
is usually as cruel as the measures they 
advocate. Whatever ability they possess 
is usually turned to an erratic purpose 
and therefore they are ostracised and 
disliked wherever they go. They are 
often forced to make sudden changes to 
escape the consequences of their erratic 
conduct.” 

Of Saturn sextile Uranus, Max Heindel 
says: 
“It is fortunate for a public career in 
an official capacity for it gives ambition 
and determination with ability to concen- 
trate upon the work in hand and to exer- 
cise authority, plan and systematize. It 
strengthens the intuition so that such 
people are guided by keen interior in- 
sight when new and important steps have 
to be taken, therefore such people are in 
demand and find positions with large 
corporations where they win their way 
through sheer ability. The mind is both 
mechanical and ingenious, hence this 
position often denotes the successful in- 
ventor, particularly along the lines of 
electricity, aerial navigation and kindred 
pioneer lines.” 


The only trouble about his work, however, 
is that while stating perfectly sound results, 
he leaves us totally in the dark as to how he 
reached them. This last piece of information 
he keeps secret; his discovered treasures he 
shares with us but does not disclose how we 
in turn could imitate him and (who knows?) 
perhaps do even better. In this respect we 


owe much to the rapidly increasing number 
of scientific modern astrologers to whom the 
honor will belong of having eventually placed 
astrology on a scientific, that is, on a thor- 
oughly impersonal and constructive basis. 
Of far greater import than individual dis- 
coveries are the methods of ‘experimental 
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investigation now being created and which 
can yield truly startling results even in the 
hands of novice students. 

Of these several systems, Charles E. O. 
Carter’s is unquestionably the easiest to as- 
similate and put into practice. He used it 
with extraordinary success in gathering the 
material for his work “The Astrological As- 
pects,” which he published in 1930, a truly 
wonderful treatise, and no scholar should be 
without it! To my knowledge, it is the first 
handbook ever printed based from beginning 
to end upon actual research work carried 
out along a single predefined and regulated 
line of inquiry. 


Mercury Conjunct Venus 


According to handbooks, any aspect of 
Mercury to Venus makes the native in- 
genious, witty, eloquent, courteous, exquisite, 
musical, cheerful and merry; he takes to 
literature, music, singing, poetry and all of 
the refined callings, arts and sciences; it 
gives. elegance, beauty, wisdom, tenderness 
and delicacy of mind and temperament. All 
of which is confirmed by Carter*, but he also 
adds: 

“For some reason that I cannot explain, 
the conjunction does not seem favorable 
to the children of the native. Often in- 
deed there are none; and in other cases 
there is separation or a lack of common 
interests. It seems to tend more to the 
production of intellectual offspring, such 
as works of art or literature. The sextile 
also appears to deny or limit the number 
of children; or there may be a tragic be- 
reavement (Lord Rosebery, Sir Henry 
Irving), or sorrow of some kind through 
one of them. It is said that ‘genius is 
sterile’; but it seems strange that a good 
aspect of Venus to Mercury should have 
these results. Since Venus dislikes pain 
and responsibility it might incline the 
native to avoid the having of children,

but it is hard to see why it should affect 
children adversely when they are ar- 
rived. Nevertheless, I refer those who 
may question this observation to an 
examination of actual cases.” 

And, amongst others, he mentions Mrs. 
Mary Baker Eddy (fig. 3) and Rudyard Kip- 
ling (fig. 4). The first named, as you prob- 
ably know, was separated for many years 
from her only son and when, at last, they 
met again he tried to dispossess his mother 
of her fortune. As for the author of the 
Jungle Book, he lost his only son in the 
World War. 

Running through my own files, I could 
produce quite a number of nativities which 
fully substantiate what Carter has uncovered 
about the evil effects which often result from 
the harmonious Mercury-Venus contacts. 

Fig. 5 is taken from the horoscope of an 
American widow who went to France, mar- 
ried again and lost her second husband a few 
weeks ago. At this very minute she lies in 
a Paris hospital, a lonesome, 75-year old, 
sick and blind mother. Of her three sons, 
not one is at her bedside. The eldest, many 
years ago, tried to despoil her, married be- 
neath his station, ran away from his wife 
and nobody knows what became of him. The 
second died in 1936. The third son was 
obliged to Teave France last year and, at 
present, can be of little or no help to her. 

With our next two examples, we get curious 
instances of the contact producing its effects 
after the demise of the natives. Napoleon III, 
at birth, had Venus and Mercury in close 
conjunction (fig. 6). He died in 1873. Six 
years later, during the Zulu war, the Prince 
Imperial was ambushed and killed by a horde 
of savages. In King Christian IX of Den- 
mark’s chart, we again find Mercury conjunct 
to Venus (fig. 7). Seven years after his 
demise, which, occurred in 1906, his son— 
King George I of Greece—was assassinated. 


President Doumer of France was another 
luckless father. In his horoscope (fig. 8), 








Mercury and Venus are in sextile. He had 
four sons. When the World War came to an 
end, he had none! 

In Cardan’s map (fig. 9), the two planets 
are both conjoined in the 23rd degree of 
Libra: his son Baptiste was beheaded. 

Leon Daudet is a newspaperman and a 
talented writer. He studied medicine. Also, 
he is a leader of the Royalist Party in France. 
His eldest son, a mere youngster, was in the 
habit of running away from home, which in 
itself was a source of worry. One day, dur- 
ing one of these escapades, the boy com- 
mitted suicide (according to the authorities) 
or was shot accidentally by a police squad 
during a raid upon an anarchist bookseller’s 
store (according to the father’s version). Be 
that as it may, the result was tragic; the 
youth’s body was brought home with a bullet 
in the head. Now, compare Daudet’s chart 
(fig. 10) with that of Kipling (fig. 4). In 
both maps, Mercury and Venus and Mars are 
conjoined in Sagittarius. 

This same triple conjunction of Mercury, 
Venus and Mars is again to the fore in the 
horoscope of Thomas Henry Huxley, the great 
English scientist (fig. 11). His first-born, a 
daughter, was carried away by sickness in a 
few short days when only four years old. 
Later on in life, he was again bereaved of an- 
other daughter who had grown up and mar- 
ried. 

The triple contact is again to be found in 
the birthchart of King Edward III of Eng- 
land, whose eldest son, the Black Prince, 
died a year before he did (fig. 12). It is 
also a feature in the map of Emperor Fred- 
erick III of Germany, father of Kaiser Wil- 
helm II (fig. 13). As you know, the latter 
was born a cripple, his left arm being much 
shorter than its mate. Furthermore, there 
was little in common between the father and 
son. Frederick III reigned only a month or 
so, but that was all too long for Wilhelm II, 
whose impatience to occupy the throne was 
a disgrace during his father’s agony! 
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But I promised you something of particu- 
lar and dramatic interest from our American 
viewpoint. A glance at Fig. 14 will show 
you a horoscope where Mercury, Venus and 
Mars are bunched together. The native’s 
name is mentioned in Carter’s book, “The 
Astrological Aspects,” which, as stated pre- 
viously, was published in 1930. Carter listed 
it among those who have Venus and Mercury 
in conjunction at birth, and I believe that 
you will join me in doffing your cap to Carter 
when you learn that he did so two years be- 
fore the native’s baby was kidnapped and 
foully murdered; for, the name he put down 
was—Charles Lindbergh’s!  (*)

Finally, as a further hint as to the possible 
implications of the Mercury-Venus contacts. 
Reference to 1001 Nativities reveals that the 
conjunction appears to be LINKED with neu-

rosis: Nos, 86, 148, 299, 730, 823 and 974—in 
all, 6 cases out of 73, or 8%. The significance 
of this last figure becomes manifest when, 
turning to non-astrological statistics, we learn 
that only 3 or 4 persons in a thousand suffer 
from the complaint. As further evidence, I 
would point out that I have checked the 
contact in two collections of mine: 228 French 
writers and 137 neurotic women. In the 
latter collection, the frequency was nearly 
twice as great as in the former. 

In other cases, the influence is linked with 
extensive and frequent traveling. 

As you see, we can each, with very little 
trouble, add our stone to the building of 
modern astrology; and there are as yet many 
unbeaten tracks in the heavens. How about 
getting out’ on a little exploration your- 
self? (7) 

In conclusion, we wish to sound a warning. 
The present study is written to illustrate that 
when astrology is approached from the im- 
personal, unbiased, statistical angle, many a 
startling discovery can be achieved. To this 
end, only tragical examples have been pro- 
duced. BUT—it would be a mistake to as- 
sume that the favorable aspects of Mercury 
and Venus are ALWAYS or even VERY 
OFTEN attended with so much as SADNESS 
through or by the native’s children. And the 
foregoing remark is’ equally valid for any 
other discovery that this particular system of 
research may bring to light. Experience 
teaches us that important events are staged 
by combinations of several astrological in- 
fluences; hence, one lone contact should never 
be held responsible for any outstanding epi- 
sode in a native’s life. As a consequence, the 
present system of investigation does not spot 
out the entire “gang”; it only allows us to 
track down but ONE of the culprits. In this 
respect, howbeit, it can be of invaluable ser- 
vice because it often points to a contact that 
tradition and text-books would have prompted 
us to overlook. 

To make the foregoing quite clear, let me 
resort to an example—a non-astrological one.

An Encyclopaedic Outline of Astrology in Its Many Branches 


[.. element of quadrature in the signs, 
distinguishing them as CARDINAL or moveable, 
COMMON or mutable, and Frxep or foundation, 
corresponds to the distinction among the 
houses as angular, succedent and cadent. 
From the one very convenient perspective the 
relationship is exactly the same; that is, the 
focal house or sign creates the two related 
to it when a triangle is inscribed in the given 
circle from the focal point. The distinctions 
among the three heavenly mansions so re- 
lated is a matter of the one house or sign 
being “contributory,” and the other “result- 
ing,” in relation to the focal one in each 
case. To this extent, but only to this extent, 
the creation of the twelve divisions is the 
same in both circles. 


The Cardinal Signs 


The cardinal signs are the focal group in 
the quadratures, and they rule function at 
the point of the impingement by conscious- 
ness on its pertinent context. As a result 
the reference has to be to, group concerns, 
and the easiest way to describe the function- 
ing involved is to say that they rule all 
critical issue in life. This means that the 
four cardinal points, in every chart, give 
special indication of the particular individ- 
ual’s capacity to work with others in all 
phases of group act, growth and change. At 
the same time; and also in every chart, the 
cardinal signs give the clue to the individual’s 
capacity for whole-adjustment in those cases 
where his organism must act, grow and 
change in the course of his circumstantial 
progress through life. 


The Cardinal-Sign People 


The cardinal-sign people, as the general- 
ized type of this“social focalization, may thus 
be said to be those who primarily quicken 
or act in response to the definite situations 
of objective experience. They will be in- 
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clined to accept trouble or enjoy difficulty, 
no matter to what degree they may protest 
against their own situational-involvements. 
These types, particularly qualified to meet 
emergencies, are inclined to seek them, even 
create them. As a result they are at once 
superb in rising to a crisis, and vicious in 
stirring up difficulty. They usually further 
growth, and in their occasional over-stimu- 
lation of effort they are equally apt to 
defeat it. 


The Common Signs 


The common signs are the contributory 
element in the functional circle, or the group 
that might be termed pre-axial to distinguish 
them from the cardinal group as axial, and 
from the fixed group as post-axial. The car- 
dinal signs show the essential or root fluidity 
of function in general. By contrast the com- 
mon signs reveal the. contribution to fluidity, 
exactly as the fixed signs will indicate the 
contribution that fluidity makes to its own 
potential. 

The pre-axial element here is not a con- 
tribution out of the past, or any matter of 
perspective in time, nor is it a contribution 
from the remote, as an, equivalent. perspective 
in space. In this circle the process, rather 
than an expression of circumstances or the 
substance of experience, charts the sensitive- 
ness within self by which the self makes the 
experience of itself possible. A fundamental 
distinction between signs and the houses is 
that this more generalized circle measures 
the “necessities” of self as compared with 
the indication of general “options” in self- 
hood shown by the other. This “necessity” 
is not any external compulsion, which would 
be a circumstantial factor, but is the opera- 
tion of the self in its efficiency of being. 
Everything truly functional is self-contained 
or whole-operating, and in consequence the 
signs indicate no relationship whatsoever be- 
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tween the self and anything exterior to it, 
or between any one or another phase of the 
self as in any way functionally divorced 
from it. 

The common signs indicate everything in 
the makeup of self which can be described 
as. primarily a mode of self-mobilization, 
a capacity for reordering the capacities of 
being. This is in sharp contrast with the 
cardinal aspect of the self’s capacity to point 
or orient itself in a one-to-one correspondence 
between the self as a whole and the self’s 
whole situation, Thus the cardinal signs re- 
veal that through which the self is most 
strikingly itself, the common signs that 
through which the self is most perfectly or 
effectively the group-in-itself, and the fixed 
signs that through which the self is most 
definitely itself-in-the-group. The common 
signs are “common” in representing the func- 
tions by which the individual most consis- 
tently and habitually takes the experience 
of all men together into the fibre of his own 
being. 

The common signs are the basic indication, 
in every horoscope, of those functions by 
which the individual cooperates with other 
people, or functions in conscious personal 
fellowship with them. They show the degree 
to which he is able to put things to use with 
ease and without special adjustment. They 
chart function in its established manipulative 
capacity, exactly as the cardinal signs reveal 
the native’s capacity for rising to special 
issues. Common signs express the native’s 
capacity for capitalizing upon experience in 
new contexts, and his tendency to perpetuate 
his experience in a definite habit-structure. 
They indicate the extent to which he may 
take things for granted, whether this is a 
handicap or an advantage. 


The Common-Sign People 


The common-sign people are effectively 
described as those whose fundamental inter- 
ests are centered in other people. This is in 
contrast with the cardinal types, who char- 
acteristically react to the issues or crises in 
experience. Common-ssign individuals are 
basically obsessed with matters of personality. 
They seek essentially intimate relationships, 
and have a tendency to focus all reality in 
definite individuals. They are inclined to see 
a personal factor in every phenomenon, and 
so lean to that type of religion and philosophy 
in which some conscious entity is responsible 
for everything that happens. The foundation 
of their psychology is a sense of continuing 
logical priority in all events. They view the 












world around them as activated by definite 
purpose or animus of one sort or another. 

Common-sign people themselves are wholly 
concerned in everything that happens, and 
as a type they are inclined to be utterly 
self-conscious, ,or highly sensitive. This is in 
marked contrast with the cardinal tempera- 
ment, in which self is almost completely 
unconditioned. The common-type individual 
carries the whole weight of his own being 
with him at all times. He will interrupt the 
process of anything until he can, so to speak, 
pile his own baggage aboard. These people 
are the great participants in life. Whereas 
the cardinal tendency is to seek or meet an 
issue, and then to solve it, leave it and forget 
it, the common tendency is to establish a 
functional relationship with all the personal 
threads involved in any matter, and then to 
work desperately ‘to get this all in train 
with everything else in his world. 


The Fixed Signs 


The fixed signs are badly named when 
“fixity” is taken as superficial limitation, 
implying inertness. The easiest approach to 
understanding is to think of these signs as 
“fixing” rather than fixed. As the post-axial 
quadrature, they represent the functional 
factors primarily concerned with that to 
which the crises in life contribute. They are 
the potentiality in any operation of logical 
relations, and in consequence rule the phases 
of function in which any organization of 
experience is fundamentally creative. Fixed 
signs indicate the depth of being, in contrast 
with the fluidity of cardinal signs and the 
adaptability of the common group. An ele- 
ment of changelessness characterizes the fixed 
signs, but it is breadth of reference rather 
than resistance, wider realization instead of 
stubbornness, 

The fixed signs indicate the essentially 
subjective functioning of self. A man is free 
if he can change his exterior context at all 
times, and he is equally unlimited if he 
can no less change his interior context in 
order to become a different individual who 
might more advantageously move to control 
the situation. The cardinal signs indicate the 
native’s focal capacity in linking the exterior 
reality through which he functions with the 
interior reality by which he functions. The 
internal manipulation measured by the fixed 
signs is “vicarious experience,” or the inner 
rehearsal of act in consciousness. This mode 
of function is ordinary everyday thinking, 
and in astrology the fixed ‘signs, in -conse- 
quence, identify the concern with ideas ex- 
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actly as the common signs point to the con- 
cern over personal relations, and the cardinal 
signs to concern with the issues of experience 
and with mere things as such. 


The Fixed-Sign People 


The fixed-sign people for the major part 
are absorbed in ideas or evaluation and the 
making of patterns. This makes them the 
most difficult of the three groups to under- 
stand or describe. Their life is more inter- 
nal than in the other cases. Most of their 
act is subjective, and often not obvious at 
all. If nothing is observed of their struggles 
and persistent self-evolution, they may ap- 
pear phlegmatic, stupid and uninteresting. 
Fixed-sign people are activated by the ideas 
they hold, the interior wholeness they cre- 
ate for an ordering of their experience, and 
in consequence they seem extraordinarily 
strongminded while yet the most susceptible 
of all to propaganda. They are outstandingly 
the leaders or devotees of movements, re- 
forms and the like. Of all individuals, they 
are the most concerned with political or so- 
cial allegiances. 

Because, more than the other groups, 
fixed-sign people hold to a whole reality 
largely their own, they are ultimately the 
most self-consistent of all the types and so 
in reality the most simple. But unless more 
than usually articulate, they are not under- 
stood, and their very essential simplicity gets 
distorted to make them seem exceptionally 
complex. In contrast with the gift of com- 
mon-sign men for making themselves accept- 
able to others, the fixed type is apt to do the 
very reverse. In contrast with the capacity 
of cardinal-sign people to rise to every issue, 
to hasten their participation in social activity, 
the fixed type is inclined to stand apart un- 
wittingly in a world of its own; even seem 
unhuman, unfeeling. Once the quadratures 
are mastered to any degree at all, the fixed- 
sign types are the easiest to understand 
because their activating ideas are whole and 
subject to identification. Under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, because their psychological di- 
rection of interest is inward and perhaps 
solitary, they have less education at the 
hands of their fellows than others. Often they 
are not only misunderstood by those around 
them, but are miserable in an inability to 
understand themselves. 


THE FIRE SIGNS 

Aries 
Aries is the cardinal sign in the fire group 
and this means that in any horoscope it in- 








dicates the fundamental functioning through 
which the native meets the crises of his ex- 
perience in any matters concerning his pure 
identity. The keyword for this idea is aspird- 
tion. Every individual in some way seeks, 
continually and consistently, to experience 
the fulness of his own sense of self-being. 
There is here no option as in the case of the 
houses, where a man may have or not have 
money and work or decline to work, but 
instead a basic necessity of the being. There 
may be a wide difference in the type of 
aspiration manifest in a given life, as in its 
degree or effectiveness, but all living in- 
dividuals are characterized by some aspect 
of its functioning. It is the fundamental and 
symbolical out-breathing of self, or the nas- 
cent and unconditioned ambition of being in 
every respect, but it is also much more than 
these. 

Aries in the very simplest terms discloses 
the basic psychological “drive” by which any 
man is initially and ultimately what he is. 
Aries represents, in every chart, this sense 
of selfhood without doubt or questioning of 
any sort. It is the point where any native 
may be absolutely or utterly sure of himself. 
Aries shows how any individual will main- 
tain or recover his self-assurance after he 
has been shaken to the depths of his being 
by some crisis in life, or will indicate the 
general pattern for his rejection of the life 
situations in which there is insufficient chal- 
lenge to the necessary deep’and inner reit- 
erative assertion of selfhood. Aries touches 
the individual where, most absolutely him- 
self, he is least definable in terms of outer 
ordinary character. It thus marks the point 
of the extreme genuine personal inscruta- 
bility in any given horoscope. 


The Aries Type 


The Aries type of individual, in the case 
where this sign is rising or contains the 
sun, moon, or an unusual concentration of 
planets, is the epitome of this fire-cardinal 
focus in a given personality, in contrast with 
other individuals who in similar fashion re- 
veal other and varying epitomizations of the 
functional emphasis measured by the signs 
as a whole. The Aries person is primarily 
cock-sure at his worst, and exceptionally 
able to mspire confidence in others at his 
best. As is the case with all fire-sign types, 
it never occurs to him that anything con- 
trary to his own notion has any valid per- 
tinency. Like all cardinal people, it never 
enters his head to approach things in any 
other manner than realistically, and imper- 
sonally. Intellection is tiresome to him except 
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when in some way the manipulation of ideas 
offers an identification or expression of some 
immediate issue. He is incapable of abstract 
philosophy, broad-scale planning, research of 
any sort, and so on. People to him are no 
different from things, and he will seem quite 
heartless unless the psychology of his type 
is pretty well understood, This combination 
of “fire” and “cardinal” gives the absolute 
extreme of detachment from conditioning of 
any sort. The Aries type thus becomes the 
pioneer, leader and individualist of high 
order. He is the extreme example of the 
case when a man becomes less and less a 
person to be more and more a personage. 


Sagittarius 

Sagittarius is the common sign in the fire 
group and this means that in any horoscope 
it indicates the fundamental functioning 
through which the native focuses his ex- 
perience with people in any matters con- 
cerning his pure identity. The keyword for 
this idea is administration. Sagittarius indi- 
cates the effective focus of the race as a 
whole through the particular living of the 
given person, or shows the individual’s spe- 
cial use of his cultural pattern. Thus the 
Sagittarius, no less than Aries, expresses fire 
or identity in its aspect of an utter oblivion 
to the existence of anything other than itself, 
but under the common quadrature this ex- 
pression is in terms of an identity which is 
personally rather than impersonally typical. 

Sagittarius expresses as personal the facets 
of reality which in the racial experience have 
become possible bases for personality. This 
is seen easily enough by observing any in- 
dividual in his relation with anybody else. 
His gestures, mannerisms, words and all such 
are cultural.and racial traits employed for 
particular significance. Sagittarius is the 
point in any chart at which insights are 
gained concerning the individual’s develop- 
ment of racial and cultural backgrounds. 
This means that the sign rules, in conse- 
quence, his functional capacity to do this 
thing. As a result, it rules the individual’s 
skills in sports, games, and everything of the 
kind. It is the focus of supreme social ability. 
This is in no wise a departure from the 
expression of pure identity becatse in all 
relations of this sort the native is living 
himself in these other people. Sagittarius 
primarily reveals the ways in which the 
identity infinitely ramifies: itself out of its 
own center, finding itself unalloyed and un- 
impeded in and through the functions of all 
people in general. 








The Sagittarius Type 

The Sagittarius type of individual, in the 
case where this sign is rising or contains 
the sun, moon, or an unusual concentration 
of planets, is the epitome of the fire-common 
focus. This means that from one point of view 
the Sagittarius is almost completely the re- 
verse of the Aries, He is affability personified, 
and he possesses ease of social intercourse 
and good sportsmanship in every particular, 
It takes considerable acumen to realize that 
he is no more actually interested in the peo- 
ple with whom he associates than the Aries, 
The difference lies in the fact that the Aries 
is concerned over the general situation in 
its critical aspects, whereas the Sagittarius 
is interested in the people who are active 
components of the situation, or with the 
contributory threads of life-types involved. 
The Sagittarius is perhaps the easiest of all 
individuals with whom to have dealings. He 
simply dismisses the existence of those in 
whom he cannot carry out the manifestation 
of his own identity, and in consequence he 
harbors no grudges and is in no wise vin- 
dictive. His contact is warm, even obtrusively 
friendly, because he is the most purely 
personal or most naturally intimate of all 
twelve types. 

This carries odd consequences in what out- 
wardly seems a great lack of discrimination. 
The Sagittarius is not particular, and is a 
born democrat. He is non-exacting because 
he ‘has the extreme realism of the fire signs, 
and he js never uninteresting or uninterested 
because like all common types he cannot 
function in any situation except as he is 
able to establish practical rapport with the 
people about him. Rather than the leader or 
lonely individualist of the Aries type, Sagit- 
tarius is the elder, the coach and the or- 
ganizer, 

Sagittarius is in no way an_ intellectual; 
but rather the type is direct and often primi- 
tive. Its capacity for smart act is its recog- 
nition of potential usefulness among the fac- 
tors in human experience. The realism of 
Sagittarius may take unpleasant form and 
the normal affability of the type becomes a 
philandering abuse of human confidences. 
Sagittarius on the whole is unmoral rather 
than degenerate, a characteristic of the fire 
signs which here is important because there 
is particular relation with people through the 
common signs. The type has little sense of 
obligation beyond its own convenience, or 
active functioning, so that it has a long and 
accurate memory in connection with its vital 
concerns, but a weak and short one other- 
wise. Thus a Sagittarius may have extreme 
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difficulty recalling anything of remote rela- 
tion in a detached reference, but will re- 
spond with immediate and full warmth to an 
old tie when there is a renewed contact, even 
though the person in question may have been 
forgotten completely for years. The Sagitta- 
rius is intensely interested in everything at 
hand in which he can have personal part, but 
he is otherwise as oblivious as the Aries to 
everything around him. 


Leo 


Leo is the fixed sign in the fire group and 
this means that in any horoscope it indicates 
the fundamental functioning through which 
the native focuses his vicarious or mental 
experience in any matters concerning his 
pure identity, The keyword for this idea is 
assurance. Here is the point in any chart 
where the individual generalizes his own self- 
existence or manipulates the ideas by means 
of which he strengthens his realization of his 
own identity. 

The fact that the fixed signs are concerned 
with ideas, whereas the air signs have a par- 
ticular function of ideation, sets up a real 
difficulty despite the fact that this is only a 
confusion in language. The ideas with which 
the fixed signs are concerned are essentially 
values or “ideals,” whereas the intellection 
of the air signs is fundamentally the recog- 
nition and manipulation of potentialities. The 
value or ideal is a deposit in human experi- 
ence, whereas the potentiality or possibility 
is an alternative in act. In the case of the 
fixed signs, ideas are found useful; in the 
case of the air signs, ideas are a determina- 
tion of usefulness. 

Identity asserts itself in the focal crises or 
critical situations of the cardinal signs. It 
expands its self-assertion by distributing its 
act of self-being through other selves in the 
common signs. From this movement in func- 
tion out of Aries into Sagittarius, identity 
necessarily presses further to the generaliza- 
tion of itself in Leo, or to definite and con- 
scious self-assurance. Ideas in the form of 
observable constants in experience enable 
identity to see its own continuance in replica 
or by inner “rehearsal.” In Aries the identity 
goes blissfully ahead on its own. In this it 
continues its being, but it does not grow 
nor nourish itself, and so in time it would, 
granting there were no other factors, exhaust 
its existence. Under Sagittarius the identity 
substantiates itself-in its varying degree of 
experience with other individuality but, were 
there no further step, the identity would 
dissipate itself in other identity. Aries in any 
chart therefore indicates the point of primi- 








tive or ultimate self-exhaustion, and Sagit- 
tarius the point of primitive or ultimate dis- 
sipation or self-wastage. Self-reassurance is 
necessary, and this is supplied by the ma- 
nipulation of values. 

In any chart Leo indicates the sense of 
purpose in being by which any simple sur- 
render of self is checked and made the basis 
of a creative or “value recovering” act. From 
this point of view, Leo most primitively is 
the “cry-baby” point in any chart, or where 
the native complains most fundamentally 
against his lot. Leo is thus the place of ex- 
treme sensitiveness to any threat against 
self-dignity. It is-the point of extreme care 
for the interests of pure selfhood as these 
have been developed in the aspiration of 
Aries. This is utter selfishness at its worst, 
and a supreme exaltation of individuality in 
its best. The dissipation at Sagittarius, in its 
superficial form of self-sacrifice or even self- 
neglect, calls no less than self-recovery for 
a value realization, or some pointing of the 
functional effort through Leo, and as a result 
the fixed-fire sign indicates both the capacity 
and tendency of every individual for simple 
rationalization. Hence self-pity and self-justi- 
fication are both indicated by Leo. This is 
not intellection, or any creative or true 
mental process, but is the manipulation of 
ideas or the selection of values as channels 
through which the identity may manifest. 

Under Aries the individual selects or es- 
tablishes the crises by which identity has 
its continuance. Under Sagittarius the iden- 
tity selects people or other identities through 
which it persists through personal relation- 
ships. Under Leo the identity finds the 
generalized values for its self-perpetuation. 
Leo thus indicates the standards by which 
the being is fundamentally assured, and this 
becomes a point of root stubbornness, or 
supreme immutable faith, as the case may be. 
An individual’s conformity to his own ideas 
is really the definite assurance by which he 
functions in a high aspect of self-realization. 
Leo therefore becomes the point of pride in 
any given chart, and any degree of lack in 


. this is an indication of the self’s essential 


timidity, or its sensitiveness to a need for 
further value in identity. 


The Leo Type 
The Leo type of individual, in the case 
where this sign is rising or contains the 
sun, moon, or an unusual concentration of 
planets, is the epitome of this fixed-fire 
focus. He is the ruler or supreme magistrate 
in general temperament because in all re-

Cycles of Saturn 


>... is one of the most significant m- 
dicators of the cyclic activity of the Life- 
process; that is, of turning points in the 
gradual unfoldment of destiny and charac- 
ter. This is so because it is essentially the 
symbol of the formative energies of Life. 
One might say that, philosophically speaking, 
it represents the action of time upon space. 
It forces cosmic, organic, psychic aggrega- 
tions to follow a definite cyclic pattern in 
their development. 

Let us imagine that a number of people 
had converged to a particular location, im- 
pelled to do so by some kind of inner or 
outer need, or desire. We might say, as an 
illustration, that they have been shipwrecked 
on an island. Soon a community of inter- 
ests develop, a sense of group-cohesion, 
group-unity. This means that Saturn is at 
work, symbolically speaking. A cycle has 
begun for that group of castaways segre- 
gated in a particular geographical location. 

Saturn is, in Greek mythology, the ruler 
of the Golden Age, which is the beginning 
of any cycle; the “honeymoon” of life. But, 
in a broader sense, Saturn is not only the 
beginning; it is the middle and the end of 
all cycles—the three “great moments” of all 
life-cycles. In the Bible, the Christ says: 
“IT am the Alpha and the Omega,” the First 
and the Last. But in the Bhagavat Gita, the 
Hindu Christ, Krishna, says: “I am the Be- 
ginning, the Middle and the End of all exist- 
ing things”; thus, the threefold Power which 
is the structural essence of each and all 


cycles—the triune reality of Time; past, pres- _ 


ent, and future. 

Every life begins as a synthesis of all the 
past. Every baby that is born is the end- 
product of an ancestral series which stretches 
forever in the past, theoretically including 
the whole universe, all the dead Suns, all 
the past galaxies which left to that new- 
born child memories, however: unconscious 
and subtle they be. And if one believes in 
reincarnation, every Soul that is once more 
manifesting in and through a new-born body

is the end-product of an infinite series of 
manifestations of that “spark of divinity.” 
This synthesis of the past is called Karma in 
Oriental philosophy. 

Thus, every entity or. organism, as it ap- 
pears as such on the stage of life, is defined 
by this Karma—by the particular point in 
space and the particular moment in univer- 
sal time at which it is born. The beginning 
of all cycles is a particular expression of 
Karma—and, astrologically speaking of Sat- 
urn. The exact position of Saturn in an in- 
dividual chart indicates the manner in which 
the entire past of the Universe is focused 
upon that individual, conditioning his cycle 
of life-development. 

It “conditions’—but does not control. It 
says: Here is your starting point. The uni- 
verse, before you came, has gone so far; 
now, move on from thence in your own way, 
the best you can. What you will accomplish 
from that point to the moment of your death 
will be your contribution to the universe. 


Indicative of Background 


Let me emphasize the statement that this 
Saturn does not rule your future, but only 
shows the background, the past, the tradi- 
tion, the race, the culture, the womb whence 
you emerged—or should have emerged! The 
Beginning of the cycle does not determine the 
End—at least, does not determine it com- 
pletely and unavoidably—because there is a 
Middle point which symbolizes the creative 
potency of the Individual, the ceaseless Pres- 
ent, the unexpected and unpredictable factor, 
the “plus” element which enters in all life- 
processes, welling up from. the core of the 
Individual in which the wholeness of the 
Universe is mirrored, nay, more—focused. 

This core of the Individual, this “Living 
Ged” potential within all complete and inde- 
pendent wholes, however, may or may not be 
operative in a particular man or woman. It 
can only operate where a man or woman 
has become a relatively complete, indepen-: 
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dent and integrated Personality. If this does 
not occur—and it does not occur in most 
cases, the way men are constituted today— 
then the victory of the astrological Uranus 
over Saturn (in Greek mythology, of Jupiter 
over Saturn) does not take place, and the 
man or woman remains merely a more or 


less undifferentiated specimen of his or her . 


race, nation, community. 

Only “creative Personalities” focusing in 
themselves the liberating power of Uranus 
(or using the compensatory, expansive 
energy of Jupiter) can challenge Saturn’s 
domination through the Middle-point of their 
life-cycle—and this Middle-point is not to 
be conceived of as one particular age, but 
as a period extending roughly from 30 to 
50, and more precisely from 35 to 45. More 
broadly speaking, it is the present moment 
which can always be more than a sequence 
to the past, if the individual is creative. 
However, the “mass man,” the man of the 
herd or majority-man, when facing the 
Middle-point of his life (and every present 
moment), finds Saturn empowered in his 
consciousness. The once Ruler of the Golden 
Age is now seen as the Task-master, binding 
originality through routine, stifling yearning 
for true Individuality, levelling all aspira- 
tions to the collective norm, sanctifying tra- 
ditions and social patterns in meaningless 
repetitions of past performances, or of actions 
based on precedents and devoid of creative 
—thus free—initiative. * 

The preceding general statements can be 
interpreted astrologically through a study of 
Saturn’s cycle—and as a result of such an 
interpretation, we shall be able to grasp the 
still more mysterious significance of Saturn, 
as the manifestation of the End of all cycles: 
as the Seed; thus, as the potential Future. 

Saturn’s sidereal period is roughly 2914 
years (10759.22 days): and here again, as 
with Jupiter, we must realize that from our 
geocentric point of view, this period varies, 
as Saturn goes retrograde part of the time. 
If we want to have a regular period, we 
must consider the heliocentric position of 
the planet. However, in view of the point of 
view I have taken so far in this article, I 
shall consider Saturn’s cycle above all in 
terms of an individual life—from an “an- 
thropocentric” (man-centered), thus also 
geocentric, point of view. 


Important Saturn Years 
Starting then from Saturn’s position at 
birth, we shall find that the transiting Saturn 
(the progressed Saturn moving too slowly 
for consideration here) reaches the opposition 









to its natal position between the ages of 14 
and 15; returns to the natal position around 
29; reaches the opposition between 44 and 
45; returns to the natal position around 59; 
reaches the opposition around 63-64; and its 
natal position around 89. These ages will 
give some idea of the meaning of the Saturn- 
cycle in terms of individual unfoldment. 

Generally speaking, any birth-position of, 
or natal aspects to Saturn, refer to the struc- 
tural conditioning—the framework or “skele- 
ton”—of the individual being; with the Moon 
being also considered in the matter, as Saturn 
and the Moon should always be studied to- 
gether. (Saturn is the “father-image”; the 
Moon, the “mother-image”—psychologically 
speaking.) 

Therefore, as Saturn moves “away from 
itself” (by transit always), the child becomes 
able to move away from, to gain perspective 
upon his birth-conditioning, his parents, his 
dependence upon strict family patterns. This 
takes on’ the character of a crisis at puberty, 
or rather immediately after puberty—around 
15. Mind develops then, as an objective fac- 
tor, a factor of critical evaluation. This is 
the real turning point of adolescence; not 
merely a biological awareness of sex and 
social relationship, but even more deeply a 
confrontation with and evaluation of “the 
family” as something objective, from which 
one should become, if not separated, at least 
inwardly independent. 

Truly, this attitude is not taken by all 
adolescents. But if it is not taken—then the 
psychologist can speak of mother-complex, 
father-complex, religion-complex, and the 
like. Then, the first step in “individuation” 
(the process of becoming an independent, 
creative Individual) is not taken—or taken 
only hesitantly and imperfectly. If, however, 
the step is taken’ more or less satisfactorily 
(an inward step, which needs not show out- 
wardly at all), then the “waning” hemicycle 
of Saturn will bring a progressive develop- 
ment of the individual ego, up to the twenty- 
ninth or thirtieth year. 


A New Cycle 


Then as Saturn returns to its natal posi- 
tion, a new cycle of Karma begins, which 
had its source around the age of 28, and 
even 25 (a year of choice which determines 
usually the direction of the life, the type of 
associates one will live with, etc—). This 
new cycle is, theoretically, the cycle of “in- 
dividual selfhood” in contradistinction to the 
previous cycle of “racial selfhood.” I dis- 
cussed these cycles in*° my books (particu- 
larly in New Mansions for New Men) as 28- 
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year cycles. As such, however, they belong 
to the Uranus-cycle of 84-year duration. 

There is a close inter-relationship between 
the Saturn and the Uranus cycles. The 
Uranus-cycle refers to events in the Uncon- 
scious, or rather to events projected out of 
the Unconscious into the consciousness. At 
28, the Uranian impulse should be effective; 
but it takes some time for it to register in 
the consciousness. As it does, the second 
Saturn cycle begins. 

The pattern can be explained in general 
terms as follows: At, the beginning of a 
Saturn cycle (conjunction) the person is 
forced into a new situation (into new 
“Karmic” limitations) which theoretically de- 
fines and conditions his destiny (his pattern 
of consciousness and character) for the dura- 
tion of this Saturn cycle. However, as the 
point of opposition is reached (transiting 
Saturn opposing natal Saturn) a person 
should be able to reach a really objective 
understanding of the situation and, through 
this understanding, to become inwardly free 
from it. 

As this is done, the situation becomes 
either actually transformed or loses its bind- 
ing power. And while’ Saturn moves from 
opposition again to conjunction, a_ basic 
repolarization of the conscious ego takes 
place, which leads to another “Karmic” sit- 
uation—but at a higher level. If, however, 
man does not reach objective and self-trans- 
forming understanding at and after the time 
of opposition, there is no real progress, no 
change in the level of consciousness; but 
instead, a kind of aimless “merry-go-round” 
leading to futile repetition of experiences. 

This is a basic Saturn-cycle pattern. It 
works not only when the cycles of transiting 
Saturn are considered in relation to the 
natal Saturn, but also, in lesser ways, each 
year when the Sun makes its conjunction 
and opposition to Saturn—and each month 
when the Moon does likewise. All Saturn- 
conjunctions bind to a particular view point, 
a particular situation, a particular task. All 
Saturn-oppositions are potential gates to con- 
sciousness and to a truly individual develop- 
ment, through objective understanding. 

A birth-chart reveals some of its most 
basic secrets when Saturn-conjunctions and 
oppositions are in evidence. They become 
meaningful when the nature of the other 
planet or planets involved is considered; also 
the signs of the zodiac and the houses in 
which they occur. Saturn focalizes, and 
where Saturn is found, there some kind of 
“knot of destiny” is unavoidable; but if a 
planet opposes Saturn, through that planet 


liberation may come—and when Saturn tran- 
sits over this opposing’ planet, some basic 
issue is bound to come to a head in relation 
to that planet; a depth-rousing awareness 
caused by a confrontation which may shock 
one into fuller self-realization—or leave one 
heavily bound by a sense of frustration and 
hopelessness. 

Ordinary textbooks of astrology usually 
lump together in one statement the mean- 
ings of the Saturn conjunction or opposition. 
This is a very unfortunate procedure, It 
may be satisfactory where a merely super- 
ficial forecast of “facts” is demanded; but it 
fails to take into account consciousness, that 
is, man’s reactions to so-called “facts.” And 
such reactions are all-important; for they 
alone can bind us to the facts in emotional 
confusion, or free us from facts by fulfilling 
them with fearlessness and understanding. 

When Saturn is in conjunction with a 
planet in’ a natal chart, a new situation for 
the incarnating Self, or for the family-tra- 
dition, is shown which will occupy deeply 
the consciousness of the native. It is a bind- 
ing situation, because it is something new— 
thus unfamiliar—and it will take the entire 
attention of the person during a great deal 
of the life. It will bring basic experiences 
in the’ field characterized by the planet con- 
junct with Saturn—and the understanding of 
these experiences will take much time and 
perhaps many repetitions; yet, the task of 
the native is to cease progressively to become 
identified with these experiences so that they 
may lose their compulsive character, psycho- 
logically speaking. The years when Saturn 
opposes this conjunction will be the best 
years to reach an objective understanding of 
the condition—and freedom from it; but free- 
dom that can only come through fulfillment. 

In these cases, there is usually the danger 
of psychological complexes forming—espe- 
cially if Saturn is conjunct with the Sun 
(father-complex through deprivation, misun- 
derstanding or too close psychic linkage) and 
with the Moon (mother-complex). Saturn 
conjunct with the Part of Fortune is a strong 
indication of basic introversion and of a ten- 
dency to pessimism or self-pity. There is a 
curious sense of fatality, or of being com- 
pelled to act following some dominant pur- 
pose imposed from without. It tends to iso- 
late the native and to make him feel heavy 
with the burden of the world—but of course 
this may be modified by other astrological 
factors. 

When Saturn opposes the Moon, the possi- 
bility of liberation from a heavy racial-

ABNORMAL BIRTH 
(Deformity) 


A reader has sent us the data on an inter- 
esting case of abnormal birth, that of a child 
born (Caesarian) in New York City, December 
9, 1939, hour of birth given as 2:10 P.M, 
ES.T. , 

This child (a girl) was born without a neck, 
“the head sitting grotesquely on the shoulders, 
and there were no shoulder blades. Feeding 
was accomplished through a tube inserted in 
the upper part of the body.” The child only 
lived a few days, the time of death being 7:25 
P.M., E.S.T., December 20th. 

The proponents of the “Pre-natal Epoch” 


‘theory contend that “DEFORMITY” at birth 


cannot be judged from the natal chart, but 
should be looked for in the chart of conception. 
We believe there is probably a sound basis for 
the belief that the chart of conception may 
indeed reveal much more relative to these 
matters than will the chart of birth, but how 
are we to determine the date and hour of 
conception? Of eourse, the “Pre-natal Epoch” 
method has long been advanced as a solution 
to this problem, but while it is admittedly a 
beautiful theory and plausible indeed, we have 
found it quite unsatisfactory, and under analy- 
sis it presents certain glaring insufficiencies 
which, for our purposes, makes it quite in- 
adequate, in its present form at least. 
Essentially, the Pre-natal Epoch method 
hinges on the astronomical fact that the Moon 
always completes 10 revolutions of the zodiac 
and returns to the same zodiacal degree every 
273 days, 10 revolutions of the Moon com- 
prising 9 calendar months. This is quite prop- 
erly accepted as the normal period of gesta- 
tion. Therefore, that date which is exactly 
273 days prior to birth is accepted as the 
“Index” date in a normal birth. However, 
all births are not normal. Birth may take 
place anywhere from 7 to 10 months after 
conception. We have, therefore, FOUR pos- 
sible index dates. As a rule, whether or not 
the birth is normal can, of course, be estab- 
lished on medical testimony, but not always, 


;” 


and certainly the astrologer does not always 
have this information. 

Having decided which of the four (or more) 
index dates he must use, the astrologer then 
proceeds on the premise that — the Moon 
at conception bears the same relation to the 
natal Moon (Ascendant or Descendané at concep- 
tion) as the Moon at birth bears to the Ascend- 
ant or Descendant at birth. However, in 
the application of this theory, the astrologer 
is again faced with four rules, with four ex- 
ceptions to each rule, which, applied to four 
possible index dates, give no less than 16 
possible dates for conception. In order to aid 
him in his decision as to which of the six- 
teen to use, four conditions or requirements 
are laid down which the chart of conception 
must comply. ‘One of them is that it must 
give an hour of birth which does not vary 
from the known, or given, hour by more than 
five minutes. Another requirement is that it 
(the chart of conception) must give the sex 
of the child according to certain arbitrary rules 
for determining same. Even then, the sex 
need only agree on two out of three points, and 
of the four requirements mentioned above, 
three out of four points of agreement are 
accepted as sufficient; all of which gives the 
astrologer considerable latitude, and in the 
last analysis no one can deny or affirm the 
validity of his findings (this “epoch” chart) 
because, after wending his way through this 
labyrinth, our mathematician has come out the 
same door by which he went in—in other 
words, he finally succeeds in proving that 
which he had to accept as a fact before he 
started. 

We decided to look for the astrological cor- 
relation of this particular case under con- 
sideration in the hereditary background of the 
child insofar as this might be revealed by 
the birth chart of the child in relation to 
the birth chart of the mother. On this, the 
theory that the planetary pattern at the time 
of this child’s birth might emphasize certain 
astrological factors in the mother’s chart to the 
exclusion of others and thus reveal the 
astrological correlations of this unfortunate 
experience. 
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To this purpose we obtained the following 
additional information: 

Mother of child born May 18, 1910, London, 
England. 

Maternal grandmother—September 28, 1886, 
London, England. 

With these data in -hand, we decided to com- 
mence with the culminating event to which 
everything else may be said to have con- 
tributed, i.e., the death of the child, December 
20, 1939, 7:25 P.M., E.S.T.

Mercury completed a grand trine 
with Pluto and Jupiter between December 
12th and 17th. Venus completed a grand trine 
with Uranus and Neptune between December 
15th and 2lst. 

In the above chart, we find some rather 
significant planetary positions, viz., Pluto ex- 
actly rising and Moon conjunct Saturn on the 
M.C., with Saturn approaching (within 8°) a 
square to Pluto. However, even ignoring that 
square which is admittedly wide, albeit the 
next aspect formed by (not to) Saturn in 
transit, there are two other configurations 
which we consider more ominous, i.e., the 
Grand Trine of Jupiter, Pluto and Mercury, 
and that of Uranus, Neptune and Venus. In 
past issues we have repeatedly stressed the 
malefic quality of the grand trine—malefic 
because it gives an excess of the element in- 
volved. We have noted some particularly 
destructive manifestations (accidents, etc.), 
coincident with the transit of a planet over 
the apex of a natal grand trine. In this case 
Pluto and Venus would appear to be the 


key planets. Pluto on the ascendant of this 
death chart certainly lives up to his reputa. 
tion as co-ruler of the House of Death (transi. 
tion), the Eighth House—and sign. Venus, 
on the Descendant, ruler of the Eleventh and 
Fourth Houses of the death chart, emphasizes 
the fact that the end of life was the ideal 
solution. Note here the grand trine in the 
mother’s radical chart (chart No. 3), and the 
manner in which the transiting grand trine 
touched the three points of the natal con. 
figuration. 

We are now going to make an experiment. 
It must be clearly understood that the method 
we are about to use in arriving at the two 
charts which follow, viz., the birthchart of the 
child and that of its mother, is not advanced 
as anything more than tentative and hypo- 
thetical, and it must not be inferred that we 
claim for it the dignity of a scientific proof 
of anything. This would obviously be an ab- 
surd claim to make on such insufficient evi- 
dence. We are presenting these charts merely 
as the first link in what may conceivably prove 
to be an adequate chain of evidence if the 
challenge is accepted by other astrological in- 
vestigators. Otherwise upon more extended 
investigation, this method may be found to 
have given the correct results merely by ac- 
cident in this particular case and to be ac- 
tually without any scientific foundation what- 
ever. We are presenting it here because, in 
this instance, it reveals a most amazing series 
of mathematical correlations between the four 
charts involved and because it does hint rather 
significantly at a possible mathematical law, 
which, upon application to a sufficient number 
of charts, might be established as valid, and 
at last furnish that unassailable proof of at 
least the mathematical structure of astrology, 
which proof has so far been lacking and for 
need of which astrologers are ever obliged to 
more or less beg the questicn. The kind of 
proof that is required and which would at 
once silence all critics would be that whereby, 
with two astrological facts known, the astrologer 
by astrological calculations based on these known 
facts could arrive at a third result which 
could also be established as a fact on a basis 
of observation. In other words, if, with the 
birthdates of the parents as a starting point, 
the astrologer could calculate the birthdate 
of the child or children of those parents, we 
would have a proof of the. mathematical 
foundations of astrology which could not be 
refuted. 

With the above reservations clearly in mind, 
let us consider this particular case undef 
consideration as purely an experimental propo- 
sition. 
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Commencing with the chart of the child’s 
death (above), let us apply the rule of sec- 
ondary progression heretofore explained in our 
June, 1940 and January, 1939 issues, but since 
we are commencing with a culminating (or 
end) date, we work backwards from this date, 
and for the purpose of argument assume that 
this death chart of the child corresponds in 
every detail with the child’s secondary pro- 
gressed chart for the date of death. There- 
fore, in order to arrive at the M.C. of the 
birth chart, we count. back from this M.C, 
(21:33 Aries) a number of degrees equivalent 
to the distance the transiting Sun has trav- 
eled from the date of birth (December 9th) 
to the date of death, i.e., 11 degrees 12 min- 
utes which, subtracted from 21:33 Aries, gives 
us 10:21 Aries as the (assumed) M.C. of the 
child’s radical chart.* We thus arrive at the 
following chart for the child’s birth, 


Radical (birth) chart of child (No. 2)

Note: Moon in the above chart is just 
separating from a grand trine with Jupiter 
and Pluto. When the child died, Mercury 
was transiting this Moon (see chart No. 1); 
transiting Venus had moved to an angle-of this 
chart (the Seventh—see chart No. 1), com- 
pleting the grand trine at the same time that 
it reached the degree of the mother’s Radical 
Uranus; also the transiting Sun had just com- 
pleted the opposition to the mother’s Radical 
Pluto (see chart No. 1). 

Applying our rule that “The age of the 


* Please note we do not say “natal chart” — 
there is a difference. 











mother at the year of the child’s birth mul- 
tiplied by 13° and the resultant number of 
degrees added to the mother’s natal Moon 
gives the M.C. (or Nadir) of the child,” we 
now wish to determine’ how this agrees with 
the above chart. 

Mother born May 18, 1910; Moon on that 
date (for Greenwich noon) is given as 24:06 
Virgo, The above calculation applied thereto 
gives 11° Libra as the approximate position 
of the mother’s progressed Moon and there- 
fore (according to our rule) the Midheaven 
(or Nadir) of the child. It will be noted that 
this has been inserted in chart No. 2 and 
that it falls within 1° of the Nadir of this 
proposed Radical Chart. Thus, from: two points 
of departure, which are in themselves known 
facts, i.e., the time of the child’s death and 
the birthdate of the mother, and by the ap- 
plication of two unrelated rules of procedure, 
we have arrived at practically identical results. 


Radical Birth Chart of Mother 
(speculative) (No. 3) 
May 18, 1910

We now turn our attention to the mother’s 
chart and apply the same rule that we used 
above in determining the radical chart of the 
child. In the case of the mother, we accept 
the radical chart of the child as the culminating 
chart, and assume that this radical chart for 
December 9, 1939 corresponds in detail with 
the mother’s secondary progressed chart at the 
time of the child’s birth. We count back from 
the child’s radical M.C. a number of degrees 
equivalent to the distance the transiting Sun 
has traveled from May 18th (mother’s birth- 
date), 1939 to December 9, 1939—6 signs +- 
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19:52, which, deducted from’ 10:21 Aries, gives 
20:30 Virgo as the Primary Progressed M.C. 
of .the mother the year of the child’s birth. 
Referring now to the mother’s progressed birth- 
date corresponding to 1939 (June 16, 1910), we 
find that 20:30 Virgo is on the M.C. at 5:48 
P.M. of that date. This is therefore ac- 
cepted as the time for which the mother’s 
Radical chart should be erected. Applying this 
time to the mother’s birthdate, May 18, 1910, 
gives 19:35 Leo as the Radical M.C. for the 
child’s mother. 

Once more checking this by the mother’s 
birthdate method of calculating the Radical 
M.C., we refer to the birthdate of the maternal 
grandmother, September 28, 1886. We find that 
on that date the position of the Moon is given 
as 13:49 Libra (compare this with chart No. 2). 
Grandmother’s age in 1910, 24 years, multiplied 
by 13°, and result added to 14 Libra, gives us 
26° Leo, which, in this case, falls within 7° 
of her daughter’s radical M.C.—see chart No. 3. 
Once more these two totally different and 
unrelated methods of approach give the same 
result, which may in itself mean much or 
little, because, after all, this is only one isolated 
case, but it certainly suggests a possible fruit- 
ful line for research, 

It does not seem logical that the mother’s 
chart could be the sole determining factor in 
all cases. The paternal influence would also 
appear to merit some consideration as a further 
condition. It is more probable that this par- 
ticular case is unique in giving the correct 
results without consideration of such addi- 
tional factors. Therefore, the method demon- 
strated above is in fact only valuable from 
the research point of view insofar as it sug- 
gests the possibility of certain additional cor- 
relations betweén the birthcharts of children 
and that of their mother, correlations which 
may conceivably be the expression of certain 
definite astrological laws (yet to be formulated), 
governing gestation and birth. In any case it 
will be conceded that the curious mathematical 
relationship found to exist in this instance be- 
tween the birth patterns of the child, its 
mother and maternal grandmother, should not 
be summarily dismissed as mere coincidence. 
It must be accepted as sufficiently beyond the 
realm of chance to merit more exhaustive in- 
vestigation. Such an investigation might modify 
the basic hypothesis considerably without alter- 
ing appreciably the method of procedure, with 
a well defined law as the final result. 

Having, for reasons above stated, decided 
to accept the above charts as probably correct 
for the case under consideration, let us now 
compare charts 2 and 3 (the Radical charts 
of the child and its mother respectively) with 


a view: to discovering what there may be to 
account for the extraordinary conditions of 
birth in this instance. 

In our April, 1939 issue, pages 27 and 28, 
we called attention to the significance of the 
mother’s progressed Moon in relation to ‘her 
natal planets as a key to the character and 
natal conditions of a child born. to her at a 
given time, and applying the same rule to this 
case, we find these relative positions also quite 
significant. Note the position of the mother’s 
progressed Moon (Radical Nadir of the child) 
relative to (on a cross with) her (the mother’s) 
natal Venus, Mars and Neptune. 

Finally, by way of more completely reveal. 
ing the precise form of expression the mother’s 
natal forces might be expected to take through 
a child born to her at that time, let us place 
the mother’s natal planets within the (zodi- 
acal) house pattern of the child. This gives 
us the following chart: 


Composite chart 
Mother’s Radical Planets 
superimposed on 
Child’s Radical House Cusps 
outside of chart 
Mother’s progressions for 1939. 





Here we not only find the afflicted . Mars 
and Neptune of the mother in the child's 
twelfth house, the house of limitation, stimu- 
lated by a square from her progressed Moon, 
but also the mother’s natal grand trine is em- 
phasized by the Uranian apex thereof, being 
placed on an angle—the Seventh, which, by 
reflex, also affects the Ascendant, the physical 
body of her child. 

From the above, it would appear that the 
afflicted Mars (conjunct Neptune) in Cancer 
and Uranus in Capricorn (also afflicted by the 
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grand trine) may be the key to this mal. 
formation. The exact reason for this is some- 
thing, the details of which can only be 
established by a statistical investigation of a 
large number of similar cases. 

In conclusion, it may be stated that, assum- 
ing that the foregoing deductions are sound, 
the mother of this child should avoid giving 
birth to children at times when the above 
configurations in her chart are adversely stim- 
ulated by progression— particularly by her 
progressed Moon. The best times would ob- 
viously be such as placed her progressed Moon 
in positions that stimulated her natal planets 
in a constructive manner, i.e., zodiacal areas 
that tended to neutralize her natal afflictions. 
Logically, these would be areas which were 
in contradictory aspect to such afflictions. This 
calls for trines or sextiles to her natal Mars 
and Neptune and squares or oppositions to 
the planets involved in that grand trine—natal 
Sun, Moon and Uranus. Squares or opposi- 
tions are advised in the latter case, because 
such would tend to obstruct and therefore 
inhibit the unbalanced manifestation of such 
a configuration. Zodiacal areas which fulfill 
these conditions are: 

Leo 15 to Virgo 15 
Libra 20 to Scorpio 15 
Aquarius 15 to Pisces 15 
Aries 20 to Taurus 15 

From this it would appear that a conception 
occurring during 1940 could reasonably be ex- 
pected to result in a normal birth. The same 
should have been true of a child born during 
1937, if such there were.

ASTROLOGY 


Frequently we are confronted with the 
astounding—?—discovery that the citizens of 
U. S. A. spend several million dollars on 
astrology and the implication is that some- 
thing should be done to stop this woeful 
waste of good cash. The innocent bystander 
is dazzled by the figure—he feels it is being 
taken from his own pocket in a lump sum 
and he stands aghast. Those who trouble to 
give the matter any thought are less im- 
pressed with the enormity of the crime. 

To begin with, it takes less thought than 
a third grade boy gives his multiplication 
table at recess time to know that with over 
a hundred million American people, if each 
person spends THREE CENTS A YEAR on 
astrologers, the total will be several millions 
yearly spent on astrology. 

And even if astrology were the futile thing 
they try to make of it, its cost may be classed 
with the cost to the public of: quarters that 
fall through gratings; rubber balls that run 
into the sewer; window panes that are broken 
by BB guns; red balloons that are punctured 
by mischievous pins; brown paper bags from 
the grocer that we throw away by the dozen 
but which are included in the cost of the 
merchandise. Of course, if astrology is this 
futile thing, then America should be repri- 
manded soundly for wasting three cents a 
year on it—and incidentally for all the other 
wasteful things it does. 

But even calling it waste, these three cents 
a year which each citizen presumably spends 
on astrology (I don’t know who arrived at 
the figure of several millions yearly or who 
is responsible for the audit which is quoted 
year in and year out), the figure is not worthy 
of being mentioned in the same breath with 
the total of the: tips the American male leaves 
in the barber shops; money he .spends on 
shoe shines; sums his adolescent offspring 
leaves at the soda fountain or in the box- 
office of the neighborhood movie. 

And how it must pale to insignificance be- 
side the yearly income from: cigarettes, coca 
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cola, biologicals, night club earnings, whiskey, 
beer, digestive pellets and fizz water taken 
after heavy meals, and our Investment in the 
Irish Sweepstakes and the producing power 
of all such other more elevating and more 
useful American institutions. 

How great an opportunity was missed by 
these apostles of negation in not having lived 
a hundred years ago or about the time of 
the Civil War before the American Medical 
Association was formed. What a telling blow 
they could have dealt Medical Science 
backed up by real scientific data in a series 
of sensational and lucrative articles. For 
the money which our citizens threw away on 
doctors must have added up to a sum that 
any author could roll off his pen with unction 
—not to mention the great sacrifice of life 
which accompanied the money. 

There indeed, instead of quoting the opin- 
ions. of one or two scattered individuals of 
scientific tradition, he could have mustered 
case after case, an accumulation and weight 
of incontestable evidence which avould have 
won conviction for his stand against medical 
science. 

For in those days no one knew just what 
a doctor was (just as nowadays no one knows 
just what an astrologer is). Young men 
who fancied the profession for one reason 
or another, one because it was lucrative 
and remunerative, another because it helped 
him up the social ladder, another because of 
the authority and personal influence it lent, 
and some because they were truly respon- 
sive to the sufferings of man, each of these 
apprenticed himself to some older man who 
had a following, and when he acquired suf- 
ficient confidence in himself and in handling 
people and could prescribe calomel, sassafras, 
squills, ipecac and toluol, hung out his shin- 
gle and called himself M.D.* 

Medical science has progressed phenome- 
nally since then, thanks to the concentrative 
effort of thousands of minds, but even today 
it has problems, even today it is to a degree 
experimental and not even the most primitive 
and ignorant among us expect to be cured 
invariably because he has called in a doctor 
when he is ill. 

Medical science has been able to make 
these great strides because it deals with phys- 
ical phenomena and because sickness result- 
ing in suffering and so often in death is a 
tragic drama visible to all and focussing the 
attention to the entire public, reminding the 
rich man as well as the poor man of the 
."e Those who might care to really look into this 
matter will find “Doctors on Horseback” most in- 


teresting. Publishers, Garden City Publishing Co.,

shortness of his days and the weakness of 
his physical armor, consequently it has at- 
tracted to itself the necessary funds for re 
search and the accumulation and protection 
of valuable statistics. 

Not so with the intimate reactions of mind 
and soul. Their distress, sickness, adapta- 
tion, are matters which each person keeps to 
himself insofar as he is able, and is pretty 
well forced to keep to himself even when he is 
not so disposed, because of the disinterest of 
others and the dangers he runs by complete 
exposure of his inner workings to others, 

Physically we have progressed beyond the 
mere adaptation to Nature as she exists and 
have begun to create better environment for 
the masses, but we still have the individual 
problem of adapting a particular mind and 
soul to a general environment that never 
altogether suits it and we are much hampered 
in this by the old ethical teachings that we 
should live life where and as we find it, mak- 
ing the best of it. And this private very in- 
dividual problem does not readily make itself 
a concern of states, bureaus or organized 


groups. 

To get back to Astrology, they say that it 
all began in Babylonia and Assyria, then 
mention Venus, Jupiter and Mars in the same 
breath. Surely they know that Venus, Jupi- 
ter and Mars have nothing to do with Baby- 
lonia and Assyria, and might have guessed 
that planets could be named in accordance 
with their influence rather than have in- 
fluences attributed to them in accordance 
with their names. 

Again it is said, “They (the astrologers) 
ask us to believe that large chunks of rock 
or gaseous matter floating in space millions 
of miles away somehow exercise an influence 
onus because they are identified with names 
of characters in fairy tales!!!” Doubtless 
the moon is included under this designation 


of huge chunks of rock or gaseous matter _ 


floating in space millions of miles away— 
yet, because physical science endorses it, 
we are forced to accept the fact that the 
moon pulls the tides and causes the ebb and 
flow of water all over the face of our earth 
—is the thought that it might have other 
influences so highly improbable? And what 
are we to do with the problem of those 
lines of force which exist in intangible mat- 
ter and cause frost to appear in patterns on 
our window panes, water to congeal into 
crystals, minerals of the earth to solidify in 
patterns; and what of the potentialities of 
cosmic and other rays and of the electrical 
barrage which has beaten the surface of the 
earth until it has formed a thick crust? 
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No one knows yet what an astrologer is, 
whether he is someone who has studied one 
or two or five years or someone who has 
picked up the fundamentals somewhere and 
chooses to call himself that, nor what back- 
ground or general knowledge he brings along 
to his astrological interpretations. The ex- 
ponents of astrological science are today in 
the same position as were the exponents of 
medical science in a bygone day. In general, 
however, astrologers are a group of religious 
minded people far more interested in elevat- 
ing the race than in debasing it. Contrary 
to propaganda, they are not primarily inter- 
ested in the material things of life and are 
rarely well off economically, and often when 
forced to a decision between giving up the 
study and earning their living will try to 
combine the two. I don’t know of any one 
who has ever made a fortune at it, though 
some are occasionally exploited by other 
people who make money through them. And 
the veriest charlatan among them is re- 
strained by the ,occult creed, to wit: “The 
iniatate is bound by the most solemn vow 
never to use his power to serve his indi- 
vidual interest nor to save himself a pang. 
He may feed five thousand if he will but 
must not turn a stone into bread to appease 
his own hunger; he may heal others, but 
by the Law of the Universe, is forbidden to 
staunch his own mortal wounds. Because 
he is bound by a vow of unconditional un- 
selfishness it is ever true that although he 
saves others, himself he cannot save.” 

There are great flaws in the warp and 
woof of human nature. Each ego feels it- 
self somehow superior—somehow expects life 
to be not only kind but generous to HIM— 
often expects not merely a clear field to 
develop without restraint, but takes it for 
granted that life will heap its most glamor- 
ous good things into his lap without effort 
on his part. When it doesn’t happen so the 
ego often lays down. If you have gained 
the impression that the astrologer panders to 
this weakness you have simply gained an 
erroneous impression. 

Some of the functions of the astrologer 
are: to supply a backbone temporarily where 
it is needed and lacking; to arouse the will 
to greater effort; to give consolation and 
cheer where it can be extended conscien- 
tiously; and to teach a view of life so large 
that personal tragedy i§ insignificant beside 
it; to strengthen_the philosophy of a human 
being in adversity and to turn his jattention 
to his blessings; to inculcate a respect for 
ethics and moral law in a class of people 
who would never go near a church or a bible. 












The astrologer is a psychoanalyst working 
with the aid of his science from cause to 
effect rather than from effect to cause, and 
for a fee which places his services within 
reach of even the very poor. 

Who will say that these are useless func- 
tions? A few who in their hearts believe 
in the survival of the fittest. But our doc- 
tors, our hospitals, our home relief bear 
witness that we do not believe generally in 
the survival of the fittest. Our minds might 
tell us that we should but our instincts tell 
us that there are values not to be measured 
by material yardsticks and no one knows 
who might sire our next Abraham Lincoln 
nor in what sort of environment he might 
be born. . 

Astrologers would welcome the opportunity 
to establish clinics and amass scientific rec- 
ords, but this argues an endowment to take 
care of the unproductive portion of the 
group and a less prejudiced attitude on the 
part of people who control possible sources of 
information; astrologers now are an isolated 
group whose work does not interest selfsuffi- 
cient people busy with moneymaking schemes 
who have the capital to provide for this. 
From the time an astrologer learns his ABC’s 
and can make accurate predictions he be- 
comes too busy with people who need him 
or think they need him that he has no time 
for accurate record keeping even if he had 
the inclination and again, contrary to propa- 
ganda, ,much of his work is done without 
recompense. 

We all realize that judgment and decision 
are two of the finest attributes of the ob- 
jective mind, that they should be cultivated; 
that no one should continually lean on an- 
other for guidance; we would encourage 
each person to become his own astrologer and 
to test the theories for himself and, if possi- 
ble, to keep a record of his tests.

If you want to grow po- 
tatoes you’ve got to plant potatoes and you’ve 
got to do all the LABOR needful to .both 
plant and harvest. Would you talk about be- 
ing “ENSLAVED” by the law of increase 
(of planting)? 

What do these self-styled Messiahs liberate 
us from? From “Cosmic Law”? From natu- 
ral and super-natural laws? Most self-styled 
Liberators deny super-natural (Cosmic) law. 
Does that then free us from it? Can they 
free us from the bias and prejudice which, 
under scientific astrology, our birthdate indi- 
cates? Or, am I the one in error? I have 
never seen this explained.

ANSWER: In effect you ask, What is 
Freedom? And from what can we be free? 
In attempting to answer those questions, we 
must bear in mind that in this finite world, 
such as can be encompassed within the realm 
of human consciousness, all things are relative 
—even Freedom. Absolute Freedom is un- 
attainable by any form-manifested life because 
“manifestation implies limitation” and abso- 
lute Freedom in the sense of liberation from 
any form of restraint would be a contradiction 
in terms. Within the limits of the power of 
the human mind to conceive, even the Creator 
in His act of creation is bound by His own 
laws governing manifestation. 

So, “Freedom” in this relative sense becomes 
subject to many forms and definitions. Its 
implications are legion. What is Freedom 
for one person might be bondage for another. 
The closest approach to absolute Freedom at- 
tainable by man is that condition wherein he 
is allowed to preserve the integrity of his own 
personality and is free to exercise his pre- 
rogative of choice in regard to his own actions. 


To the Editor: 

Does belief in the science of astrology 
necessitate a mechanistic philosophy, or-can 
one reconcile the immutable motion of the 
planets—stationary in influence at birth and 
exerting a transitory influence through life 









—with the belief that man is a free agent? 

The scientist says that, given certain causes, 
the result will always be certain effects. To 
bring the Law of Causality into the realm of 
psychology, we may say that in a given situ- 
ation, with all factors constant, an individual 
will always react the same way. But cas 
one keep all factors constant? Time is con- 
stantly progressing and the positions and 
relative aspects of planets are always chang- 
ing. So actually there can be no given mo 
ment which will be exactly the same as an- 
other given moment in the life time of an 
individual. And since no individual can have 
the same background of heredity and en- 
vironment as another individual, it seems 
that the Law of Causality has no practicd 
significance for psychology. 

To sum up: 

(1) Is belief in Astrology compatible with 
the belief that man is a free agent? 

(2) Can the law of causality as it now 
stands be of practical use in explaining or- 
ganic life, or is its operation restricted to the 
realm of inorganic things? 

(3) If the latter supposition is true, can the 
tat of Causality be considered a universal 
aw? 

Please point out wherein my reasoning is 
faulty. I am earnestly trying to evolve my 
own philosophy, and by temperament I revolt 
against a doctrine of Determination.

ANSWER: As we have so frequently stated 
in past issues of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGA 
ZINE, the horoscope as a diagram of natural 
forces as expressed in the juxtaposition of the 
various heavenly bodies at a given time is also 
a diagram of natural law governing manifesta 
tion at that time. Since such laws are universal 
in operation, any unit of conscious life com- 
ing into manifestation at that time must operate 
within the limits prescribed by laws then in 
operation. We may refer you to our December, 
1938 issue, pages 28 and 29, also our October, 
1939 issue, page 15, wherein we have discussed 
this problem in detail. 

The remainder of your question is adequately 
answered in our reply to H. H., given above. 


LOCALITY 


Dear Friend: 

The writer has just had occasion to answef 
a letter from one of our students in which 
a question was raised relative to informa- 
tion we give on the progression of the horo- 
scope when the native has moved from his 
birthplace. This question was prompted by 
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a reference to Geographic Astrology on p. 
26 of your February, 1940 issue of AMERICAN 
AstroLocy MAGAZINE, and your answer was 
a little different from the enclosed paper, 
from which we quote, in part: 


“Sidereal Time, of the Midheaven as used 
astrologically, indicates that point in the 
heavens immediately overhead at the mo- 
ment of birth, or first in-breathing of the 
new-born child. It becomes a point that 
is RELATIVELY a fixed star and corre- 
sponds to the spiritual entity or Ego, Time 
or location after birth does not affect this 
point so far as it relates to the individual, 
and it remains a constant factor from which 
all subsequent stellar movements are com- 
puted. 

“The Ascendant, as the name indicates, 
marks that point in stellar space rising at 
the eastern horizon at the moment of birth. 
Each degree has its own tone, or vibratory 
rate, and at the moment of birth the first 
in-breathing of the new-born babe de- 
termines the nature of its physical body, 
and its capacity to respond to the experi- 
ences ahead. Not chance, but opportunity, 
brings the Ego into a physical body, and 
it therefore has ahead of it a life that 
will enable the native to learn the lessons 
needed. Experiences, good or bad, affect 
the vibratory rate of the physical body and 
eventually become attributes of the soul. 

“If the individual should move from his 
place of birth, it in no way affects the 
status of his destiny, but it will change 
the TIME when the lesson is to be learned. 
Changes east or west on the same latitude 
do not affect the time, but changes north 
or south of the place of birth will change 
the time according to the distance traveled, 
as this movement north or south will 
change the ascending degree of the native. 
He must, therefore, when making changes 
of residence north or south, make a cor- 
responding change in his natal chart so 
that the correct ASCENDING DEGREE is 
indicated. 

“This will be obtained by using the 
progressed S.T. in Tables of Houses for 
the latitude of the PLACE OF RESIDENCE. 
As the longitude of the birthplace is used, 
no matter where the native is residing, 
and as ALL places on the same longitude 
have noon at the same instance (or the 
same MC) IRRESPECTIVE OF LATITUDE, 
the prog. MC will be the same as if no 
change had been made in the place of 
residence, BUT the prog. ASC will not be 
the same, as the change of residence will 









affect the prog. ASC and other house 
cusps,” 


When we consider that the MC is RELA- 
TIVELY a fixed star, to the individual, we 
would not alter this point. The progression 
of the ASC and MC will give the ratio of 
spiritual or material development during this 
life, but the spiritual influx at birth is a 
permanent impression, relatively speaking, 
representing the full past, present, as well as 
future power of the Ego. We have not had 
occasion to work with the rule suggested 
in your magazine (1° change for each degree 
of longitude from birthplace), but as ex- 
periences come through the ASC it would 
seem likely that this is the point that would 
most strongly. influence the life through 
change of residence. 

With understanding of astrological in- 
fluences we may control the experiences we 
receive in life, but if an indication is one 
of Ripe Destiny we do not see how it would 
be possible to avoid the action of that par- 
ticular aspect entirely. For instance, your 
example of the planet Mars coming to the 
cusp of the progressed ASC might result in 
a period involving accident, violence or per- 
sonal injury. This influence can be greatly 
relieved by moving several hundred miles 
south and then return north when the aspect 
has worked itself out in, that locality; BUT 
the only thing we do in this instance 
is to decrease largely the time element 
through which this influence operates. We 
have often thought that such travel may be 
the “cause” of sudden and unexpected series 
of physical misfortunes that cannot be ac- 
counted for in any other way. For instance, 
unless the person learned the lesson involved, 
for the purpose of life IS experience, there 
would be little good arise from trying to cir- 
cumvent a necessary experience. 

Actually, what takes place would be some- 
thing along this order: The length of time 
that Mars and the progressed ASC aspect 
was in operation would be materially de- 
creased and the individual would have the 
opportunity to work in harmony with his 
chart by recognizing the lesson to be learned 
—fully cooperate, and then extend his ac- 
tivities in harmony with this understanding 
of his progressed chart. 

In answering the question asked by this 
student, we brought out these points and 
indicated to him that our experience has 
shown that the above instructions are very 
accurate in practice and for our purposes we 
would not alter the MC, but would confine 
our progressions with the ASC. 
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As a matter of fact, we quite agree with 
the comment made on p. 26 of your maga- 
zine, that there is not available “any litera- 
ture relative to the correlation of the horo- 
scope with the geographical points that one 
might term simple.” 

As we have pointed out to our student, 
we must consider that geographical points 
are not determined in relation to natal charts, 
but worked the other way around; the chart 
is studied and a suggested geographical point 
is found that will bring out latént potential 
force not found in operation in another loca- 
tion. For instance, the earth is not moved 
to fit the individual’s chart, but the individual 
moves to a point in harmony with his strong=- 
est qualifications. There would be a great 
difference from Geographic Astrology to fol- 
lowing the suggestions and indications given 
above. 

This letter has become rather lengthy but 
the points involved are very interesting, par- 
ticularly those in relation to altering the time 
that experiences are received. The progres- 
sion of the MC, itself, indicates spiritual op- 
portunities; the progression of the ASC per- 
tain to material or physical experiences. The 
ratio of progression of the MC and ASC 
would show the type of life and the type of 
experiences that will follow. One other ex- 
ample: We have the chart of a young man 
whose parents moved from 42° N. Lat. to 
33° N. Lat. in his early childhood. This move 
has practically doubled the ratio of gain of 
his MC over his ASC, thus indicating that 
spiritual opportunities were just about 
doubled and will remain so as long as he 
maintains his residence in 33° N. Latitude. 
Material indications and success would like- 
wise increase if he were to move north again. 
This illustrates the importance of checking 
these indications in the progressed chart. 

We hope that everyone will learn the neces- 
sity of cooperating with astrological influ- 
ences, not to avoid them, but to gain full 
measure of experience from every activity.

During his term of office, “The Birmingham 
Undertaker” gave ample evidence of being just 
about the best undertaker Britain ever had. 
Mr. Chamberlain would seem to be, beyond 
question, a man of highest principles and un- 
impeachable integrity, but as a War Premier 
he was positively “terrific.” MLaudable as may 











be a Christian Spirit of compassion and ap. 
peasement and much as we might wish that 
it alone might be a sufficient protection and 
guarantee of peace, it is but rarely so in deal. 
ing with certain situations of extreme danger 
—in stopping a mad dog, for instance. We 
have heard of many cases of a miraculous in. 
tervention of Divine Power in such extreme 
emergencies, but have never witnessed any, 
The average person usually finds a well placed 
bullet more effective, human nature being, as it 
is, relatively short on this kind of faith that per. 
mits walking on water, etc. It is still bullets, 
battleships and bombs that win wars—war 
happens to be that kind of sordid business. 


We owe it to Hitler that he has definitely 
shorn war of its deceptive halo of sports. 
manship. The principles of International Law 
predicate the recognition of war as a sort 
of game that must be carried on according to 
certain well defined rules. Hitler has so far 
demonstrated the practical value of the con- 
ception of war as nothing of the kind. He 
has revealed war in its true light, as nothing 


more or less than “mass murder” carried out’ 


according to but one rule—get there first with 
the most men. After all, is it not better 
that mankind were at last forced to face the 
fact that there never can be a truly civilized 
war? Such is a contradiction on terms. War 
can have no place in a civilized world. Hit- 
ler’s frank acceptance of that fact and ruth 
less application thereof at least classifies him 
as a “realist,” even though a savage one. All 
savages are realists but the converse of the 
statement is not necessarily true, and when 
civilized man becomes sufficiently realistic he 
will cease glorifying mass murder. He will 
realize that war is not a game that can be 
successfully played for any appreciable length 
of time, according to any rules of sportsman 
ship or according to any law other than the 
law of the jungle—“survival of the fittest.” 


When war is finally visualized by the masses 
in this (its true) light, the truly civilized nw 
tions of the world will establish a genuine 
“balance of power” by pooling their armaments 
and devoting them to their proper function— 
policing the world and protecting mankind 
from the mass slaughter we now call war. 
War as we now know it would then be im 
possible because no one nation could succes# 
fully defy such a “League of Nations.” No 
doubt there would be outbreaks of internt 
tional criminality at times just as there is in 
a more limited sense within individual nations, 
but such would be quickly suppressed, just a 
the forces of law and order now curb the 
individual criminal. 
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One thing seems fairly certain, before such 
an ideal state of affairs can be realized the 
entire theory and practice of international 
politics must be revised. So long as interna- 
tional diplomacy is founded on the principles 
of greed, deceit and treachery and played with 
cards below the table, there never can be found 
a basis for mutual trust so necessary for under- 
standing and agreement among nations. 

Human nature in general being, as yet, what 
it is, we are inclined to think that mankind 
is still far short of that degree of evolution 
necessary to permit such an ideal to become 
a practical reality. That being so, there is 
only one way to wage a war, and that is the 
way it always has and is now being waged. 
One thing must be said for the German Na- 
tion, they never have shown any disposition 
to deceive themselves in regard to this busi- 
ness of war. So much as History records, the 
Teutonic Race has always waged war with a 
savage ruthlessness and total disregard for hu- 
man decency that must rate them highly, in- 
deed Gods of War—if such there be—and of 
which long ago should have made them masters 
of the world, if war itself had any permanent 
place in the evolutionary scheme of mankind. 

Returning to a consideration of this latest 
outbreak of insanity: We still think that for 
the good of the allied cause, the pacifistic 
Chamberlain government should have “gone 
with the wind” last February. However, since 
the allies did “miss that bus,” it was quite in 
order for Hitler to stage another “Blitzkrieg” 
under that eclipse of April 7th. 

Right here is as good a place as any to 
apologize to our readers for an error we made in 
our October, 1939, issue, page 4. There were 
two serious errors, in fact; one with respect 
to Chamberlain and the other with reference 
to Germany. Both of these we regret exceed- 


with a corresponding emphasis upon the op- 
posing point. Hence, the October, 1939, eclipse, 
opposing Chamberlain’s natal Jupiter-Neptune 
conjunction on a grand trine with his natal 
Saturn and Mars, merely inflated a balloon of 
false hopes and optimism which carried him 
aloft into the realm of self delusion, until 
suddenly it collapsed when the April, 1940, 
eclipse conjoined that same Jupiter and Nep- 
tune. That (April) eclipse unceremoniously 
yanked the foundations out from under a house 
of cards—optimistic plans, hopes, dreams and 
ideals all came tumbling down in one chaotic 
heap. That Norwegian fiasco must have been 
a tragic disappointment to Britain’s Prime Min- 
ister, much more so than he is ever likely to 
admit publicly. 

In the case of Hitler, the October, 1939, 
eclipse conjoined Uranus—his “Blitzkrieg” 
planet. All that it did to him was to keep him 
quiet for six months. It is noteworthy that 
Hitler made no major moves from October, 
1939, to April, 1940—can it be that he really 
was waiting for the April eclipse opposition 
his natal Uranus? He certainly did not waste 
much time thereafter. 

Why then did we predicate a “German 
Revolution” on that October, 1939, eclipse? 
Simply this: Hitler’s natal Uranus and the 
Uranus of the Third Reich (Jan. 30, 1933) 
are in opposition, therefore an eclipse on one 
is necessarily in opposition to the other. The 
October, 1939, eclipse opposed Uranus in the 
horoscope of the Third Reich, while it con- 
joined Hitler’s Uranus, and we misinterpreted 
this as meaning a bid for freedom on the part 
of the German people at a time when Hitler’s 
most dramatic planet was quiescent. In this 
we neglected to take into account the proba- 
bility that the German people might not want 





ingly, and now propose to: correct them as 
much as may be possible, adding a promise that 
we will be more careful in the future. 

In the case of Chamberlain, we forecasted 
the fall of the Chamberlain Government on 
the strength of the eclipse of October 12th. 
This was strictly an unwarranted deduction. 
Our only explanation can be that we attached 
too much emphasis to the radical afflictions 
to Chamberlain’s Jupiter. True, the Cham- 
berlain Government has since fallen but it 
was not as a result of the October, 1939, 
eclipse, but rather did it result from that 
eclipse of April 7, 1940. ~ The October, 1939, 
eclipse was, on the contrary, another example 
of the soundness of our basic theory in regard 
to eclipses, viz., that an eclipse is, in effect, 
Just what the name implies, i.e., an “eclipse” 
of the planet (or zodiacal area) it conjuncts 


freed so long as they were victorious, also 
that the Uranian contacts in these two charts 
are mutually sustaining; one simply carries on 
in absence of the other. Admittedly, we mis- 
calculated in our October issue and feel 
that we owe it to our readers and to astrol- 
logical students to demonstrate precisely how 
this came about. In this way we may all 
benefit by the mistake. Following our rule 
for eclipse interpretation to its logical conclu- 
sion, it was quite in order for Hitler to re- 
main relatively quiet from October, 1939, to 
April, 1940, at which latter time an eclipse 
(April 7th) opposition his natal Uranus pro- 
vided the opportunity for another smashing 
victory. It is not surprising (though it was 
unexpected—Uranian) that he should, at that 
time, go prancing into some neutral country 
on an errand of mercy—?—he calls it protec- 
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tion—friendly, compassionate sort of fellow, 
isn’t he? The outcome of his Netherland ad- 
venture is (at this writing—May 15th) still in 
doubt, but in view of the above we cannot feel 
too hopeful that he will be stopped at this time. 

It is true that Hitler moved into the low 
countries under a lunation (May 7th) conjunct 
his natal Mars-Venus conjunction. That con- 
junction (square natal Saturn) can scarcely 
promise ultimate victory as a result of this 
particular invasion, but “ultimate” results say 
nothing about immediate results and Hitler may 
conceivably avoid reaping the bitter fruit of 
this invasion until the major conjunction of 
Saturn and Jupiter on that point next August. 
Three or four months more of this sort of 
thing is not a pleasant prospect, but we must 
interpret these configurations as we see them 
and from that point of view we can only hope 
for the best. In any case, since he did move 
under that May lunation, the August conjunc- 
tion (above referred to) thereby acquires ad- 
ditional significance, which is at least a bright 
spot in the clouds of despair now o’ershadowing 
the world. 

The above reference to Uranus brings to 
mind a statement we made in our June (1940) 
issue, page 6, wherein we expressed the opin- 
ion that the Scandinavian Invasion might prove 
disastrous to Hitler. We based that opinion 
upon the position of the transiting Uranus on 
the Seventh cusp of his Secondary Progressed 
Chart, another example of the danger in basing 
a general deduction on a specialized contact. 
Of course, the Seventh House is the polar 
opposite of the First and is traditionally sup- 
posed to indicate open enemies, but—this is the 
sort of thing that so often trips us up—it also 
rules partners and those who cooperate. It 
is beginning to look now as though Uranus, in 
this case, indicated the Norwegians who, 
though technically enemies, were in fact coop- 
erating with Hitler through his so-called “Fifth 
Column.” Well, now that we know what can 
happen (especially where that Uranian Jump- 
ing-Jack is concerned), we feel inclined to 
modify some statements made relative to the 
end of June, which we made in connection with 
the same article.t We believe that the last 
week of June or first week of July (keydate— 
June 30th) will undoubtedly be sensational, 
marking another military whirlwind emanating 
from Berlin. But, we are not now so sure 
that Hitler will necessarily come out on the 
short end. True, the transiting Mars will be 
on his secondary Seventh, but it will also be 
sextile transiting Uranus. It is also possible 
that Der Fuehrer may use a belligerent ally

to drag a particularly choice chestnut out of 
the fire. 

Can Hitler be stopped?—Wouldn’t be sur. 
prised if that could be done—but—he can't be 
stopped with words, and the righteous horror 
with which the world views his depredations, 
strangely enough, doesn’t seem to bother him 
at all. It is highly probable that a military 
organization led, not by a military commission 
or board of strategy, but by one man (as is 
the German machine) may, and probably will, 
stop him eventually. That is in fact the lesson 
of history, but—“how long—oh Lord, how 
long?” If he gets past June safely. he may 
go on—and on. Of course, he is still under 
that eclipse (on his natal Sun) of April, 1939 
—we believe that this must eventually get him; 
but he has already lived through one transit 
of Mars over that point, so that cannot be the 
sole timing factor in an eclipse. What it may 
be is something yet to be determined. It is 
worthy of note that Mars will oppose the 
April, 1939, eclipse from Libra next Novem- 
ber. The first ten days of November always 
do seem to hold a peculiar fatality for Hitler 
—see pages 16 and 17 of our March, 1940, issue. 

August of this year may prove his undoing, 
The major conjunction of Saturn and Jupiter 
in 14 + Taurus, near his natal Venus and Mars, 
square natal Saturn, will no doubt mark a 
crisis for him—a crisis with definitely malefic 
possibilities, but we wonder if it is close enough 
(2°) to his natal Mars and Venus to put the 
brakes on finally, although, as it is within a 
degree of a square to his natal Saturn, it cer- 
tainly should slow him up. Possibly a physical 
collapse, plus difficulties . with associates or 
allies, may be factors in this, since Venus 
rules his ascendant and Mars his Seventh. If 
he should survive August (it is admittedly a 
very dangerous month for him), he would then 
be quite likely to go on to the spring months 
of 1941, when we find a period (April 26th to 
May 11th) wherein many high flyers may land 
in the wood pile and Hitler is no exception. 


QUINTUPLETS 


In the May 11th issue of Liberty Magazine, 
Dr. Dafoe discusses the Dionne Quintuplets, 
giving the results of his observations as to 
their various personalities and temperaments 
insofar as such are revealed at the (as yet 
early) age of 6 years. 

In the February, 1940 issue of AMERICAN 
ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE, -page 38, we published 
an article on the “Navamsa Horoscope” by 
George Cecil Nixon, which Mr. Nixon explains 
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is the “nine-fold” division of the horoscope 
psed by the Hindus. Among other practical 
values accredited to this method, Mr. Nixon 
specifically refers to its usefulness in deal- 
ing with twin or multiple births. We quote: 


Circumstances such as these arise in 
regard to twin births. Both, im most cases, 
have the same Ascendants, and_ the 
planetary positions, both by house and sign, 
are the same, yet their fates can be en- 
tirely different. Why is it that, in cases 
of twins born a few minutes after each 
other, one dies in infancy and the other 
lives a long and useful life? Surely we 
are not going to say that the laws of 
Astrology have failed us? I maintain that 
the clue to this anomaly will be found in 
the Navamsa map, and I consider that this 
discovery will go a long way to solving 
the problem in a scientific manner. 


Upon reading Dr. Dafoe’s character analyses 
of the Quins, it occurred to us that it might 
be instructive to study their horoscopes by this 
Navamsa method, and lacking any more au- 
thentic information relative to the time in- 
tervals between the various births, we have 
accepted as the basis for a test chart, the data 
which were given by Charles Davis in March, 
1935 issue of the National Astrological Journal. 
According to the information given therein, the 
order and birth times of the Quins were as 
follows; 


Yvonne ‘56 A.M. (May 28, 1934) 
Annette :11 A.M. 

Cecile - 

Emilie 

Marie 


Using the above data, the Navamsa horo- 
scopes of the quintuplets would be as fol- 
lows. To save space we have made a composite 
chart giving only the planets and ascendants 
for each, according to Mr. Nixon. The Hindus 
use equal house divisions, so the other 
(Navamsa) house cusps for each child are 
readily determined from their respective as- 
cendants, 

Students should find it interesting to study 
the above chart in the light of what: Dr. Dafoe 
has to say about the personalities af each of the 
Quins. : 

Quoting from Liberty Magazine, issue of 


May llth, page 19: 


YVONNE—Together with Annette shows 
most attributes of leadership. Most pro- 
tective toward others. Yvonne is the 





stronger personality. She is the quicker 
to be friendly with visitors, the “flirt” 
with men, the most confident in her ac- 
tions. You can visualize her as a campus 
leader who'll be voted by her class “most 
likely to succeed;” a good business woman. 

ANNETTE—Is imaginative; the last to 
admit failure, the first to gloss over an 
uncompleted task with a plausible excuse. 

CECILE—The daintiest, with most grace- 
ful carriage and the best manners. She is 
most particular about her dress. She 
shows a definite talent for music. She 
usually breaks into solo, or does some 
dance steps when radio or phonograph is 
playing. It is easy to visualize Cecile as 
a musician, a dancer, possibly a designer. 

EMILIE—The prankster, the cut-up of 
the five. When children were given new 
rubber boots and were told they were to 
be worn only in water, it was Emilie who 
characteristically thought of wearing them 
in her bath. She is always thinking up 
such jokes. She is most compliant in mat- 
ters of discipline. The most orderly. I 
can visualize her growing up to be @ nurse 
or secretary. 

MARIE—Together with Emilie, the 
smallest and weakest of the Quins at birth 
and slower in catching up to their sisters 
in strength and activity. These two fell 
naturally into the habit of getting attention 
from their sisters in other ways. Marie 
exemplifies this trait by her daring. She 
can’t pedal fast enough to keep up with her 
sisters ow the tricycle, but she can, and 
does, go farther im seeing how much she 
can “get away with” with respect to rules. 
She is very observant and asks questions 
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about nature, animals and other things 

around her. That shows she knows how to 

use her head. I can image her becoming 

@ teacher. 

Assuming that this Navamsa Horoscope is 
a valid basis from which to work, it should 
be possible in later years to rectify these 
charts further by the method explained by 
Mr. Nixon on page 41 of the February, 1940 
issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE. 


THE UNITED STATES 
HOROSCOPE

While much research work has been done 
to determine the true horoscope of the 
United States, most of this work has been 
devoted to various hours on July 2nd or 
4th, 1776. 

As in other fields, analogy seems to be 
the key to the truth or fact in astrology, 
and the 1776 dates do not measure up to the 
analogy with human birth. As a rule, a 
newly born infant does not make a declara- 
tion of his freedom from parental control, 
and of intention to be a man among men. 

The proper birth date must therefore be 
earlier, and the date of April 19, 1775, when 
the infant nation was born in the blood of 
the mother country, gives a close analogy to 
the process of human birth. 

The time was shortly before 10 a.m., prob- 
ably marking the beginning of armed re- 
sistance at Concord. The record shows that 
about sunrise on April 19th, the minute men 
at Lexington dispersed without making any 
effective resistance to British authority. The 
British troops then marched on to Concord, 
where they destroyed military stores. They 
were attacked by the “embattled farmers” 
about the time they were ready to return to 
Boston, and the return became a rout. 

The importance of the point 0:00 Aries, 
which for convenience has been called the 
Life point, is not generally appreciated by 
astrologers. For the purposes of astrology, 
it might be called the node of the earth. 
When the Sun passes over this point in March 
we have a renewal of life in our northern 
hemisphere, and vegetable life succumbs to 
decay and death, when the Sun passes over 
the opposition point at the beginning of Fall. 
In a horoscope 0:00 Aries is the Life point, 
and angles formed by its progressions, both 
converse and direct, will be found to coincide 
with events affecting the life. 


The time fits with these facts and the po- 
sitions are as follows: 
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The above positions have been checked 
over five hundred events in United States 
history and found to check exactly with the 
event. It is quite true, however, that this 
cannot be done using only the one degree per 
year progression, but astrologers have long 
known that there are other rates of pro- 
gressions. 

Using several rates of progression it might 
be argued that it would be easy to find angles 
for any event. This is true if the orb method 
is used, but I believe orb allowances are only 
an excuse for careless work or an incorrect 
horoscope. 

It has been my experience that progressed 
angles only work out -when exact, or within 
one minute of exact arc, except in the case 
of the nodes, which become operative about 
two minutes away from exact angles. 

I have yet to find any event in the history 
of the United States, for which the above 
horoscope will not show arcs within 1 minute 
of exact angle, and the angle will be benefic 
or adverse according to the class of event, and 
the nature of the event found to accord with 
the influences attributed to the planet posi- 
tions involved, 

In addition, for the dates of many events, 
the longitudes of the slow moving planets 
are frequently found to coincide exactly with 
the original ‘or progressed positions, or to be 
in angles with these positions. 

Astrologers are in agreement that Saturn 
is the planet ruling fear, falls, losses, depriva- 
tion, etc. May 9, 1901, is one of our famous 
panic dates, the panic being caused by a cor- 
ner in Northern Pacific R.R. stock. 
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On May 9th the longitude of Saturn was 
16:15 Capricorn in exact opposition to the 
U.S. Ascendant at 16:15 Cancer. 

The arc between the Sun and Saturn po- 
sitions is 154 degrees 27 minutes, which at 1 
degree per year gives roughly 154 and a half 
years. Added to 1775 this gives October, 
1929, with the Sun conjunction Saturn and 
Saturn conjunction the Sun in the United 
States horoscope. 

The Sun passed over the longitude of Sat- 
urn at 3:46 Libra on Sept. 27, 1929, and the 
market began to crack. The panic came on 
October 23rd, when the Sun passed over the 
longitude 29:19 Libra, in opposition to the 
Saturn conjunction with the Sun at 29:19 
Aries. 

The fear influence of Saturn is traceable 
through every panic in our history, and many 
of the minor stock market changes. In fact, 
by combining the influences shown in the 
United States and Stock Exchange horoscopes, 
it is possible to get a fairly complete picture 
of our financial history. 

Mars, Pluto and Neptune are the principal 
factors in all our wars. For June 19, 1812, 
when we declared war against England, the 
elapsed time was 37 years and two months, 
or 37 degrees 10 minutes at a degree per year. 

This progression brought the Moon, hav- 
ing much to do with our foreign affairs, to 
2:50 Capricorn conjunction Pluto, and the 
converse direction brought Pluto to 16:40 
Sagittarius, 

For February 6, 1861, when the Confed- 
erate Congress voted secession, the progres- 
sion was 85 degrees 48 minutes, bringing 
Uranus (ruling Congresses) into conjunction 
with Mars at 26:17 Leo. 

The progression for April, 1898, was 123 
degrees (123 years from April 19, 1775), 
which brought the progressed Mars to 29:18 
Sagittarius, a favorable trine angle with the 
Sun at 29:19 Aries, and pointing to success- 
ful Mars activities against Spain, ruled by 
Sagittarius, 

When the World War began in 1914, Mars 
was at 21:17 Virgo in conjunction with our 
Neptune, and the war brought us a great deal 
of friction with both sides in connection with 
sea affairs, 

For April 6, 1917, when we entered the 
war, the progression, at a degree per year, 
was 141 degrees 58 minutes. Adding this 
arc to the Sun position at 29:19 Aries gives 
21:17 Virgo. When our Sun position (ruling 
the President) came to the War Mars point, 
and a conjunction with ou own Neptune 
Point, we entered the world war. We en- 


tered the war on account of German subma- 
rine warfare, ruled by Neptune. 

For November 7, 1917, when the Bolsheviks 
took control of Russia, the progression was 
142 degrees 33 minutes. This brought Mars 
to 3:45 Aries in opposition to the Saturn po- 
sition 3:46 Libra, and brought Saturn to 26:19 
Aquarius in opposition to the Mars position 
26:18 Leo. 

Saturn rules loss and deprivation, Libra 
rules partners or allies, Mars armies and war, 
Aquarius is said to rule Russia, and Leo cer- 
tain parts of France. 

The opposition brought the loss of our Rus- 
sian ally (Saturn, Aquarius, Libra), and 
brought added dangers to our army in France 
(Mars-Leo). 

Various other examples can readily be 
cited, but these illustrate the method, and 
the exactness with which the appropriate 
planets and angles tie in with events.

Illuminating gas is used in houses for light- 
ing and cooking purposes. As such it is what 
we astrologers would call “beneficial.” But 
let one of the gas-pipes spring a leak; 
straightway, that very same gas becomes a * 
source of danger, creating conditions that 
may bring about the death of the inmates 
through asphyxiation or an explosion. Does 
this mean that in every house where gas is 
used a tragedy is bound to occur? No. Nor 
does the fact that such accidents are only 
exceptional detract from the truth that gas 
installations may, under certain circum- 
stances, provoke death. Finally, it is quite 
evident that gas is not the only cause of ex- 
plosions and asphyxiation. Bear this in mind 
and you will understand why Mercury-Venus 
contacts do not ALWAYS spell sadness or 
bereavement through the children; why they 
do not have to be even frequent offenders in 
that capacity; and why, although they are 
not to be found in all the horoscopes of those 
who have suffered through or by their off- 
spring, they ARE at times partly instrumen- 
tal in creating such trouble as has been 
emphasized here.

spects he insists upon actually being, in his 
own person, the essence of the values held 
by the group through which his objective 
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existence is sustained. Under happy circum- 
stances he becomes a genuine blessing to his 
fellows, and to the age in which he lives. 
The fact that he excludes the real or living 
experience of others from his reality, charac- 
teristic of the fire signs, is a fortunate factor 
in his case because he is content to dwell 
apart from everyone else, psychologically if 
not actually, and this enables them to see 
and appreciate the values he has chosen to 
live. He thrives on every bit of adulation, 
and at his best earnestly seeks to justify it 
by giving a stability to all general values. 
On lesser levels the Leo becomes exceed- 
ingly petty, even petulant. He is dependent 
upon the testimony of all ideas to his own 
_worth, and if necessary he will twist them 
to this end. Thus he may be the most crea- 
tively imaginative of individuals, and in un- 
fortunate context be the most successful liar 
of all the types. He has extraordinary dra- 
matic sense because his special gift is a 
capacity to make ideas live, and to focalize 
values. Actually as devoid ,of true human 
sympathy as the Aries or Sagittarius, he is 
driven by his hunger for praise, or idea- 
testimony, to more or less dramatic and 
often very noble modes of existence. 

Leo does not so much express himself as 


attempt to give manifestation to the group 
ideal. Of all twelve types he is in some 
respects the least personally articulate. In- 
deed, the Leo seems disgustingly self-com- 
placent when his concept of things is of no 
special value to those around him. When 
there is no response at all to the ideas he 
adopts for his own assurance, he acts as 
the other fire-sign types and denies reality 
to everything exterior to his own imaginative 
context. He is inclined to stop speaking, to 
remain quietly cloistered by himself or in 
some other way to withdraw from the active 
life of his fellows. When Leo talks, he must 
hold the floor. When he acts, he must be 
watched, and applauded. In the proper life 
situation he is ever superb, but he is lacking 
in all power for real social adjustment. Essen- 
tially the conservative, he dignifies a world 
without making any contribution to its con- 
tent of dignity. In too small a compass, or 
too outworn a set of relations, this is actually 
destructive. He must have a real place in a 
dynamic scheme of things, where he can be 
an example to all other individuals of his 
own idea-level; or else he is disruptive, and 
a difficult problem for all his associates.

parental past is indicated. It is a particularly 
strong aspect, because the Moon is the 
“feminine” polarity of Saturn. All incarna- 
tions can be said to be, abstractly, the results 
of a Saturn-Moon conjunction. So, when a 
man or woman is born with a Saturn-Moon 
conjunction, he, and especially she, is forced 
into incarnation “with a vengeance”; but if 
there is a Saturn-Moon oppésition, the gates 
of the “second birth” can be more easily 
opened and the life-task is shown to be that 
of liberation from the racial nature. 


I mentioned the transiting-to-natal Saturn 
opposition coming after puberty. It has its 
parallel in the one occurring around 44 or 45 
—the time of the “change of life.” The phy- 
siological readjustment (which takes place 
in men as well as women) may begin two 
or more years later (or before); but what is 
even more important is the psychological 
change which normally centers around 45. 


Just as the youth of 15 is challenging or 
trying to become fully objective to his fam- 
ily background and ancestral, racial limita- 


tions—so the mature person of 45 is trying 
to evaluate whatever he has been trying to 
build as an individual since adolescence. 
Such an evaluation easily leads to a sense 
of frustration, failure and impotency. It is 
then, therefore, that the individual often be- 
gins to “back down”; thee pioneer becomes 
conservative and he who rebelled against 
the collective norm easily becomes caught 
into the most ordinary, typical patterns of 
behavior. In fact, he has to—if he is to lean 
to evaluate properly his own original con- 
tribution, and to build during the coming 
years a synthesis of racial and of individual- 
istic values. It can be a real synthesis, but, 
in most cases, it is only a compromise which 
“saves faces,” yet adds not greatly to human 
understanding. 

From 45 to 60, this synthesis should go 
on. These should be the most creative years 
for the truly creative Individual who is not 
merely a child-prodigy, a wonderful yet 
instable product of sheer heredity—a “me- 
dium” to his ancestors or his own Soul-past. 
At 56 comes the time of the theoretical “third 
birth”—along the Uranus cycle. It is followed _ 
by the beginning of the third Saturn cycle 
around 59.

A NUMBER of years ago a telegram sent 
me hurrying down to the Grand Central Sta- 
tion in New York City, to meet a well known 
motion picture actress. She had played an 
important réle in a long serial of which I 
had been supervising editor, and I regarded 
her as a warm personal friend despite the 
fact that I did mot see her very often. The 
telegram offered no explanation, however, 
and gave no clue to what might he required 
of me. Although I had cast her horoscope, 
I did not expect this to be a matter of astro- 
logical consultation. 

It wasn’t. I found on my hands an exceed- 
ingly beautiful and jittery creature who, the 
moment she saw me, flung two arms around 
my neck and demanded that I take her to 
“Martha.” Martha, of course, is not the real 
name, but Martha was a very real person, 
a woman with great healing powers of per- 
sonality and the wife of a prominent figure 
in the astrological field. I had introduced 
the actress to Martha when she was head 
over heels in emotional trouble perhaps a 
year before, and .she had been straightened 
out almost miraculously. 

Now it developed that she had become in- 
volved in what we then called the “heroin 
ring,” a group of drug addicts who were 
employed for the most part on a leading 
comedy lot in California. My friend had’ 
acquired the habit just enough to become 
very frightened. On the spur of the moment 
she. decided that Martha was the only person 
in the world who could help her, and so 
she had boarded the limited train making 
the fastest possible connections to New York. 
Not knowing where Martha was, ‘she had 
wired me. And the interesting detail of the 
situation was that I didn’t know Martha’s 
whereabouts either. I had a lovely young 
drug addict on my hands. She had been de- 
prived of her stimulus for four days, and 
she was an exceedingly hysterical type in 
any case. Indeeed, she had but one single 
idea. That was to put herself in the hands 
of Martha, I had to do something quickly,

or else face a possibly spectacular show of 
tantrums in a very public place. 

How I actually located Martha in an agon- 
izing two hours is no part of this story. The 
point is that my actress had Leo rising, and 
a sun in Aries, both fire signs and so giving 
little indication of the unbalanced watery 
temperament of the moment with which I was 
dealing. Moreover, four out of her ten plan- 
ets were in fire signs, and three more in the 
related air group. One of those remaining 
was in earth, and only two were in water. 
Without a considerable knowledge of the real 
nature of astrological personality, the: situa- 
tion would have been altogether baffling. 
The horoscope itself was thoroughly recti- 
fied, and there is no answer in the possi- 
bility that the chart was wrong. It still rests 
in my files with the real date, which wholly 
contradicts the lady’s supposed age in her 
professional field. 

Her sister was at one time the unques- 
tioned best actress among the stars of the 
silent screen, and the two girls had a marked 
resemblance, although my friend, the older, 
had slightly larger features and in general 
was the beauty of the two. The more fa- 
mous one had Cancer rising, with her sun 
in Scorpio, and on the screen she always 
portrayed that high emotional fluidity which 
I encountered at special high peak in the 
waiting room of the New York station. I have 
narrated the little incident to illustrate the 
difficulty faced by all students in the matter 
of astrological appearance. Why should a 
Leo-Aries and a Cancer-Scorpio demon- 
strate so marked a likeness, even to the hys- 
teria of the former? 

For a long time I belonged to that un- 
happy group of astrologers who at a critical 
point will have to smile with a sickly sort 
of embarrassed grin and admit, “I’m sorry, 
but I’m not very good on appearance,” or 
else become a little more brazen, perhaps, 
and say, “You'll have to excuse me, but ap- 
pearance is not my strong point,” as though 
to imply that this was something inconse- 
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quential, an elemental matter to be left to 
lesser practitioners. Indeed, for years, I 
nursed the sense of a secret sin, namely, 
that I couldn’t look at a person and tell him 
in a flash what sign he had rising, and where 
his sun was placed. I often regretted my 
lack of a psychic flair for this sort of insight, 
and wondered whether I should attempt to 
develop it. 

At the start I had no difficulty with appear- 
ance at all. I had begun to struggle with 
Broughton’s Elements and Simmonite’s Ar- 
cana without the aid of Leo, Heindel and the 
later simplifiers. The wife of my very good 
friend, who was the first paid reviewer of 
motion pictures in the history of that art, was 
a devotee of the stellar science, and re- 
sponsible for my interest, much to his 
embarrassment. She undertook to explain 
what Broughton and Simmonite meant when 
I found their statements ambiguous. Thus 
I asked her one day to point out the astro- 
logical types for me. As a result we took 
two or three long afternoon walks on the 
streets of Los Angeles, and what was then 
the beginnings of a Hollywood. In no time 
at all I had a perfect picture of each of the 
twelve groups, and knew exactly what to 
expect. At least, that was what I thought. 

In the first place, I was under the illusion 
that the ascendant was the sole true determi- 
nator of appearance. I looked down, with 
high sophomoric scorn, on those who asked 
for birthdays and described people by the 
sun’s place. But it was not long before I 
began to bump into real trouble. I discovered 
that Sagittarius did not necessarily mean an 
embonpoint and that there were Cancers 
other than the poulter-pigeon type. The 
washerwoman with dropsy, pointed out to 
me as Pisces, was a type I had never seen 
before, and I have never met it since. In 
short, I entered on my phase of chronic 
embarrassment. over the whole subject of 
astrological appearance. 

It took me a long time to discover that 
the trouble was not in any lack of skill, not 
even in the complexity of the matter, but in- 
stead in a wholly wrong idea about these 
indications. Appearance is not so much the 
mark of a basic zodiacal type as it is a vital 
indication of the emphasis in personality. 
In other words, there are people who look 
most like their ascendant sign, those who are 
principally described by their sun sign, and 
those who appear most definitely in the like- 
ness of their mcon sign or even of some 
great concentration of planets in another 
sign. This is a distinction which certainly 
must mean something. 


Above everything else, of course, appear- 
ance is not the modification of any one single 
norm, so that twelve easily distinguishable 
types may be identified for once and all. Each 
individual is a baffling composite of racial, 
national and family background, wholly apart 
from the special characteristics which really 
constitute his “appearance.” I learned this 
lesson early when I once described the lovely 
blonde hair, blue eyes and delicate-tinted 
skin of an unseen Libra native, only to dis- 
cover with embarrassment that she was a 
full-blooded African negro. 

Let us go back to my actress. She be- 
longed to that fairly sizeable group of inter- 
esting people whose personality is moon- 
typed. That is, they look more like the moon 
than either the ascendant or sun signs. My 
guest in the Grand Central Station had her 
moon in Cancer, and her personality on the 
whole was certainly much more Cancer than 
Leo or Aries. Her famous sister, on the 
other hand, belonged to that group of peo- 
ple more definitely typed by the ascendant, 
Since the sister’s ascendant was Cancer, the 
very great resemblance between them, as 
well as their great sympathy for each other, 
is at once explained. The younger sister 
had her moon in Aries, together with Mars, 
so that she had certain important traits in 
common with my friend, but her planets 
were preponderantly water. Her whole life 
was a simple manifestation of that fluid emo- 
tional characteristic on which her reputation 
rested. 

Here is another magic key to the horo- 
scope. Unfortunately there is no royal road 
to the interpretation of anything as compli- 
cated as a human life, and there are many 
difficulties in this appearance-typing. I have 
to confine myself in these articles to illustra- 
tive* cases where the ascendant, sun and 
moon are all in different signs, and where 
all the contrasts in emphasis are especially 
sharp. Life in general tends to blurred lines, 
and hence great skill may be required to 
trace them out. Where the sun and moon 
are together in a sign, the native is never. 
as sharply differentiated in his outer or sim- 
ple manifestation of personality, a fact which 
the older astrologers well recognized when 
they taught that birth under a lunation, and 
especially under a solar eclipse, was unfor- 
tunate rather than otherwise. When the sun 
or moon signs, or both, are in the ascend- 
ing sign, a similar tendency towards a merg- 
ing of the personality into the immediate 
focus of experience will mean that the ap- 
pearance has a composite indication, and 
that interpretation is correspondingly diffi- 
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cult. Sometimes people are rather non- 
descript on the whole, and a judgment on 
the importance of one over the other of these 
appearance factors cannot be too sure. What 
is more, no matter which one of these indi- 
cators may be emphasized, the mark of the 
others will still be seen to some extent. At 
times the stamp of the various signs is not 
as strong as at others, and under certain 
circumstances the people whose personality 
is not sharply marked may seem to change 
their emphasis of the appearance factor. All 
these things have meaning if there is any 
truth in astrology at all. 

The great value in this determination of 
personality-typing through observation or 
study of the actual appearance is the help it 
offers the individual seeking to “find him- 
self”? or solve various fundamental prob- 
lems. I am just reminded of a woman who 
came to my office in Los Angeles for an 
analysis of her life. I think she was as shy 
a client as I have ever had. Despite the 
many times I have advised her, the long years 
through which she has consulted me, it is 
still extraordinarily difficult for her to face 
a vital issue. I have before me now a let- 
ter which it has taken her six months to 
write and mail. 

Her chart shows most of her planets in 
fire, and the next larger number in air, and 
in that respect her case is like that of my 
actress friend. Her ascendant is Leo, and 
her sun-sign is Sagittarius, greatly accentu- 
ating the fire emphasis. The mark of both 
these signs may be seen easily enough, espe- 
cially in her coloring, the upper part of her 
skull and her eyes, but actually, or in direct 
contact particularly, she does not look at 
all like either of these types. Her moon 
sign, which is Capricorn, alone describes her 
in any practical way, and this is true de- 
spite the fact that the moon is the only planet 
in earth, and one of the only two which 
are cardinal. In other words, an extreme 
nervousness of response to situation, which 

appearance always suggests when it is 
determined by a cardinal sign, is here 
brought out almost entirely by the moon, 
or with Jupiter alone assisting, and the char- 
acteristic stamp of earth in the appearance, 
the special plastic receptivity to a marking 
by external experience, is provided entirely 
by the moon. - 

The crux of the whole present matter is 
the value of the appearance as a key to a 
Proper astrological judgment. My client 
Was exceptionally shy, and so it was an 
amazing discovery to find her sun, ruler of 
her will, and Mars, ruler of her initiative, 


situated with two other planets in Sagit- 
tarius, the most friendly and uninhibited of 
all signs, and in the house of self-expression 
on top of that. Neither the sun nor Mars 
had even the faintest suspicion of a bad 
aspect, as possible testimony to an impeded 
functioning of the personality. Here was 
a chart which would be a real puzzle for the 
average student, and perhaps for many pro- 
fessionals. 

The fact that my client looked more like 
Capricorn than Leo or Sagittarius was the 
clue to interpretation, but this meant far 
more than any mere realization of Capri- 
corn’s importance. To drag in a conven- 
tional Capricorn emphasis would only make 
the puzzle more hopeless. Thus, if we take 
a look at this sign in general astrological 
practice, we find that of all the twelve it 
is certainly the ace “trouble-shooter.” No 
natter what the situation, no matter how 
cantankerous the Capricorn individual, men 
in an emergency would far rather have him 
on hand than any of the other signs, pro- 
viding of course that no one was available 
with the requisite training and background 
for handling the particular problem. Capri- 
corn is ingenious, is really baffled by nothing. 
Therefore the question would arise, how can 
my client possibly be so shy, with this force 
of Capricorn added to the contrary indica- 
tion already given by the planets in Sagit- 
tarius, and by the tremendous fire emphasis? 

Her appearance shows that she is a moon- 
typed personality. This does not mean pri- 
marily that the moon sign describes her 
temperament in the ordinary way, but rather 
points to a necessity that the achievements 
of life be unusual, out of the beaten path. 
In other words, the chart gave me the 
all-important foundation for interpretation 
through the very fact of her non-conformity 
to its more superficial expectations. It was 
“right” in a greater way because it was 
“wrong” in a lesser. 

I think it might help the reader’s grasp 
of the principle involved if I put down a 
rule at this point. What I say is. perhaps 
over-simplified, and perhaps too broad a 
generalization, but it will hold often enough 
to provide the young astrologer with a cer- 
tain sheer magic of understanding at times. 
I must remind him parenthetically, however, 
that this principle as stated will only apply, 
at least in simple or direct fashion, to indi- 
viduals whose ascendant, sun and moon are 
all in different signs. The rule itself is quite 
matter-of-fact. 

When the native looks like his moon sign, 
his life develops in an unusual manner. 
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In consequence, the horoscope in the moon- 
typed case must be approached in either of 
two ways. There is the individual whose 
unusual situation is perfectly obvious, and 
the astrologer’s task is merely one of ex- 
planation; to determine the real genius of 
what the native is doing, and to aid him in 
fulfilling this to the greatest measure. Then 
there is the person who has not been suc- 
cessful in finding his exceptional mode of 
self-expression in any genuine sense, and 
who as a result is badly maladjusted. The 
astrologer’s problem is then one of very spe- 
cial guidance, of reconstruction for the na- 
tive’s whole personality. The second situa- 
tion prevailed in the instance of my shy 
client. Her diffidence was not a normal in- 
articulate temperament, but was a discon- 
nection from life itself. The nature of the 
problem was clear at once and it was possi- 
ble to outline and encourage the long process 
of rebuilding. 

One caution is necessary in determining 
appearance as primarily marked by the 
ascendant, sun or moon. The first two of 
these indicate factors more or less stamped 
at birth, and maturing in a very physical 
fashion. But appearance influenced by the 
moon is more a matter of general impres- 
sion, a totality of features and physical 
makeup in terms of muscle-habits, the mold- 
ing of flesh, the lining of the skin and the 
like. The moon’s mark is no less real 
throughout the life, even showing up in the 
death mask, but it is in no way a product 
of the bones or of what biologists call the 
gross structure of the body. 

As preparation for this article I 
made a long list of prominent people 
who had these three appearance fac- 
tors in separate signs, and collected a con- 
sensus of opinions on the focal emphasis for 
each case as a checkup on the principle. One 
illustration out of the material will serve the 
purposes of my opening article. Thus there 
seems no question of the moon emphasis in 
the case of Adolf Hitler, and an examina- 
tion of prior characters in history reveals 
the same obvious emphasis in Napoleon Bona- 
parte. I compare these two moon-typed men 
because of similarities in their position and 
responsibilities, and because the moon in both 
cases is in Capricorn. Interestingly enough, 
the ascendant accepted for both is Libra and, 
while Hitler’s sun is in Taurus and Napo- 
leon’s in Leo, both of these are fixed signs. 
Because the astrological mind usually delights 
in generalizations, some of my readers may 
leap to the conclusion that the Nazi leader 
is thereby shown to have the stature of a 


Bonaparte. If so, there is also in both charts, 
as a consolation, the elevated Saturn which 
for some generations of astrologers has been 
taken as meaning “a great rise followed by 
a great fall.” 

The reader really would do well to take 
time at this point to examine as many pic- 
tures as possible of these two men, and 
make sure he is willing to agree that these 
are both moon-typed personalities. The ef- 
fect of the Capricorn goatish physiognomy 
is produced by the way the hair tends to 
fall in a forelock, by the sense of high cheek- 
bones and the narrow fashion in which the 
mouth is held. The gauntish sense of esthetic 
detachment from normal affairs is evident 
in many little details. While it is impossi- 
ble to be sure of the Libra ascendant in 
either case, its use in both charts produces 
a fairly high accuracy of delineation. The 
Taurus is well marked in Hitler’s features, 
and the Leo in Napoleon’s head as a whole. 
The point, however, is that not even in the 
repose of a.photograph does either of the 
sun signs, or the Libra ascendant, stand out 
as dominant. The tantrums and the moodi- 
ness, the alternating spells of taciturnity ani 
volubility in the actions of both men, are 
special and clear indication of the Capricorn 
moon-marking. 

Much more important than the clue from 
appearance is the implication of this moon 
emphasis in the charts of the two corporals. 
Both were successful in placing themselves 
in a situation of a highly unusual order, and 
so the moon-indication works out literally. 
The Capricorn “trouble-shooting” or extraor- 
dinary capacity for manipulating immediate 
affairs, becomes what has come to be called 
a “Napoleonic luck.” An examination of 
Napoleon’s life shows that his extraordinary 
fortunes persisted as long as he continued to 
live in the exceptional pattern of his first 
rise to success. When he began to be con- 
ventional, when he endeavored to set up a 
dynasty on normal lines, his real troubles 
began. The marked idiosyncrasies of Adolf 
Hitler are therefore revealed as his strength 
rather than his weakness, and any effective 
astrological guidance for him must of neces- 
sity be shaped first to his need for continu- 
ing to live in accordance with the markedly 
deviate pattern of his career. 

In all this I am seeking to give some in- 
dication of the definite technique by which 
the astrologer can make use of the factor of 
appearance in horoscope work. Far from 
implying that Hitler is a second Napoleon, 
I am rather pointing out how they both are

Original Die-Hards 
These people are the original die-hards 





a lost cause to begin 
with. And, to bring the perspective a little 
closer, down to the present day in fact, Herr 
Adolf Hitler also has Saturn in Leo and in 
the Tenth House, too, square to Venus, his 
Ruler, closely conjoined to Mars in the 
Seventh House of his Nativity! Thus he, 
too, finds himself unable to let go once hav- 
ing gone too far. The overweening ambition 
of the Lord of Bondage in the royal cham- 
ber of the Lion is as notorious amongst as- 
trologers as it is amongst farmers that lower- 
ing clouds forecast rain. 
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True, this position of Saturn endows its 
natives with plenty of wit, tact, shrewdness 
and diplomacy, discretion, system, resolute 
courage and executive ability, though their 
self-will is such that more often than other- 
wise it nullifies all the former qualities to, 
at times, render them largely ineffective. 
That is the fox in this particular field and 
it will require the very strongest and high- 
est possible fence to keep him out of the 
vineyard. Saturn in Leo envisions and later 
clings to power and responsibility in all the 
prestige that goes with both, plus the con- 
fidence and respect of others in authority, 
so that the crown sits naturally on his 
head and altogether he would appear born 
to the manner royal. That’s the trouble, 
- as once having grasped the helm and as- 
sumed command, his self-assurance and his 
arrogance are such that it becomes next to 
impossible to penetrate the rarefied atmos- 
phere in which he moves, even to inform 
him that the rats are already deserting the 
ship in droves and that if he cares anything 
about remaining afloat at this late hour he 
had better think of abandoning the helm and 
grabbing a life-preserver before the ship 
sinks under him! Thus it was with Wilhelm 
and Josef, with Carranza in Mexico and 
many others too numerous to mention, each 
of whom met his separate Waterloo only to 
vanish as the mist before the morning sun! 
It may well have been those inheriting this 
vibration to whom the Master addressed 
Himself when, in the course of the Sermon 
on the Mount, he said: “Blessed are the meek 
for they shall inherit the earth.” Saturn in 
Leo: the pride that goeth before a fall! 

If Saturn be well aspected here, the na- 
tive receives assistance from people higher 
in the social scale than himself, from one in 
authority over him, or both. There are also 
well defined spiritual tendencies associated 
with this Saturnian position, though usually 
along quite orthodox lines. In almost all 
cases, however, and no matter how aspected, 
Saturn in Leo makes for trouble and sor- 
row through love affairs and children and 
their concerns. Of course, the severer the 
afflictions, the worse issue such matters will 
take. In the event the native has no children 
of his own—which this position of Saturn 
often denies, particularly when afflicted by 
adverse aspects from the remaining planets 
in the Scheme—it is extremely doubtful 
whether he will be apt to show any very 
active sympathy for children as such, and in 
any case it would be well for him to have but 
little or nothing to do with them. 


Emotional Control 


These people invariably labor either un- 
der some emotional constriction or they 
remain very largely passive to many of the 
promptings of their heart, so that, in any 
event, their emotional nature is considerably 
restricted in its outlet, because of which 
they suffer acutely at times. Given any keen 
disappointment, they are the last to forget 
it, wherefore it is seldom they will permit 
themselves to be taken unawares. For these 
people to contemplate either a socially or a 
financially ambitious marriage is but to invite 
disaster, this being the shortest cut to their 
ultimate defeat, as, indeed, many amongst 
these subjects of Saturn have learned to their 
grief. 

Considerable skepticism is linked to this 
position of Saturn, these people instinctively 
seeking to ascertain the motives of others, 
else ascribing them to ambitious designs. 
Thus there results an ever active suspicion 
which in most cases is bound to exert an 
unhealthy influence over their lives and ca- 
reers. Again, in order to succeed to any 
notable degree, these people must have 
espoused a just cause, any other sooner or 
later proving fatal to their best interests. Of 
Saturn in Leo this is true in a wholly par- 
ticular degree. 


A Dignified Saturn 


It is doubtful if those born with Saturn 
in Leo are socially inclined to any consid- 
erable degree, since here Saturn militates 
against the pleasure to be derived from the 
lighter side of social intercourse, such as 
parties, theaters and entertainments of vari- 
ous sorts. Saturn here generates too much 
active ambition for much pleasure to be 
taken in activities connected with the social 
whirl, the amusement world and the lighter 
trends of life in general. As a-rule, too, 
the moral nature is staunch, there being but 
little if any attraction for illegitimate alli- 
ances and intrigues of such a nature that 
the native is compromised thereby, though, 
again, there have been some well known 
exceptions to this rule. As a natural corol- 
lary to what has been said above, few Sat- 
urn-in-Leo persons can be considered adepts 
at love-making, perhaps, if for no other 
reason, than that they are apt to be too stiff, 
too dignified to know how to unbend suffi- 
ciently to get their message across convinc- 
ingly. Per contra they are very likely to 
make uniformly faithful husbands and wives. 

Another factor depending upon the digni- 
fied and rather unbending attitudes of these

natives is the trouble or complications they 
often experience with those inferior in po- 
sition to them, the secret enmities stirred 
up as the result of so general a misunder- 
standing of their position and attitude in 
regard to any matter wherein their authority 


is directly concerned, as a result of which 


they usually experience trouble with ser- 
vants and those in their employ, and are 
often accused of arbitrariness, want of sym- 
pathy, an up-stage air and all the rest of 
it; all of which may be taken as the price 
that Saturn-in-Leo has to pay. 

This position of the Lord of Sorrow is cer- 
tainly not favorable toward inheritances, 
legacies and the like instrumental deeds, and 
only by virtue of exceptionally beneficent 
aspects could it be considered at all favorable 
towards investments, stock market operations 
and other forms of legal and illegal gambling. 

In a general way, this position of Saturn 
counsels care around fire and electricity, 
particularly to such as have Saturn posited 
at birth in the first 15° of Leo. There are 
some authors who claim it inclines toward 
accidents in general, though I consider this 
depends in great measure on Saturn’s position 
by House and the nature of those aspects 
which he both gives and receives. 


Saturn Much Afflicted 


In the event that Saturn is much afflicted 
here, the general temper is quite apt to 
be cruel, even mercilessly so, and the na- 
tive inclined toward jealousy and a hair- 
trigger temper. At times these people are 
receptive to psychic conditions which either 
consciously or unconsciously affect their 
health and peace of mind. As a general 
rule they show a tendency to over-exert 
themselves, for ordinarily they are anything 
but lazy. Hence they should early learn 
to conserve their energies, as indicated by 
the very fact that they have Saturn in this 
Sign of the Heart, since, their constitution 
not being overly strong by nature, any pro- 
longed activity may easily strain this organ 
to the point of death by heart failure, 
apoplexy, etc., since Saturn in Leo proposes 
a weak heart or one defective in some way 
to begin with. . Usually, however, there are 
considerable physical stamina and endurance 
that go with this position, so that with rea- 
sonable care plus some strengthening aspects 
many of these people arrive at an advanced 
age, barring accidents. And since their ten- 
dency is toward over-work, they should 
regulate their activities so as to avoid this. 
Those born with this configuration should 









avoid appearing autocratic, challenging, too 
bold or domineering, if they would sidestep 
misunderstandings becoming the fruitful 
source of many enmities. They would also 
do well to regulate and pare down their 
ambitions, lest they bite off more than they 
can comfortably chew. In this respect, a 
little self-sacrifice would be very much to 
the point at times; in any event it certainly 
would not do any harm. They will, if they 
are wise, avoid anything that may be con- 
strued as underhand plotting to gain posi- 
tion, and it would further be well for them 
not to become involved in any way with 
anything the least crooked or off-color, lest 
it rebound on them to their decided disad- 
vantage. 

Saturn in Leo favors public appointments, 
executive positions in which any considerable 
authority is exercised, government positions 
and the practice of law with a view to gain 
an entering wedge upon a public career.

As the Lord of Restraint, clad in purple 
and seated in silent majesty upon the Throne 
of Mithra, proposes the exercise of authority 
and power, his watchword is responsibility, 
— at all times the fitting attribute of a 
ruler.

characterized by a definite and similar need 
in their makeup. In other words, this is not 
that they both must attempt the conquest 
of Europe, or the breaking of England’s naval 
power, but that each must continually place 
himself in situations beyond his normal ad- 
ministrative capacity, to enable him to re- 
main exceptionally successful in “lucking 
through” events, or exercising his high de- 
gree of “trouble-shooting” intuition. What 
was the end in one career will probably be 
the finish of the other, an arrival at that 
point where the inflated ego comes to the 
conclusion that it is, in and of itself, re- 
sponsible for rather spectacular achievements, 
Then the fall becomes inevitable under Sat- 
urn’s rule of this moon-typed Capricorn per- 
sonality. With the three illustrative cases 
of the principles thus far put down, the stu- 
dent should be able at once to help anyone 
he knows of this specially deviate type, and 
I will have further suggestions to offer in 
the following two articles.

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lL. is not to be supposed that the active 
manifestations of these Great Creative Hier- 
archies operate immediately; on the contrary, 
faculties are gradually developed over long 
periods of time. This must be true, other- 
wise developed characters would be ever 
present and there would be little field for 
the progressive development of the spirit.

Each Child an Individual 


If all children were born at once, everyone 
would be the same; but at the time of con- 
ception a differentiation takes place, and each 
child receives its own individual nature, 
which, however, still remains an integral part 
of the universal nature of mankind. The Life, 
Light and Love of the Universe shines 
through each individual to the extent that 
the power of the spirit has been awakened.

The Father, Son and Holy Spirit—will, 
Wisdom and Activity—form the background 
for life and action in the universe. The 
Father is the origin and end of all life 
(Aries); the Son is dual in His nature, and 
is the Love or Wisdom Principle (Taurus); 
while the Holy Spirit is Creative Intelligence 
in manifestation (Gemini), which moves over 
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the chaos of primeval matter organizing it 
into the materials out of which forms can 
be constructed. 

Aries and Taurus form the seed or basis 
of formation of the universe. Gemini proves 
to be the incentive and impulse for action, 
while Caneer is the sign which helps to draw 
this conception into physical activity. Thus, 
Cancer, Mother of the Universe, draws, nour- 
ishes and feeds all that goes forth to express 
the fulness of life’s varied experiences. In 
and of herself Cancer carries into manifes- 
tation the great creative principles, just as 
would be expected to be made manifest in 
the action of this supernal Cosmic Mother. 

The stars and heavenly orbs play a celes- 
tial harmony that is far beyond the under- 
standing of the average person who occa- 
sionally comes into a feeling of awe, inspired 
by a momentary glance into a realm decid- 
edly intriguing, limitless, yet undefinable. 
But when we trace the descent of the Spirit, 
or Ego, into matter from its source, we see 
that a zodiacal pattern is softly weaved in 
and through its individualized nature as it 
gradually draws closer to being united to its 
body, and another earth-life is to be expe- 
rienced. 

The Ego withdraws from the womb of time, 
as a spiritual essence of the Father set apart, 
and it passes through the Milky Way into 
the zodiac at the intersection in Cancer and 
Capricorn, called the “Gates of the Sun” be- 
cause the two solstices are placed in these 
signs. It is through Cancer, the “Gate of 
Man,” that the Spirit descends and differen- 
tiates itself from its universal source, and 
spiritual death takes place. Through Capri- 
corn, the “Gate of the Gods,” the Ego re- 
ascends up into heaven; a new spiritual birth 
(life ever-lasting) takes place upon its re- 
lease from the physical body. 

As soon as the Ego has left Cancer and 
the Milky Way, it begins to lose its divine 
nature, and arriving at Leo it enters upon 
the first phase of its future condition here 
below. Here, in Leo, it is reunited with 
every aspect of its past endeavor and the 
shape of the body and life for the coming 
experience is about to be added in ‘successive 
associations with all that has gone before. 
During its descent into matter, the Spirit, at 
first a sphere in form, is elongated into a 
cone, and the archetype spins and picks up 
every vibration to which it has become re- 
ceptive; likewise harmonies to which it has 
no association are passed over at it hums 
along on its downward progress. The Ego 
now begins to feel the influences of matter, 
each new tingling impulse bringing increas- 


ing sensations, so that on joining its body it 
is intoxicated by this new and exciting ad- 
venture. Life is truly a great adventure and 
each one plays his part in harmony with 
these self-created impulses from a distant 
hidden part. 

The Spirit, thus descending, passes through 
succeeding spheres, or signs of the zodiac, 
where added impressions are imbedded upon 
the consciousness and the several faculties it 
has to exercise during its probation upon 
earth are furnished just as our various bodies 
are developed and awakened in life. Thus it 
is that all reincarnating Egos enter terrestrial 
life through the sphere of the Cosmic Mother, 
Cancer. 

When the Spirit takes the first step on its 
long journey toward the goal of self-con- 
sciousness, all of its possibilities are latent 
and while it must go every step of the way 
itself, it is helped by others who have gone 
the same way before. As its faculties gradu- 
ally unfold from latency to potency, less and 
less help is needed until the soul becomes 
man—where it is left to try its own wings. 
The man generally becomes self-sufficient, 
arrogant, and he thinks of himself as the Lord 
of Creation;*but man, deep in illusion of self, 
is not entirely beyond spiritual influence. 
Gradually he becomes aware of the illusion- 
ary nature of things and he commences to 
search for realities. 

Man is himself a constant creator of invisi- 
ble things, for the vibrations of his thoughts 
and desires create forms of subtle matter, the 
only life of which are the thoughts or desires 
which ensoul them. If he will but create 
a desirable army of these invisible servants, 
he will possess a tremendous force for good. 
Not only will the possession of the power 
of creative expression illumine his inmost be- 
ing, but also will this added concentration 
draw to him powers of co-ordination that 
place all things into order, just as the waves 
of the sea are symbolically represented by 
Cancer, ever rolling, each one in its appointed 
place. 


Mother of the Universe 


Cancer is representative of the great cos- 
mic waters that feed the Milky Way, rolling 
each wave of soon-to-be incarnating Egos 
into line for further physical experience. 
Cancer is the Cosmic Mother, the Mother of 
the Universe, who embraces all children, 
particularly those who have no mother of 
their own. Cancer is rhythm and order, 
washing each into its appointed place. She 
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rules all things with harmony, rhythm and 
orderliness; and in this the Moon lends her 
aid. Thus the greater ones find entrance 
through to the human consciousness. 

Cancer will always be found to hold on 
to that which she wishes to have, and she 
will not be denied in this end. She is not to 
be defeated. Her dwelling place is the depths 
of the great sea, and silence is her sentinel. 
The secrets of Cancer are only to be found 
in the ebb flow of her tremendous tides; deep 
emotions are stirred as she prepares an 
epochal ebb and flood to call attention to her 
jewels. But it is on the ebb tide—then, and 
then only, that those who are ready can enter 
and there receive her crown, which is a 
star on the forehead which will lighten dark 
places, 

Some will receive a dark star and others 
the light, neither are good nor evil, but both 
are of great cosmic value according to the 
use and the development of the recipient. 
Cancer holds fast, only to let go when her 
purpose is complete. Cancer does not part 
with her sons and daughters when she sends 
them forth into birth, for they return to her 
when she has renounced them and once their 
experiences are complete. Sending her chil- 
dren forth in this manner is certainly the 
finest symbol of true motherhood, Cosmic 
Motherhood. 
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In illustrating this lesson on Cancer, we 
are using the chart of a young lady; femi- 
nine naturally, as Cancer is a feminine sign. 
Not only have we found an excellent example 
of this sign, but during the preparation of 
this article, “CANCER: The Cosmic Mother,” 
she graciously presented us (our readers) 
with a young son. Thus, you have a living 
example of the principles we have outlined 
and an opportunity is given to note the func- 
tion of the Law of Attraction in these two 
charts:

Every son and daughter of Cancer comes 
under the influence of the Cosmic Mother 
sign, and if they become as little children 
they shall learn more easily and more thor- 
oughly the lessons brought to them. 

Our daughter of Cancer is immediately rec- 
ognized as an unusual individual; every 
planet but Uranus is elevated and grouped 
in three signs, Gemini, Cancer and Leo, and 
three houses, the 8th, 9th and 10th. It has 
been previously indicated that planets above 
the horizon naturally emphasize the spiritual 
life. There will be little happiness for her 
unless cosmic principles are actively fol- 
lowed, for knowledge of philosophical truth 
should be applicd in daily living. This is 
what is expected from an aspirant for occult 
knowledge, and exactly what she must do. 

Three planets in Gemini, Mars, Moon and 
Jupiter, stress a liking for study, but being 
innately Cancer, the Sun in Cancer, the 
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power of the creative imagination is very 
strong. There are many individuals who 
have a strong faith and without knowledge 
they may become very useful in the working 
out of the divine pattern, and the particular 
reason for this is that deep faith can act 
powerfully in producing results. Faith pro- 
duces an exalted state of the imagination 
which strengthens the will, banishes pain and 
transforms ordinary men into channels of an 
immortal nature. Imagination is a creative 
- power and when the principle of love and 
intelligence is combined in a prayer for that 
which is good, everything is possible. 

Prayer, Faith, and Imagination—feminine 
attributes, creative attributes, once kindled 
in her heart, will light a reflection of unity 
within her soul that will constitute an awak- 
ening and illumination like unto a vision 
from a world apart. Superficial learning gives 
little beyond things of the senses, whereas 
supreme consciousness may be realized by 
developing complete faith in spiritual life, 
that exalted state wherein our Cancer daugh- 
ter will be revealed in the creative power of 
her own light. 

Feeling is the principal element to be con- 
sidered with Cancer and these people are 
successful, mainly, with children and sensi- 
tive individuals of all signs. Cancer is pre- 
eminently the mother sign and we find that 
this great Cosmic Mother will have her chil- 
dren mothering their families, or failing this, 
they mother those with whom they are most 
intimately related. Cancer must learn to 
avoid playing upon the sympathy of others 
to get something accomplished because such 
as this only holds good in intimate circles. 

Our child of Cancer usually goes ahead 
with her subtle policy of making people act 
as she wishes. She does not do this openly 
as she would dislike to hear it said that she 
were influencing others. This is mainly due 
to the fact that Cancer is a weak physical 
sign and these people realize that to exer- 
cise power openly often arouses antipathy 
and creates situations that they are not will- 
ing to meet. Cancer continually stresses feel- 
ings and her action indicates that she usu- 
ally respects this principle in others, but not 
to the extent of yielding her own ideas. 
Indignant silence is her means of showing 
disapproval and she will demonstratively 
show compassion to others, while at the same 
time ignoring the individual she considers 
to he the wrongdoer. Cancer loves to live at 
peace with all the world and herein lies her 
strength. 

Cancer will help her friends forward, but 
in exchange she desires their gratitude just 


as she also displays gratitude and adoration 
to those to whom she owes her position, 
Patriotism, attachment to traditions, and fam- 
ily are generally very important with this 
individual. Reverence, submission, and sym- 
pathy are also vital keynotes of this sign, 
all traits that may be well developed by all 
true aspirants. 

Our daughter of Cancer is very sensitive 
and tenacious, further characteristics of these 
people, and like the crab, the symbol for 
Cancer, we find a very soft heart under a 
rather hard shell. The fear of self-revealing 
often makes Cancer appear timid and lack- 
ing in courage, but she is capable of great 
courage and self-sacrifice when her love for 
family or offspring is concerned or for hu- 
manity as a whole when she has developed 
to the place in evolution where all are her 
children—and she vibrates as the great Cos- 
mic Mother. Cancer must learn the glorious 
lesson offered: to give love and service with- 
out asking for anything in return, the ideal 
mother principle. 

The creative power of imagination must be 
used constructively. The use of this force 
enables Cancer to make her life beautiful 
and success is often a result of merely tran- 
scending ordinary conditions. If we but 
realize, our mind is divided into two planes 
of action, the objective and the subjective 
consciousness, the intellect and the intuition. 
At the present stage of human consciousness 
the expression of reason has reached its 
highest development and this faculty is be- 
ing worked upon by the majority of man- 
kind. The next step in unfoldment will be 
work upon the mind so that intuition will 
take the place of reason, 

Intuition is a direct contact with our past 
lives, coming like a flash and above all rea- 
son. The purification of the emotions aids 
in its development and it brings the realiza- 
tion of unity and sympathy towards all life. 
Our daughter of Cancer may readily express 
her intuitive nature with due effort and Mars 
trine Uranus indicates the latent faculty that 
is possessed. Uranus intercepted and retro- 
grade in Aquarius in the 4th House may 
withhold this potential force from manifesta- 
tion—but consistent effort will develop this 
quality, 


Chameleon Quality 


Cancer is highly sensitive and these peo- 
ple often take on the conditions of their 
environment, With Libra rising this tendency 
is somewhat increased, giving a pe 


sense of delicacy which adds to the already 
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highly sensitized nature. A restless frustra- 
tion may be experienced (Sun square Ascen- 
dant); but Mars, Uranus, and the Ascendant 
in exact trine should present full harmony in 
physical co-ordination. If anything at all 
should be noted, our Cancer friend should 
be careful that she does not overdo or go 
to excess in putting forth her personality. 
Libra is on the 12th cusp as well as on the 
Ascendant and this clearly advises that her 
lesson in life is to catch up on previously 
neglected tasks, Restlessess may make her 
her own. worst enemy! 

Mercury on the mid-heaven is another 
restless indication that requires frequent 
change, new ideas, and new horizons, and as 
Mercury follows the Sun such cannot always 
be considered of advantage to this person. 
When Mercury is behind the Sun, lessons 
in life come through experience, and while 
this chart is predominantly constructive, it 
is doubtful that our Cancer daughter has 
ever fully extended herself. To gain the 
greatest advantage from life, she must move 
and act only upon due reflection of the 
possible results thereof. When she gains con- 
trol over the power possessed within, there 
will be a transformation that will reveal 
strength, ability, and, above all, a self-con- 
scious recognition of life in its broadest sense. 

Like so many of humanity, the children of 
Cancer are inclined to grow and evolve ac- 
cording to forces played upon them from 
outside sources, like things we receive 
through a dream or sleep state; but when 
they intend to express their inner nature, 
they must reverse this process. Instead of 
being negatively receptive to everything con- 
tacted, Cancer must make a positive stand 
and express the full power of the individ- 
uality. This force is will. With the com- 
panion force of Imagination Cancer is en- 
abled to take any strides necessary for suc- 
cess. Not only physical, but spiritual and 
soul qualities, once attuned, transmit a re- 
flection that will produce a full awakening 
and power over all circumstances in life, 

Saturn conjunct Neptune may represent 
an obstacle to spiritual awareness; but both 
planets in Leo sextile Jupiter in Gemini in 
the 8th house show a decided attraction to 
eccult study. Saturn and Neptune inter- 
cepted in the 10th house will have the ten- 
dency to delay the natural fulfillment of 
this constructive aspect. The Moon, ruling 
the 10th, in Gemini in the 8th sextile Venus 
in Leo is going to prove the most important 
indication in the life of this child of Cancer, 
This will become evident when we see how 


her ambitions will most likely be fulfilled 
through the life of her son. 

Early ambitions in life include a deep 
love of humanity and a desire to work with 
people. The mother instinct has always been 
strong and her love of romance involves 
associations of an altruistic sense. Her 
strongest desire has been to study in South 
America and later on she desires to spend 
several years in Spanish-speaking countries. 
This deep yearning to live life fully and in 
harmony with the true nature of Cancer will 
always give her a deep peace and inner re- 
joicing—but, likewise, her heart aches when 
cosmic principles are set aside in the cold 
calculating policies of men and nations. The 
kind-hearted, self-sacrificing nature of this 
child is one that should flower into even 
finer expressions as maturity adds weight to 
her words. A deep yearning for goodness and 
love for all is not just the romantic ideal of 
a girl—but it is the soulful cry of Cancer, 
giving to everyone the life and joy that is 
man’s inherent privilege. To the degree that 
limitations bind her desire to express, she 
will learn necessary lessons that will add 
power and success in the broader vision of 
an expanded consciousness. Remember, Can- 
cer is never defeated—her ideals are trans- 
mitted, in entirety, to her young son and her 
ideals will blossom forth in his life. 


Progressions 


By progression, the Sun reached the con- 
junction to Venus (Sun 14-22 Leo) in 1940 
and when this aspect became in orb in 1939, 
this child of Cancer was married. The Sun 
progressed conjunct to Venus is the most 
harmonious time in any person’s life and a 
very romantic period as well. Her marriage 
was followed by both husband and wife at- 
tending the University of California and, 
shortly afterwards, a trip to Europe where 
romantic treasures were thoughtfully studied 
in France, Germany, Switzerland and Italy 
while the world was awaiting the conditions 
for and against another war. The progressed 
Moon was trine Saturn in June 1939, sextile 
Jupiter in July, and trine Neptune in August 
and every pleasure and happiness was hers 
on this eventful trip, The scheduled return 
to the United States was temporarily delayed 
by the outbreak of war in Europe but the 
favorable indications in the progressed chart 
found them safely through Germany, into 
Holland, and home in October of 1939. 

Of utmost interest to astrologers is the 
fact that the best time im anyone's life for 
having children comes when the progressed 
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Sun conjuncts Venus. We know that the 
Sun and the planets by their travel through 
the signs and houses indicate the years when 
certain tendencies shown in the horoscope 
may culminate in action, and it invariably 
requires an aspect of the Moon to fertilize 
the aspect and make it bloom into physical 
manifestation. The Sun and the planets may 
be considered as the hour hand on the clock 
of destiny which shows the year when each 
phase of destiny is ripe for the harvest, and 
the Moon may be likened to the minute hand 
which shows the month when the influences 
are due to culminate into action. 

Thus, Sun conjunct Venus, 1939-1940-1941, 
indicates the years in which the harmony 
and expression of this favorable aspect will 
manifest. Marriage early in 1939 was fol- 
lowed by this opportunity for travel, and the 
Moon trine Saturn in June of 1939 with the 
sextile to Jupiter and the trine to Neptune 
immediately following served as fruitful in- 
dications for numerous benefits for our Can- 
cer daughter. Cancer is the sign of the con- 
ception of ideas, and with the transiting Sun 
in Gemini in 1939 the many blessings took 
concrete form, and the Moon trine to Saturn 
in Leo (natural 5th House sign, ruling chil- 
dren) met a fertile response, and from the 
bosom of life was drawn forth the spark of 
divinity which is now evidence of the further 
blessings of these beneficent configurations. 

At the time of birth (Feb. 24, 1940), the 
progressed Moon had reached 12-44 Aries, 
within orb of a trine to Venus and a sextile 
to the Moon, both aspects exact in April. 
With this favorable help every early aid will 
be forthcoming for health and strength for 
both mother and son. The progressed Sun 
is not only conjunct Venus but also sextile 
the Moon in the 8th House and the added 
fulfillment of bringing life to the Ego at- 
tracted to this mother, has already cast an 
aura of maturity about the shoulders of our 
daughter of Cancer as nothing else could. 
What would be more fitting than that the 
principles of the Great Cosmic Mother should 
manifest through our child of Cancer? It 
may even be that a little brother or sister 
will bless this family with its presence in 
months to come! After all, these progressed 
Sun aspects (conjunct Venus, sextile Moon) 
are in operation for another year and a half 
and celestial harmony has a way of bringing 
about its mission. 

Venus, ruling Libra, the 12th House sign 
in this chart, shows some limitation in the life 
of our Cancer mother, and this will come 
equally through her children (Venus in Leo) 
and through marriage (Libra is the sign 


ruling marriage); but, then again, ripe des- 
tiny, the indication of the 12th House, is 
both “good” and “bad.” As a matter of fact, 
all things are good and she herself has made 
the conditions she attracts today. The joy 
of life expressed through her son is definitely 
a tie from the past (Leo rules past karma) 
and an examination of these two charts bears 
out this influence and shows a degree of 
similarity in the occupancy of the 8th House, 

The Dragon’s Head in the son’s chart ex- 
actly conjunct his mother’s Ascendant shows 
a prominent connecting link between mother 
and son. This child is the means of its 
mother expressing the true beauty of her 
life. Each day will add a radiant grace to 
her personality and love will grow in her 
inmost being, but dreamed of before. 

Adjustments must necessarily follow and 
lessons will come to both; but spiritual har- 
mony and inner understanding are denoted 
by the mother’s Sun sextile her youngster’s 
Neptune. His Moon sextile her Mercury 
and Midheaven helps in drawing them to- 
gether. The main opportunity lies in living 
the spiritual principles of which the parents 
are aware, and by fully co-operating, this 
sensitive little child will progress and ad- 
vance far beyond its parents’ hopes. 

In the meantime the mother’s desire to 
write and study (Mars, Moon, and Jupiter 
in Gemini—Mercury on Midheaven) are not 
entirely eliminated; but these things, to be 
successful, must be wrapped up in her son. 
Saturn conjunct the Midheaven and Mer- 
cury (also Neptune) is sufficient to delay and 
obstruct the completion of personal ideas; 
but where Saturn obstructs, until she learns 
her lessons, he also adds responsibility. If 
the strength of purpose is sufficient, if all 
lessons are accepted and not avoided, all 
things will be added and made whole accord- 
ing to Divine Pattern. It may not be her 
place to fulfill the important mission of 
which she dreams, yet even greater oppor- 
tunities could be hers through the reflection 
of her child. The test of any philosophy is 
the living of it, and it is up to our daughter 
of Cancer to so exemplify the principles of 
Universal Love and Peace that all whom she 
meets will be better for knowing her. Such 
is the true working of the Law. 

To mother and nourish all souls, to dwell 
in peace and harmony, to love and behold the 
freedom of life’s great plan, to give and to 
receive, ever drawing forth and sustaining 
—celestial and terrestrial, Cancer, OUR 
COSMIC MOTHER. Subtle, dynamic, vi- 
sionary and serene in the knowledge that all 
that is, will be forever more. 
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\ V HILE colds are sO common that they 


usually are taken as a matter of course, 
nevertheless they are truly important and 
should be prevented. They are a major cause 
of lost time in school and lost time at work, 
weaken the resistance of the body to many 
other diseases, and may lead to serious afflic- 
tions of the respiratory tract. 

For facility in discussion they may be di- 
vided into five different types—common colds, 
digestive colds, vasomotor colds, mechanical 
colds and infectious colds—but all of them 
have one common astrological thought and 
physiological basis. The other factors vary 
according to the special type of cold, but to 
the extent there is a tendency toward colds 
of any of the five types, negative planets will 
be found prominent in the birth-chart, and 
usually afflicted. 

The human nervous system generates elec- 
trical energies. These electrical energies 
which are the source of physical vitality vary 
in potential according to the condition of 
the body and the kind of thoughts which 
are present in the mind. Nerves leading to 
the endocrine glands permit the secretions 
of these glands readily to respond to what- 
ever thoughts are before consciousness. The 
hormones which enter the blood stream in 
response to one type of thinking are different 
from those that enter it in response to an- 
other type of thinking. The face blanches 
with fear because the fear thought brings 
a response from the adrenal glands. But the 
physiological reaction to thoughts of love are 
quite different, because love thoughts bring 
a response, not from the adrenals, but from 
other glands. 

In general, the thoughts which are prompt- 
ed by the energies of the positive planets 
tend to glandular secretions which develop 
a high electrical potential in the nervous sys- 
tem. Thoughts, however, which are stimu- 
lated by the negative planets act upon dif- 
ferent endocrine glands; glands which reduce 
the electrical potential, To state it another 
Way, negative planets encourage negative 

inking and negative thinking lowers the 
vital resistance of the body. The resistance

of the body is lowered both electrically and 
chemically, because the glandular secretions 
which give a high electrical potential also 
are the most effective agents to neutralize 
the toxins of the blood. 


Causes of Colds 


Colds are made possible by a blood stream 
which is unable to oust invading forces. 
There may be a wide variety of causes that 
more immediately lead to such a condition 
of the blood stream. It may be due to great 
fatigue, to chilling, to digestive disturbances, 
or to invasion by viruses of great potency. 
Germs are almost always present in the 
atmosphere which will invade the human 
organism if its powers to repel them grow 
weak enough. And to the extent the indi- 
vidual encourages negative thinking, and thus 
lowers his chemical and electrical resistance, 
is he apt to catch cold. 

Negative thinking may be of different 
kinds. It may relate to fear, as indicated by 
Saturn; it may relate to affectional discords 
as indicated by Venus; it may relate to do- 
mestic difficulties as indicated by the Moon; 
it may relate to unsound fantasies as indi- 
cated by Neptune; or it may relate to the 
coercion of others as indicated by Pluto. And 
according to the kind of negative thinking 
present in the unconscious mind as well as in 
objective consciousness will the environ- 
mental condition which is attracted by it and 
which contributes to the cold be different. 


Mechanical Colds 


Mechanical colds are caused by tumerous 
growth, called polypi, in the nose. These are 
usually suspended on stems which permit 
friction and a constant irritation of the 
mucous membrane. The mucous membrane 
thus inflamed gives rise to a discharge. Such 
polypi should be removed, and the best way 
is through the use of electricity, which de- 
stroys the reproductive centers which permit 
them to exist. Such growths when present 
are indicated by afflictions to Saturn in the 
chart of birth. 
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Contagious Colds 


Colds which are contagious and sometimes 
lead to epidemics are shown in birth-charts 
and in progressed aspects by the addition 
of a pronounced Mars factor. Consideration 
of these must be reserved for the next 
article. In this issue we will do well to con- 
sider only the less virulent varieties, and 
for this purpose the chart here published— 
male, October 5, 1924, 6:00 pm. 75 W., 
40 N.—nicely illustrates factors which indi- 
cate a predisposition toward the common 
cold. 
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Only negative planets are angular. Saturn 
in the seventh makes fear thoughts common. 
The Moon in the tenth in opposition to Pluto 
in the home (fourth) indicates, whether 
there is real reason for it or not, that he 
has a feeling of being coerced by other mem- 
bers of the family. Even in infancy chil- 


dren have a definite attitude, a tendency to- 


ward thoughts of a definite kind, even though 
the thoughts themselves remain largely 
within the unconscious. 

Until last winter this youngster had suf- 
fered from one cold after another almost 
from birth. The tonsils often are a barometer 
of the condition of the blood stream. As 
they were early affected, it was concluded 
infected tonsils were the cause of the colds, 
and when he was about four and a half years 
old, with progressions as they are given 
around the outside of his chart, his tonsils 
were removed. It will be noted this critical 





period was coincident with progressed M.C. 
conjunction birth-chart Moon (a negative 
planet) and progressed Sun square both pro- 
gressed M.C. and birth-chart Moon. And 
as bearing out Brotherhood of Light research 
that surgical operations are performed only 
when there is a progressed aspect from Mars, 
progressed Mars had reached the sesqui- 
square of birth-chart Sun. 

The operation, however, did not help. 
There continued to be one cold after an- 
other. And to indicate how planetary ener- 
gies, through stimulating certain types of 
thoughts, attract the very physical conditions 
which facilitate the chemical imbalances of 
which they are the birth-chart constants, 
it should be related how this boy contributed 
to his difficulty and how his parents con- 
tributed to it. 

Every time he stepped from the house he 
was reminded by one or the other of his 
parents to be careful not to catch cold. He 
confesses that he lived constantly in an_atti- 
tude of fear of colds combined with the full 
expectation that he would have them. Such 
an attitude lowers the electrical potential 
and does not encourage the glandular re- 
sponses which are most effective in neu- 
tralizing toxins. 


Faulty Diet 


For his sown part, he got the idea that 
eating plenty of sweets would result in addi- 
tional energy. On this theory, and because 
he liked these things, he made it a habit 
of consuming daily three or four candy bars 
and an average of four bottles of carbonated 
soft drinks. 

Last winter he was induced to change 
both his diet and his thinking. Since then 
he has not had a single cold. 

In this case faulty diet, attracted by 
thought processes indicated by planetary as- 
pects, was contributing markedly to the dif- 
ficulty. But in other instances fatigue and 
chilling precede the cold. Fatigue is the re- 
sult of the blood stream being loaded with 
toxins. Chilling impairs the circulation and 
through closing the pores retards elimina- 
tion. Both fatigue and chilling are typical 
of the planet Saturn. 

And this immediately suggests both the 
proper thought adjustment ‘and the proper 
physical treatment to prevent or counteract 
a cold. The thoughts, of course, should be 
positive and not centered on self, for Saturn 
is essentially self-centered. Venus thoughts 
—thoughts relative to affection, to art

3 is quite important that you learn these 
two main divisions of the signs, for the more 
one understands of the basic nature of the 
signs the more readily one can read a chart. 
The masculine signs have greater power in 
action, the feminine signs greater endurance. 
The masculine signs go out and search for 
what they want, the feminine signs usually 
wait till things come to them. The masculine 
signs are dynamic, the feminine are receptive.

Aries, Gemini, Leo, Libra, Sagittarius, 
Aquarius. 


2. Feminine signs: 
Taurus, Cancer, Virgo, Scorpio, Capricorn, 
Pisces.

Stages in the Ladder of Ascent 


If we look again at Diagram 15, we shall 
see that if we start from the Sun-Moon signs, 
then cross the chart, we shall arrive at Sat- 
urn, which is the true polarity of both the 
Sun and of the Moon, and is the final goal of 
concrete experience. The intervening steps 
constitute the “ladder of the planets.” In 
Lesson 1, we spoke of the great poet Dante, 
who in his poem imagined himself going on 
a journey, till finally in the Paradiso part of 
the poem, he speaks of mounting the ladder 
of the planets. 

This idea of a planetary ladder is very 
old and we find it in ancient pictures of 
Babylon and of Egypt. 

The meaning can be fathomed if you will 
consider the stages in man’s progress, as 
follows: 

1. The Sun irradiates all life, since it is life. 

2. The Moon’s emotional capacity becomes 
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devotion to a child or to an idea, or 
cause, 

. Mercury is the ability to move and to 
think, the development of logic, the 
ability to think and measure properly. 
This gives Mercury the ability to be- 
come the Interpreter and the Expositor 
of the Mysteries. 

. Venus. Desire becomes love. (Note that 
desire takes, whereas love gives.) 

. Mars. Desire becomes creative power. 

. Jupiter. Good nature becomes justice, 
aspiration and revelation. 

. Saturn. Ambition gives way to con- 

science and later to altruism. 
(Note here that Uranus and Neptune 
have only recently been discovered, so 
that in some of the ancient pictures there 
are only seven steps on the ladder.) 

8. Uranus. Eccentricity becomes genius. 

9. Neptune. Illusion and deceit give way 
to fourth dimensional vistas. 

In the ancient Zodiacs, where Saturn ruled 
two signs, Capricorn and Aquarius, this last 
Saturnine rung of the ladder was called The 
Bridge of Saturn. It represents the stage 
where, having learned all the lessons of the 
planets by traversing from the Moon to Sat- 
urn, one dwells in thought awhile, and hav- 
ing no further progress to make, one turns 
back and learns the higher lessons of the 
planets on the path back to the Sun, which 
is the spirit. 


The Angles of the Chart 


The Ascendant is the term given to the 
degree of the sign that is rising in the East- 
ern horizon at the time of birth. It is a very 
important factor in the judgment of a chart, 
for whatever sign is there has a profound 
effect on both the physical body and the 
disposition. The term abbreviated is “Asc.” 
It is the cusp of the First house. Cusp is the 
name given to the spokes that divide the 12 
houses from one another. The word cusp 
means a beginning. It is the beginning of a 
house. 

The Descendant is the degree given to the 
sign that is setting in the western horizon at 
the time of birth. It is the opposite of the 
Ascendant. It puts its stamp on the type of 
persons with whom you will be brought into 
business relationships, and the type of person 
you will marry. It is abbreviated “Desc.” 
It is the cusp of the Seventh house. 

The Midheaven is the point “overhead” on 
the Sun’s pathway at the place of birth. We 
say “overhead,” but of course we know that 
the Sun cannot be overhead in our latitudes 
at any time. That can only happen in the 


tropics. Since the Astrologer always faces 
South in making a chart, the Midheaven will 
be a southern position. 


The term “Midheaven” is abbreviated 


“M.C.,” which are the first two letters of the 


Latin term for mid-heaven, i.e., medium 
coeli. The Midheaven sets its stamp upon 
the profession, the social standing, reputation, 
etc.—that is, on all the things by means of 
which the public knows you. 

The Midheaven is the meridian of your 
birthplace —that is, it represents distance 
East or West of Greenwich. It is the cusp 
of the Tenth house. 

The Nadir represents the lowest part of 
the heavens on the Sun’s pathway (under- 
neath the earth) at the place of birth. Ex- 
cept in the tropics, it will be north of the 
birth place and not exactly underneath you. 
It also will be the meridian of your birth- 
place, The term is abbreviated I.C., which 
means Imum coeli, or the lowest part of the 
heavens. It is the cusp of the Fourth house. 

These four points just mentioned, the 
Ascendant, the Descendant, the Midheaven 
and the Nadir, are termed the four angles 
of the chart. They form the Cardinal points 
east, west, south and north, respectively.

They form the cusps of the 1st, 7th, 10th 
and 4th houses. These four houses, we find, 
are perhaps the most important in certain 
respects, We have already found that they 
govern: 

First House—The physical body and ap- 

pearance. 

Seventh House—The partners. 

Tenth House—The profession. 

Fourth House—The home.

Later we shall find that if planets happen 
to be in those four signs and close to an 
angle, they have a much greater power and 
influence than they would in some other part 
of the chart, and many planets in the angles 
tend to dynamic power and expression. 


How to Find the Ascendant 


In the last lessons, you are asked to place 
the Sun in a chart and to find approximately 
in which house your Sun sign came. You 
then found cut, if you thought much about 
it, that Aries might not always be the sign 
on the first house. You found out, in fact, 
that the signs can move around the chart. 
The signs move according to the time of day, 
but the houses never move. 

In astrology, we count the houses as fixed 
on the earth and the signs as representing 
the travel of the heavens. You might find 
it good to make two circles, one a little 
larger than the other, and cut them out. 
On the smaller one draw in the 12 signs of 
the zodiac and on the larger one draw the 
12 houses of the zodiac. Put a pin through 
your central point of each, holding both 
papers together. Imagine people born at 
different times of the day, say first in Aries, 
and see in which house their Sun might be 
at that time, then do it imagining the Sun 
to be in Taurus, or any other sign, and as 
you think this out you will begin to under- 
stand the principle on which we are working. 

Suppose, for example, you were born on 
April 1, at 10 A.M. The Sun will be in 
Aries and you will find that it is in the 
eleventh house, giving you Gemini for an 
Ascendant. This will mean that you have 
the Sun sign Aries modified by the charac- 
teristics of Gemini; thus you would, in try- 
ing to delineate your character, have to turn 
back to your previous lessons and read not 
only the characteristics of Aries, but those 
of Gemini. Which will predominate? Re- 
member that the Sun is the real underlying 
self in you, which may not often be apparent, 
for you may be living more in your physical 
body. That is to say, your appearance, your 
Sensations, appetites and desires may seem 
more worthy of attention than the cultiva- 
tion of your innermost feelings, in which case 
you would probably find that the sign on 
your Ascendant might be rather what people 
thought of you than what you knew was the 
real truth. 

The ascendant, or the physical body, is 
what everyone sees of you. It represents the 
manner in which you contact the world. 









Generally speaking, a Gemini person contacts 
the world with more ease than an Arian. 
He is ‘fonder of society than the average 
Arian. He usually has more polish. 


Suppose You Do Not Know the 
Time You Were Born? 


If you cannot find out the hour when you 
were born, for the time being, it is wise 
to set your chart up for sunrise. Many 
teachers advocate setting it up for noon, but 
the noon positions mean very little. When 
the Sun rises on a particular day, it seems 
to put its mark on the whole day, and also 
on the children born on that day. Thus a 
chart for sunrise really does mean something 
and will give you a good reading. We have 
found it very valuable even in cases where 
we have the exact time of birth. 


Unequal Division of Day and Night 


In finding the Ascendant, there is another 
factor that must be taken into consideration 
and that is this, that in our own latitudes 
the Sun does not rise and set at the same 
time every day. It varies with the latitude 
—that is, the distance north or south of the 
equator. If you happen to have a “World 
Almanac” for 1931, you will find that the 
time of sunrise and sunset in the most im- 
portant American cities is given. If you hap- 
pen to have Raphael’s Almanac for 1931, you 
will find that he gives the time of sunrise 
and sunset in London. For those who have 
neither, the following is given:

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How Latitude Affects Your 
Ascendant 


Now applying this information to a horo- 
scope, you find that in winter the Sun may 
not rise till 8 A.M. in temperate latitudes, 
therefore there will only be four hours be- 
tween sunrise and noon, instead of six hours 
as at the equator, that is, there are only four 
hours of time between your ascendant and 
your midheaven. But between the ascendant 
and the nadir there will be eight hours. 


Latitude and Longitude Lines 


On almost every map you will find lines 
drawn North and South (longitude lines or 
meridians) and lines from East to West (lati- 
tude lines), Any city or place is thus located 
by: 

1. The number of degrees East or West of 
London, or rather Greenwich Observa- 
tory in London, which is the starting 
place or 0° of longitude. 

. The number of degrees North or South 
of the Equator, which is 0° of latitude. 








Both latitude and longitude lines are im- 
portant factors in studying time. 

Thus, if a person is born at 10 AM. in 
January (latitude 52 degrees North), he will 
have the Sun in Capricorn in the middle of 
the eleventh house, and one born at 4 AM, 
will have the Sun in Capricorn in the middle 
of the second house. If born at 1 P.M,, the 
Sun in Capricorn will come in the ninth 
house. If born at 11 P.M., the Sun in Capri- 
corn will come in the fourth house. 

You will now begin to understand why an 
Astrologer cannot set up a chart accurately 
if he does not know the place of your birth’ 
Latitude, or distance north or south of the 
equator, affects the time of sunrise, hence it 
affects your ascendant. 

Example 1: Warren G. Harding was born 
in Ohio, November 2, 1865, at 
about 2:30 P.M. In what sign 
and house was his Sun? 


In Ohio the Sun sets about 4:40 P.M., and 
on November 2nd it is in Scorpio. This gives 
us four hours and a half between noon and 
sunset—i.e., between the Midheaven and the 
Descendant, so that the Sun would come in 
the eighth house. This gives us Scorpio on 
the ninth cusp, Sagittarius on the Midheaven, 
Capricorn on the eleventh cusp, Aquarius on 
the twelfth cusp and Pisces on the Ascendant, 
This will mean that in estimating his char- 
acter we shall have to combine the influence 
of Pisces with that of Scorpio. The reserve 
which is characteristic of Scorpio would be 
modified by Pisces, giving the ability to mix 
more freely and easily in company. 

Example 2: George Washington was born 

February 22, 1732, at Wakefield, 
South of New York, at 10 AM. 
In what sign and house was 
his Sun? 

On February 22nd the Sun is just at the 
beginning of the sign Pisces. The Sun rises 
at about 6:45 A.M. at that time, thus there 
will be five hours and a quarter between sun- 
rise and noon—that is between the Ascendant 
and the Midheaven. Ten o’clock in the morn- 
ing will, therefore, be near the eleventh cusp, 
so we say Pisces is the sign of the eleventh 
cusp, Aries on the twelfth cusp and Taurus 
will be the ascendant. We, therefore, have 
to combine the influence of Taurus with that 
of Pisces. Taurus being an earth sign will 
be much more practical and less emotional 
than the water sign of Pisces. 

Having found the Ascendant, we know al- 
ways that the seventh house cusp, that is the 
Descendant, will be the opposite of the Ascen- 
dant: .e.g., Warren G. Harding will have 4 
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Virgo descendant and George Washington will 
have a Scorpio descendant. 

The seventh house rules marriage and part- 
nerships so that the Horoscope shows us defi- 
nitely that in the cosmic scheme of things we 
have to have (whether we like it or not), 
our house for marriage and partnership is 
ruled by the sign that is most unlike our 
own. Do not misunderstand this. We do not 
say that you have to marry your opposite 
Sun sign, such as given on page 72, February, 
1940 issue, but the conditions governing the 
house of partners will be governed by the 
sign which you know and understand least 
(for it is furthest away from your ascending 
sign which represents the sign which is in- 
nately your own, physically and emotionally). 
It is well to start definitely to try to under- 
stand much more fully this question of com- 
plementary signs and planets that are true 
opposites or complements one of the other. 
First of all, study Diagram 19 very carefully, 
and you will see that the planets themselves 
are complementary one to the other. 


TROPICAL SIGNS 

The two signs Cancer and Capricorn are 
said to be Tropical Signs. This is because 
they are the signs of the tropics. Cancer is 
the sign where the Sun is furthest north each 
year, and Capricorn is the sign where the Sun 
is furthest South. 
EQUINOCTIAL SIGNS 

Aries and Libra are said to be Equinoctial 
Signs, for when the Sun enters Aries the days 
and nights are equal, This is also so when 
the Sun enters Libra,

to beauty—are valuable to counteract the 
contractive influence of Saturn. But in addi- 
tion there are needed thoughts which are 
warm, vital and positive, such as are ruled 
by the Sun. 

An individual who partakes of a normal 
diet, through fatigue may develop a highly 
acid blood stream. The blood stream will 
remain filled with toxins until the acids are 
neutralized or eliminated, The unequal chill- 
Ing of the body, as by a draft of cold air 
blowing on some section of it, disturbs the 
electrical equilibrium, lowering the potential 


through physical means much as do nega- 
tive thoughts, and with the same decrease 
in chemical agents in the blood that are effec- 
tive to combat invasion. In addition it con- 
tracts the pores and thus closes important 
avenues of elimination. 

This puts more work upon the kidneys 
than they can do. To continue to function 
the body must get rid of its poisons. The 
mucous membranes endeavor to assist in 
elimination, become inflamed, and mucus is 
secreted. The respiratory tract is made up 
of many parts, all intimately connected and 
with mucous membrane continuous through- 
out, so that inflammation or infection start- 
ing in one region readily spreads to another. 
A cold which starts in the head may move 
to the throat and later to the lungs, merely 
following the mucous membrane. 


Cold Preventive 


When an individual realizes he is catching 
cold I know of nothing better for him to do 
than go home, carefully wash a grapefruit, 
cut up half of it, peeling and. all, and pour 
over the small pieces in a granite saucepan 
about a pint of boiling water. He should 
keep this hot on the stove and let stand long 
enough that the fruit juice and some of the 
oil from the peel are in the water. Then 
he should pour this off and drink while quite 
hot, go immediately to bed and be sure to 
keep warm. This will open the pores and re- 
sult in perspiration. The elimination thus pro- 
duced, and the neutralization of the toxins 
by the fruit juice, frequently will break the 
cold completely. 

But when a cold has already got a foot- 
hold, the negative planets, especially Saturn, 
point unmistakably to the physical treatment 
which should be followed until recovery is 
well under way. Saturn is the planet of 
cold, of work, of want and of contraction. 
As exertion (Saturn) tends to increase the 
toxic condition of the blood, the patient 
should rest. As chilling (Saturn) decreases 
elimination, the patient should keep warm. 
As the blood stream already is loaded with 
toxins, it is unwise to add to its burden by 
eating heavy or rich foods. Instead, the diet 
should be such as to furnish the want (Sat- 
urn) of alkaline minerals to neutralize the 
acid toxins. For this purpose nothing is better 
than fruit juices. And finally, to enable the 
system to overcomte the contractions (Saturn) 
and rid itself of the toxins, the bowels should 
be kept open.

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ANSWER: It is apparent from your letter 
that your daughter is considering marriage 
merely for the “sake of marrying.” Her pro- 
gressed Moon in Virgo between an inharmoni- 
ous aspect to her natal and progressed Mars 
is not very favorably placed for her to make a 
decision in regard to marriage at this time. 
In 1941 her progressed Moon on her natal Venus 
in Libra, sextile to both her Mars and Neptune 
—the latter planet the ruler of her house of 
marriage—brings her to a period when she 
should know her own mind and heart. She may 
experience true love at that time, and not 
merely desire to marry because the idea ap- 
peals to her.

One of the most desirable things in the in- 
dicating of trend is leadership. It would be 
a distinct advantage to find one outstanding 
company which would lead the rest of the 
securities through the business cycle trends. 
It would be also a distinct advantage to find 
one city in the United States that responded 
more quickly to business conditions than 
other cities. Then the business man could 
watch the trend of this city or this company 
and have advance notice of trends that would 
finally come in the rest of the country or 
other companies. This would become the 
barometer of trends. 

After carefully checking the relative action 
of many securities and many localities, I am 
convinced by the accumulation of facts, of the 
conclusion that the Automobile Industry has 
become the leader; that General Motors 
and/or Chrysler are the leading companies. 
Because of their location, Detroit, of neces- 
sity, is the leading locality. 

During the topping of markets during 1928 
and 1929, the motor stocks made their top 
several months before the majority of the 
other securities. Both General Motors and 
Chrysler made a top in 1928, and Chrysler 
had declined almost 50% when the Dow- 
Jones Industrial Average made its top in 
September, 1929. 

During the 1936-1937 top, General Motors 
made a very definite top during November, 
1936, while the Dow-Jones Industrial Aver- 
age made a top during March, 1937. Even the 
very sensitive Utility Average made a top in 
January, 1937, and the Rails even later than 
either. 

The Automobile Industry is very sensitive 
to change, because of the highly seasonal fac- 
tor, and because it depends upon buying 
power throughout the rest of the country, 
and to a considerable extent throughout the 
world. The universal distribution of auto- 
mobiles ties in the industry with every nook 
and corner of civilization.

000,000 cars, which is considerably less than 
half of the total automobile production. (The 
Ford Motor Car Company of Canada is a 
listed security that .fluctuates parallel with 
the Ford Motor production.) 


For many years U. S. Steel was considered 
the “bellwether” on the market. It was used 
as a typical example by many of the writers 
as the market leader, This leadership has 
been taken by General Motors on almost 
every count. In size, General Motors has 
five times as many shares of common stock 
outstanding. In earning ability, General Mo- 
tors is better and more consistent. In diversi- 
fication of its investments, the General Motors 
Corporation is almost universal. 

This is predominantly the Industrial Age. 
At the front of our industrial development is 
the Automobile Industry. Its location, there- 
fore, is the Industrial Capitol of the World 
Detroit is the heart of the Industrial Age and 
therefore sets the pulse heat and tempo of our 
present civilization. 


The Five-Year Trend-Cast 


During the next five years it will be in- 


‘teresting to watch the events happening in 


Detroit, as the first signs of what is to happen 
to the rest of the country, because the auto- 
mobiles, like the corpuscles in the blood 
stream of our bodies, carry this activity wher- 
ever they go. We may watch Detroit for the 
testing of principles of industrial develop- 
ment; watch the machine vs. labor; govern- 
ment vs, business; and democracy vs. totali- 
tarianism. I predict that the constructive 
forces will win. 

At the present time there is the greatest 
contest between capital and labor being waged 
that this country and possibly the world has 
ever known. There are great leaders with 
powerful personalities on both sides, with 
tremendous forces at their command. 
outcome of this contest will be one of the 
most important historical events during the 
next five years.

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Weather Guide . 
July, 


O, the Pacific Coast the month of July, 
1940, is indicated as about riormal as to 
the amount of precipitation, and since this 
is about the middle of the dry season in 
these regions, not more than two or three 
rainy days may be expected during the 
month. These three days are about the 9th, 
20th and 24th. The temperature is normally 
near: the highest of the year, but the first 
few days are indicated as cool, turning to 
warm about the 7th, on the 13th cool, the 
18th warm, 21st cool, 23rd warm and 27th 
cool to the end of the month. This is for 
the central river valleys of California. In 
southern California the rains are less fre- 
quent and temperatures more equable, while 
north of California the rain is heavier and 
the temperatures more variable. 

In the regions east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains during July, 1940, the rainfall has 
passed the seasonal peak and the rains be- 
come showery and scattering in widely sepa- 
rated localities. In the central states these 
short stormy spells are most frequent this 
July. Rainfall is heaviest in these regions 
and also fairly heavy on the Atlantic slope, 
but in the south, rains are less frequent. 
Numerous electric disturbances are to be ex- 
pected this month, coming on in the form 
of what are called thunder storms, with 
some devastating winds in a few sections. 
Near the 20th and 27th are about central 
dates of violent storms in the central states 
and the cool days are also near these times. 
Warmest periods are near the 3rd, 12th, 21st, 
and at the end of the month. 


Day by Day Weather Forecast 


Following is a day by day weather forecast 
for the regions east of the Rocky Mountains: 

Mon., July 1—A few scattering rains about 
central parts of the .United States and the 
southwest, but nearly all east of the Missis- 
sippi River clear; turning ‘warmer. 

Tues., July 2—Sudden, short thunder and 
wind storms in middle west and the central 
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L. H. Weston 


states, also in far northeast, but most of the 
country clear and warm, 

Wed., July 3—In central states, mostly west 
of the Ohio and Mississippi River valleys, 
sudden thunder and wind storms in scattered 
places; some rain; east nearly clear. 

Thurs., July 4—Rains in central states and 
on Atlantic slope more general, with thunder 
and wind storms; clearing in middle west; 
turns cooler. 

Fri., July 5—Clearing about great lakes, 
Ohio-Tennessee River valleys, but unsettled 
in middle west, and rains continue on At- 
lantic slope; generally much cooler. 

Sat., July 6—In central states unsettled, but 
mostly short, showery rains and thunder 
storms; on Atlantic slope and gulf coast a 
few showers; temperature variable. 

Sun., July 7—Warmer in central states; 
nearly clear, but a few showery rains con- 
tinue; most of the Atlantic slope clearing and 
turning warmer. 

Mon., July 8—Most of central states clear- 
ing and warmer, though some rain in south- 
west and also about east great lakes coun- 
try and northeast Atlantic slope. 

Tues., July 9—Except in far northeast and 
in gulf coast states nearly clear and warmer, 
though some light raining about east great 
lakes region. 

Wed., July,10—Most of central states nearly 
clear; some rain in northwest and showers 
on gulf coast; Atlantic slope nearly clear; 
generally warmer. 

Thurs., July 11—Clear, warm weather near- 
ly everywhere in the country, though a few 
light rains about east great lakes and to 
northwest of central states. 

Fri., July 12—In central states, Ohio-Ten- 
nessee River valleys and about great lakes 
widely scattered showers, or nearly clear; 
Atlantic slope clearing; turns cooler. 

Sat., July 13—Light showers in central 
states and about the great lakes country, but 
nearly everywhere else clear; turns cooler 
generally. 

Sun., July 14—In Rocky Mountains, central 
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states and about the middle west a few light 
rains, but most of the country clear and 
cooler. 

Mon., July 15—Nearly everywhere clear 
and rather cool, but in various parts of the 
country widely scattered local showers. 

Tues., July 16—In central states and to 
northwest local showers, but nearly all the 
country east of Mississippi River clear and 
warm, 

Wed., July 17—About east great lakes, 
Ohio-Tennessee River valleys and on east to 
Atlantic slope some light rains; west of Mis- 
sissippi River clearing; cool. 

Thurs., July 18—Nearly all central and 
great lakes regions clear, but light rains 
about central and northeast Atlantic slope; 
generally cooler. 

Fri., July 19—In central states, middle and 
southwest scattering showers, but for the 
country in general, nearly clear and cool, but 
turns warmer. 

Sat., July 20—Thunder storms, windy, 
rainy, some places in central states hail; 
great lakes unsettled; cool but soon turns 
warmer; Atlantic slope clear. 

Sun., July 21—Rainy, unsettled conditions 
drift on to east great lakes, Ohio-Tennessee 
River valleys and Atlantic slope; generally 
warmer, 

Mon., July 22—Nearly clear everywhere in 
the country, though in widely scattered dis- 
tricts a few local showers, especially in north- 
west and on gulf coast. 

Tues., July 23—Some rain in northwest 
and showers about central states and great

In the May article I gave the trend of bustf- 
hess activity that ran through from 1860 to 
1865, which is anticipated to repeat from 1940 
to 1945.

I Letters 


N the March issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
MacazinE I made the following remarks: “We 
receive many letters from readers requesting 
us to advise them where published books on 
the subject of ‘Lunar Planting and Experi- 
mental Planting Results’ may be secured. We 
regret that we are unable to fulfill these 
requests, as we do not know of a single 
published book on this subject.” 

Perhaps I did not make myself quite clear 
to my readers on this, and this is the reason 
I have received your many queries on this 
subject, 

Those who wished the information on 
“Lunar Planting and Experimental Planting 
Results” asked to know also just what the 
results would be when planting in each 
phase and sign the Moon was in at the 
time of different plantings, also on plant- 
ings made at favorable times and unfavorable 
times, and what they could expect in the 
crop in fruitfulness or lack of fruitfulness, 
also on the growth and size of plants. Three 
of the letters referred me to a yearly publica- 
tion, for which I write; another letter to a 
10c planting guide, and another to a 25c 
planting guide. However, none of these 
publications have “Lunar Planting and Ex- 
perimental Planting Results” published as my 
readers requested. 

The 10c and 25¢ planting guides do not 
agree altogether with my planting theory, 
therefore I could not honestly recommend 
them, 

You will also find that my fishing dates 
do not agree with those given by other fish- 
ing charts. 

My planting data is not a supposition, but

is founded on hundreds. of experimental 
plantings made over a period of several years. 

We would be pleased to hear from our 
readers on their experiments with “Lunar 
Planting.” If each will contribute something, 
we will be able to gather more’ material for 
our records on “Lunar Experimental Plant- 
ing.” It would be possible for me to write 
a book on this subject, as I have been re- 
quested to do by my readers, but I would 
rather have all the readers take part in the 
development of this departmeut. In this way 
the information contained herein will not 
then be the opinion of one experimenter or 
gardener alone. 


Fertilizers 


Two letters received from readers called 
my attention to the chemical angle in fer- 
tilizers and chemicals required by the plants 
for their growth. 

In the June issue we discussed the chemi- 
cal makeup of fertilizers and why different 
combinations-of fertilizers were required by 
different kinds of plants. 

Now we have a letter from a reader who 
wants to know what each of the different 
chemicals, nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash, have to do with plant growth. Be- 
fore answering this question, I wish to say 
that it is a pleasure to have readers so in- 
terested in their garden activities that they 
wish to feed their plants the proper food, as 
well as to “Lunar Plant” them. 

Astrological chemistry is a wonderful study, 
but we must stick to our plants and garden 
work, 

A balanced fertilizer is one that will pro- 
mote maximum plant growth and healthy 
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plants. It is composed of nitrogen, phos- 
phoric acid and potash. This is also called 
a complete fertilizer. Should the fertilizer 
lack any of the three chemicals, it is known 
as incomplete or special. 

Nitrogen is listed first in all complete fer- 
tilizers, as it is the most important of all 
the plant foods. After it is taken up by the 
plant from the soil, it changes into many 
compounds and goes to work in developing 
plant cells for growth, in stems and leaves. 
The leaves produce the starches and sugars 
which are necessary to make plant tissues. 

When we use too much nitrogen thé plants 
grow too quickly and at the expense of good 
blooms, seed or fruit. The plant is also more 
tender and will not stand the frost as well 
as the more slowly grown plant. 

Vegetables used for greens, such as lettuce, 
spinach, chard and mustard, when supplied 
with ample nitrogen, are more tender for 
eating than the slowly growing plants. 

Phosphoric acid is needed in the plant to 
harden the tissues, give the strength, ripen 
the plant, help it to mature and to produce 
fruit and seed. If you have a compost pile, 
add te it phosphoric acid. This makes a fine 
fertilizer. 

Potash has several important operations in 
plant growth, in the formation of starches 
and other substances, with their distribution 
through the plant, for growth of puant cells, 
foliage, stems and fruit. Potash gives hardi- 
ness to plants and makes them more resistant 
to disease and insects. 

Beet, carrot, potato, onion and other root 
crops do well where the potash is sufficient. 
Hard wood ashes are rich in potash and may 
be used on the above plants. 


Planting Dates 


For the benefit of our new readers, we re- 
peat that crops that produce their yield above 
the soil and grow from seed with a root for- 
mation, similar to beans, peas, lettuce, corn, 
oats, sweet peas and marigolds, should be 
planted when the Moon is new or in the 
first quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the soil 
are similar to and grow from a bulb forma- 
tion, such as potato, beet, carrot, tulip and 
gladiolus, and should be planted when the 
Moon is full and in last quarter. 

Plant in last quarter only if necessary, as 
it is not considered the best time for planting. 

The time given is “Eastern Standard Time.” 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Taurus, 
all day July Ist: a fair time to plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Cancer, 











at 7:11 A.M. July 4th and up to 6:28 AM, 
July 5th: a fair time to plant. 

New Moon, when the Moon is in Cancer, 
at 6:28 A.M. July 5th and up to 11:13 AM, 
July 6th: a good time to plant. 

Following the New Moon, when the Moon 
is in Libra, at 4:07 P.M. July 10th and all 
day July 11th: a good time to plant flowers 
and a fair time to plant vegetables, 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Libra, 
up to 7:07 P.M. July 12th: a good time to 
plant flowers and a fair time to plant vege- 
tables. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Scor- 
pio, all day July 13th and 14th: a good time 
to plant. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Capri- 
corn, all day July 17th and 18th: a fair time 
to plant. 

Full Moon, when the Moon is in Capricorn, 
at 4:55 A.M. and up to 11:22 A.M. July 19th: 
a fair time to plant. 

Following the Full Moon, when the Moon 
is in Pisces, all day July 22nd, 23rd and up 
to 9:01 A.M, July 24th: a good time to plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Taurus, 
at 6:29 A.M. July 27th, all day July 28th, and 
up to 9:04 A.M. July 29th; a fair time to plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is in Can- 
cer, at 4:32 P.M. July 31st: a fair time to 
plant. 


Garden and Farm Work 


For work such as general work in the 
garden, spraying plants with fungicides and 
insecticides to destroy disease or insects, 
grubbing, and cutting the undesired growth 
of weeds, grasses and vines, we find the good 
days are: July 3rd, 4th, 7th, 8th, 9th, 10th, 
15th, 16th, 20th, 21st, 25th, 26th, 30th and 3lst. 

The most effective days are: July 24th 
after 9:01 A.M., all day 25th and 26th. At 
this time the Moon is past the Full and is in 
the fiery sign of Aries. 

Whenever the Moon is just past the Full 
Moon and before it enters the First Quarter, 
and is-in the sign of Aries, Leo or Sagittarius, 
which are the fiery signs, it is the time you 
have the best results with destroying unde- 
sired growths. 


Slipping Plants 


Northern planters will find this a good time 
to slip plants. While this applies also to the 
Southern planters, it applies more to North- 
ern cool states and Canada. July 5th after 
6:28 A.M. and up to 11:13 A.M. July 6th 
are favorable dates for this, as are also July 
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10th after 4:07 P.M., all day July 11th and 
up to 7:07 P.M. July 12th, and all day July 
13th, 14th, 17th and 18th. 

The best days for flowers are July 11th 
and 12th. 


Bulb Planting and Root Separating 


Plants that grow from root formation and 
by root separation may be separated and 
planted on the following days: July 4th after 
7:11 A.M., all day July 22nd, 23rd and up to 
9:01 A.M. July 24th; all day July 27th, 28th 
and up to 9:04 A.M. July 29th; and after 
4:32 P.M. July 3ist.

When the seed of Cosmos are 
ripe the wind blows them out of the seed pod. 
Marvel of Peru seeds ripen every day, and 
roll out of the pod. This applies to many 
other plants, so if you wish to collect seed, 
you may have to make this a daily task.

I must admit I do not know much about 
mushroom culture. However, the spore is 
inoculated in the gelatin for propagation, 
and may either be planted or stored for fu- 
ture use. 

Before this spore will grow, it must be 
placed in the soil to reproducea crop. Thus 
we will have to plant it in fruitful signs, in 
the New Moon or First quarter of the Moon. 

Mushrooms grow underground. They may 
be planted in caves, old worked out mines, 
all underground. While this is not the 
natural place for them, it seems to be ideal 
and man has adapted it to his use. The 
natural place for the mushroom is in the 
woods. 


Peonies do best on soil that is not too 
heavy and which is well drained. The soil 
should be well dug and well cultivated dur. 
ing the growing season, also enriched with 
well decomposed manure and mixed well 
with rich soil from your compost pile. 

Many gardens use bone meal as a top 
dressing, hoed well into the soil around the 
plants. This is a safe fertilizer.

“When growing celery, I have often won- 
dered whether this was an underground or 
above ground plant, Would you please ex. 
plain this to me in your next article?

Celery is an above ground plant and should 
be planted on the increase of the Moon, 
To bleach celery it is necessary to keep it 
covered with soil, thus it appears as an un- 
derground plant.

This peak of stimulation chiefly 
affects the Tenth House in charts for the 
European nations, showing the tendency of 
various governments to “crack down” on un- 
desired activities. The house of war is espe- 
cially stimulated for China, promising re- 
newed violence from open enemies. Here at 
home we have crime and relief brought into 
outstanding prominence, the close conjunc- 
tion of Mars and Pluto to the Ascendant of 
the Lunation chart bringing drastic action 
which will have a direct effect upon the 
people of the United States. 

The Jupiter Cycle promises a general trend 
of business expansion and higher prices for 
July. Major financial transactions will take 
place in the field of communications and 
transportation. A marked increase in foreign 
credits is indicated for the U. S. As the 
Jupiter Cycle also governs the trends in re- 
ligious thought, the trine of Jupiter to Mer- 
cury on July 13th will give wide publicity 
to campaigns which are religious or philo- 
sophical in nature. 

Another large scale change of territory is 
probable early in the month under the in- 
fluence of the June Lunation and the pre- 
vious Saturn Cycle aspects. Labor and its 
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problems will forge to the front in the news 
for this period. The first few days of July 
come under the influence of the Lunation 
square Neptune, bringing confusing condi- 
tions but especially afflicting aircraft and 
shipping. United States’ transportation is 
afflicted by this, as well as that of the bel- 
ligerents. 


New Moon Cycle 


The New Moon Cycle of July 5th has the 
Lunation making but two significant aspects, 
the sextile to both Jupiter and Saturn. Here 
we have stressed news of business, and there 
will be opportunity for business to make 
much progress under these aspects. The 
conjunction of Jupiter with Saturn in the 
sign Taurus will give conservative mer- 
chandising a very favorable trend. 

No doubt the most important aspect of the 
New Moon Cycle is the close conjunction of 
Mars, Pluto and Mercury in the first 
Decanate of Leo. As this is the section of 
the zodiac which gives most powerfully the 
desire and ability to rule others, we shall 
have many headlines describing the attempts 
of leaders to grasp more power. There is no 
indication that Dictators will get the worst 
of any deals made just now. The New Deal 
is a Pluto institution, so we can expect 
great effort to be made by New Dealers un- 
der this prominence aspect of Mars to their 
planetary ruler. 

Mercury rules the press and inclines to 
much talk and many controversies. Its in- 
fluence coupled with Mars and Pluto will 
give a barrage of propaganda which strives 
to stir up drastic action and coercive co- 
operation. Especially will America be the 
center of such propaganda as every effort 
will be made to mold the opinions of the 
masses. We must not be stampeded into 
foolish action by the ballyhoo of either for- 
eign powers or political parties with axes to 
grind, 

Later in the month we have Mars square 








Jupiter and Saturn in the sky, while the 
Mars Cycle chart has the square to the 
Moon. The Ingress furnishes additional 
energy with the Sun conjunction Pluto and 
square Saturn on the 22nd and 23rd. Here 
the worst discord of the Sun Cycle is set 
off along with a violent affliction to the 
common people (Moon). And the Ingress 
has destructive Saturn in the house of death 
for the countries of Western Europe, bring- 
ing a heavy loss of life at this time. 

Special attention during July must, of 
necessity, be given the major conjunction of 
Mars and Pluto. According to the Brother- 
hood of Light lessons, the conjunction of two 
planets in the sky corresponds to the con- 
vergence of corresponding factors on the 
earth. And a chart for the given locality 
at the moment of such a conjunction indi- 
cates the significance of the events thus 
attracted in that region. The Mars-Pluto con- 
junction is in the Twelfth House for Wash- 
ington. But this powerful welding of war 
(Mars) -with the totalitarian doctrine (Pluto) 
occupies the house of government for the 
countries of Europe. Thus there is danger 
of still other countries meeting the fate of 
the “neutrals.” 

It was under Mars conjunction unexpected 
Uranus in March that Russia forced a settle- 
ment with Finland. And it was under this 
stimulation that Hitler took over Denmark 
and Norway. This next important Mars con- 
junction in July seems to point the next crisis 
in the war for world dominion, 


United States 


The United States has attention centered 
on foreign relations as the month of July 
begins. The New Moon Cycle in effect the 
first five days has Mercury, Mars and Venus 
all in the Seventh House, signifying that 
we shall enter into controversies with, oF 
make protests over the action of other coun- 
tries. The Lunation is in the house of labor, 
tending to attract labor difficulties. There 
is a strong possibility that some important 
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decision will be handed down by the courts 
at this time, unfavorable to labor’s demands. 

The New Moon Cycle of July 5th has the 
Lunation in the house of crime and relief, 
where much of our local news will originate. 
No doubt the amount of relief promised will 
have a powerful influence in molding public 
opinion. The two business planets in the 
Tenth, sextile the Lunation, should give us 
good practical measures for handling the re- 
lief problem. 

In the chart for Washington we have 
the Mars-Pluto-Mercury conjunction sitting 
astride the Ascendant. Here we have prom- 
ised direct action on the part of the people. 
This Lunation is strikingly similar to the 
Washington Ingress chart (see March AMERI- 
caAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE), and we may be 
sure it will-time.many-of the events promised 
by this Sun Cycle which influences the whole 
year. Especially significant is the conjunc- 
tion of Jupiter and Saturn with the M. C. 
of these charts, and the position of Pluto 
just above the Ascendant, 


The heavy Cycles point to an extension 
of foreign credits which will prove a very 
gratifying stimulant for business. In the 
Cycle chart of the planet ruling finances 
(Jupiter) for Washington there is a trine 
to Mercury in the house of foreign debts on 
July 13th. In this same Cycle, Jupiter is 
sesqui-square Neptune on July 7th, stimu- 
lating the house of speculation, and acting 
as accessory energy to bring events shown 
by the Major Progressed Sun square Nep- 
tune in the U. S. birth-chart—an aspect 
which also involves the house of speculation. 


A perfect example of this Sun square Nep- 
tune has been manifest in the political field. 
Neptune chaos well represents a campaign 
in which the head of one party will not 
commit himself, and in which there ap- 
parently is no head to the other party. Yet 
in spite of the involved conditions and in- 
tangible fears for the future, there are ap- 
plying some harmonious aspects to Saturn 
which will help America look after her own 
interests, It is interesting to note that Saturn 
dominates our Sun Cycle this year, giving 
the ultra-conservative element a much better 
break than they have had for a long time. 

Our foreign represéntatives and the deals 
they make will help fill the news for July. 
The Uranus Cycle shows quite unexpected 
action will be taken by ambassadors, and 


under these planetary stimulation we should 
be able to make some very shrewd bargains. 

America’s influence in world affairs will 
be outstanding during July, and every op- 
portunity will be present to give commercial 
leadership. The house of business, credit 
and reputation (10th) is powerfully aspected 
in most of the charts for this month. In 
many instances this ties in with the house 
of money (2nd) and points to expansion and 
higher prices. Manufacturing in general is 
boosted, but the numerous Mars aspects in- 
dicate that military supplies will receive the 
chief benefits. 

Our Administration seems to be chiefly bent 
on saving the underprivileged at this’ time. 
Crime, and the prosecution of law breakers, 
can be expected to play a major role in the 
news of the month. Additional details of 
groups organized for illicit purposes will be 
forthcoming under the strong Mars-Pluto 
element in the house of crime, 


Canada 


Canada starts the month with emphasis 
placed on the army, particularly the expe- 
diticnary forces which are abroad. There is 
danger of the loss of shipping, the eighth 
house afflictions to Pluto also signifying the 
loss of many men. The New Moon Cycle of 
July 5th is more favorable. Here there is 
shown a period of business expansion. Venus 
rules the house having chief influence over 
the weather, promising conditions usually 
favorable for growing crops. A very con- 
structive attitude will be maintained by the 
Administration with international trade be- 
ing of paramount 





The so-called civilized section of the globe 
faces a real disturbance in July. The drastic 
possibilities are too far-reaching even, to haz- 
ard a guess as to the final outcome. The 
Major Conjunction of Mars with Pluto falls in 
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the house of government (10th). The Ingress 
charts for this year show Pluto in the Tenth. 
And even the July New Moon Cycles for 
these countries have Mars and Pluto in the 
Tenth House, signifying drastically violent 
events to come. 


















Great Britain 


Great Britain begins the month with em- 
phasis on loss of shipping and difficulties in 
transportation. The New Moon Cycle of 
July 5th has the Lunation, Mars, Pluto and 
Mercury all in the house of government, in- 
dicating the probability of a shake-up in the 
personnel of the Administration. Old time 
astrologers taught that such a stellium pre- 
saged a catastrophe, but here the planets in- 
volved are not seriously afflicted. However, 
no doubt death will play an important part 
in the news, as three planets are in the 
Eighth House. Altogether, this is a period 
of many disappointments for the British. 


France 


France has the Lunation in close conjunc- 
tion to the Mid-Heaven, giving the French 
more power to mold the events for this 
period. The direct action for Europe seems 
particularly localized in the regions of this 
longitude. But France will respond in a 
marked degree to the Mars-Pluto influences 
in Leo, as this is her ruling sign. 


Germany 


Germany has the Lunation in the house 
of foreign shipping, making the exact obstacle 
aspect (square) to the degree on the Ascen- 
dant. No doubt the economic blockade will 
prove a severe handicap to the German peo- 
ple this month. The Mars-Pluto conjunction 
dominates the chart, promising that the full 
influence of the many aspects to these plan- 
ets will express in Germany. We can expect 
a vigorous campaign of direct action under 
the stimulation of such aggressive energies. 

I believe we shall see parallel action taken 
by both Germany and Italy at this time, 
disclosing in large measure just how far Rome 
intends to support the axis. At least we may 


be sure that militant announcements will be 
made by Mussolini. 


Finland 


Finland has Jupiter in the Seventh House, 
showing that assistance will be given to help 
with the work of reconstruction. Even here 
the need for adequate defense will be stressed 
as warlike conditions threaten, 


Russia 


Russia does not have the heavy afflictions 
shown for Europe as a whole. Most impor- 
tant significator just now is the position of 
Jupiter and Saturn in the Seventh House, in 
close square to the Mid-Heaven. Activity of 
other powers will seriously impair Russian 
credit and will generally disrupt business, 
Six planets occupy the Ninth House, showing 
the importance of foreign shipping and the 
navy. Venus in trine to the Ascendant offers 
some protection for the common people. But 
the affliction of Mars and Pluto to the Ascen- 
dant promises a wealth of strife in transpor- 
tation and an appreciable financial loss, 


India 


India will be full of wild rumors in July, 
as nebulous Neptune sits on the Mid-Heaven 
of the New Moon Cycle. There will be big 
talk of independence, but little practical 
action is shown. There is a splendid oppor- 
tunity for the workers to get together. The 
house of death is especially significant this 
month, 


Far East 


. China again comes in for much of the 
action shown in the world. Here the Luna- 
tion is in the house of war, opposing the 
Ascendant, while Mars, Pluto and Mercury 
also indicate difficulties with other countries. 
Presumably the struggle continues on a still 
more violent level. There are many losses 
and many hardships for the people. How- 
ever, the agricultural districts are favored, 
and good crops should be available for the 
masses, 

Japan has the New Moon Cycle stressing 
the house of the army (6th). Labor will 
prove a serious problem this month. Dis- 
content will be rampant as the people strain 
under the burden of an undesired wat. 
However, this is not a month of outstanding 
significance for the Japanese. The planetary 
energies for July will be largely -used in at- 
tempting to straighten out the tangled in- 
ternal affairs,

Politics the Big Subject This Month—Major Events War-like and Destructive—U. S. Comes 
Close to Abyss of War—Our Relations With Neighboring Countries Severely Tried— 
Efforts to Check Inflation Made by Administration—Heavy. War Casualties 
Abroad—Possibility of Other Nations Drawn into Conflict—England 
Threatened by Afflictions—The Peak of This Year’s Hatred 
and Bloodshed Reached in July and August—Destruc- 
tive Fires, Storms and Heat Waves Evidenced 


J ULY opens on an upward surge of pros- 
perity, not a wild one but safeguarded by a 
remnant of sensible restraint. Foreign con- 
ditions strongly stimulate new ventures and 
speculative activity. From the 6th of July, 
through the 10th and 11th to a climax on 
the 17th, the War God rides high and hu- 
manity cries out under his trampling hoofs. 
July and August are the peak of this year’s 
hatred and bloodshed. A peaceful lull then 
may be enjoyed between the 18th and 2lst, 
with conflict again dominant from the 22nd 
through the 25th. The administration is sorely 
beset in its efforts to check inflation and keep 
our national business on the track—the mad 
rush for war profits, the unleashed hatreds 
and the retaliatory impulses aroused by some 
insult to our national pride may bring us 
terribly close to the abyss of war. The days 
after the 26th are more quiet and strongly 
humanitarian in feeling. 

The New Moon ruling the first four days 
of July occurred on June 5th in the 15th 
degree of Gemini. The New Moon of July 
Sth at 6:28 a.m. in the 14th degree of Cancer 
— the lunar month of July 5th to August 


The figure ruling July 1st to 4th inclusive 
has the New Moon influencing both sixth 
and seventh houses of the figure, blending 
events of labor, public health, food supply, 
employment and foreign affairs, competition, 
elections or rivalry. Most of the confusion, 
wild rumor and treacherous influences ,so 
rampant in June have died away, though the 
3rd may repeat some of them. The Sun is sex- 
tile Jupiter on the 1st and sextile Saturn on 
the 4th. These major aspects stimulate private 


enterprise, entertainment ventures, recrea- 
tions, travel and general business progress. 
These few days are the most harmonious 
and constructive of the month, with the 
possible exception of the 19th to 21st and 
the 28th. Patriotism is both deeply felt and 
publicly expressed as this Independence Day 
draws near. Recreations may be a little more 
quiet and sensible than usual but increasing 
prosperity permits more people to plan out- 
ings or travel; the tourist trade demands 
efficient and economical service but patron- 
izes those places which provide it on a very 
profitable scale. Travel American is not only 
a slogan this year, but a necessity. 


New Moon 


The New Moon at 6:28 am. on July 5th 
occurs in 13 degrees 15 minutes Cancer and 
rules the lunar month of July 5th to August 
2nd. The lunation, like those of May and 
October this year, is located in the mystic, 
sorrowful, secret and obscure twelfth house 
of the figure. Self-undoing, enemies, anti- 
social forces belong to this house, also sub- 
conscious processes and the stirrings of un- 
born events in process of coming to their 
fulfillment. The powers behind the throne 
move their pawns from this background of 
society. The planets Uranus, Saturn and 
Jupiter occupy the twelfth house in the 
United States chart all year, so with three 
lunations there in May, July and October, 
we should realize that the smooth surface 
of our national life is a deceptive one; the 
whirlwind of change is gathering for another 
national crisis of as grave import as Civil 
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War days. Unless the economic and social 
abuses of our present system are corrected 
in time our present audiences sitting through 
“Gone with the Wind” for four hours may 
be just getting a preview of coming attrac- 
tions. “The Grapes of Wrath” might some 
day rank with “Uncle Tom’s Cabin”—the 
problems of agriculture being now as then 
the generators of conflict. When the friction 
between the land and industry becomes pow- 
erful enough the spark will be there to 
ignite. Back in the early 1930’s the proposal 
of a Dakota politician to secede from the 
Union was received as a bit of personal 
eccentricity—perhaps the call for a Dictator 
to save the submerged classes would be more 
up-to-date. The face of change is as yet 
dark and veiled, but it is to come. 

The real current in the twelfth house may 
be out of sight and out of mind during July, 
for the Ascendant of the figure is the creative, 
joyous, proud and powerful Sun sign, Leo, 
containing the militant Mars, the regenerative 
Pluto and the curious, busy messenger, Mer- 
cury, all square to Jupiter and Saturn in 
the tenth house of business and the adminis- 
tration. The Sun and Moon are leaving the 
, sextile to Jupiter and Saturn, forming the 

sextiles to Neptune and Uranus in the mental 
third house and the social or diplomatic 
eleventh house. During the lunar month the 
people of the nation are aggressive, energetic, 
strongly self-preservative and realistic. Talk 
and thought seem to center on business prob- 
lems and the government, on the stimulation 
of employment and private enterprise and 
of the need for more eeonomy in the national 
affairs. Politics is the big subject, with a 
major conflict of ideas between those who 
demand a more secure economic national 
status and those who insist that the war 
overshadows everything in our existence. 
The major events of this month may be 
war-like and destructive. The afflicting Mars 
configuration may imply some insult to our 
pride which draws our ultimatum and a 
show of armed force, though whatever pain- 
ful and dangerous crisis arises will be 
smoothed over by diplomatic means short 
of actual war. Our relations with neighbor- 
ing countries may be severely tried by acts 
which arouse the anger of our business men 
and the administration. The danger of war 
is brought close enough to be seen without 
any veil of. glamour. The more direct action 
of this afflicted Mars rising is to bring 
. terrible and destructive fires, storms and 
heat waves resulting in both loss of life and 
extensive damage to crops and property. 
The climactic dates are near July 6th, 10th, 












11th, the 17th, 19th, 20th, 22nd, 24th and 25th, 
Traffic accidents may also rise to a peak in 
frequency and fatality, and so bring the 
inauguration of a general safety campaign 
on a national scale. Careless vacationers may 
cause even more than the usual quota of 
forest fires; some recreation centers may be 
closed as a precautionary measure where hot 


and dry weather has created hazards, 


Children should be’ guarded against acci- 
dent and contagion, especially as there may 
be an outbreak of infantile paralysis. Any 
child with nose and throat symptoms should 
receive prompt attention, as neglect under 
these aspects could have serious consequences, 

Markets have an underlying strength which 
prevents bad drops, but there may be sudden 
flurries of activity, worry and adverse effects 
of war and political news. Conflict is intensi- 
fied, with heavy casualties and possibly other 
nations being drawn in. France and Italy 
are both threatened by the affliction of Mars 
with Pluto in their sign Leo. Foods and 
domestic necessities, with textiles, oils, liquids 
or gases, electrical lines, aviation and auto- 
mobiles are especially favored. Steel, chemi- 
cals, communications and paper are risky 
ventures—perhaps the government has to im- 
pose sensible restraints on war babies, in 
spite of the storm of protest aroused. Labor 
is taking a very practical, conservative course 
during the lunar month, with emphasis on 
political power. There may be trouble near 
the 22nd to 25th—probably an open break 
with the administration forces. Labor reforms 
will be a main plank in the political plat- 
form challenging the party in power at the 
coming election; the present administration 
having already lost labor support is not likely 
to bestow unnecessary favors. So labor must 
paddle its own canoe if it is to get anywhere 
in the near future. Revelations in the press 
have already brought some personnel changes 
in organized groups; the good work continues 
through this lunar month. 

Social life is rather quiet for this time of 
year; emphasis is placed on business and 
the many exciting problems of the day and 
most entertaining is strictly quiet, informal 
or limited to smaller, more intimate groups. 


United States 


The United States chart shows Pluto in 
the house of neighboring countries, the press, 
transit and communications, education and 
public opinion. Highly sensational, dangerous 
and war-like events occur in this department 
near July 6th, 17th and 25th, with an in- 
flammatory background present most of the 
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lunar month, Neptune, near his natal place 
in the house of speculation, children, ven- 
tures and recreation, receives favorable as- 
pects stimulating our shipping, music, dra- 
matic arts and vacation trades very strongly 
near July 15th and 17th. 

Uranus, Saturn and Jupiter are all in the 
national twelfth house, indicating the major 
problems of the nation lie in the handling 
of economic abuses, the underprivileged por- 
tion of our population, of institutions for 
public welfare and restraint of the antisocial. 
Over most of the lunar month developments 
are favorable, especially near July Ist to 4th, 
15th to 17th, and near the 28th. A very bad 
crisis may have to be met between July 
22nd and 24th. Financing of relief may have 
to be called for at a very ill-timed moment 
of necessity, unfriendly acts of other coun- 
tries may affect our finances adversely, dis- 
aster may call upon financial reserves quite 
heavily, the underworld may break out into 
‘the limelight. 


President Roosevelt 


President Roosevelt is likely to find this 
lunar month a very trying one. Administra- 
tive affairs run smooth as silk with Venus 
near his tenth house Mars and Moon all 
month. However, party affairs are very bad 
indeed, with the full and deadly effect of 
hatreds, non-co-operation, divergence of in- 
terests and falling away of support shown 
in the events of July 6th, 17th and 25th. War 
conditions affecting friendly nations abroad 
have a disastrous effect and present foreign 
policies are sternly challenged between July 
22nd and 25th, President Roosevelt may make 
some personal renunciation of a constructive 
kind near July 15th to 17th; however, he 
still faces much opposition to his personal 
wishes and to the things nearest his heart. 


LAST QUARTER 
July 1 to 4 


July 1st is a strongly constructive, for- 
tunate and active day, with the Sun sextile 


Jupiter stimulating prosperity, business prog- ‘ 


ress, and the Moon in good contacts with 
Neptune, Uranus and Mars. Inspiration leads 
to a favorable change of trend; courage 
pushes it. The 2nd has good Mercury, Jupiter 
and Saturn lunar contacts; plans or changes 
should be made in the morning and the 
evening used to consolidate the affairs under- 
taken earlier. Seek advice. from those who 
have both experience and some measure of 
success in living. The 3rd is not eventful. 
Avoid misunderstanding in the evening, The 


4th has Venus semisextile Mars for brilliance, 
social gaiety and an ardent joy in living, 
also the sextile of the Sun to Saturn, an 
aspect giving honor to tradition, deference 
to older or more conservative people, and a 
quiet, dignified trend to the activities of the 
day.

NEW MOON 
July 5 to Il 

The New Moon at 6:28 am. on the 5th 
brings in an active, dangerous and destruc- 
tive month, with emphasis on struggle, ambi- 
tion and self-assertion, both as a nation and 
as individuals. The situation is basically good, 
with emphasis on social life or group and 
political activities, vacation journeys, the 
lighter forms of literature and mental activi- 
ties. But strife and needed reforms are more 
prominent, with danger to the rash, over- 
confident or blindly selfish. Progress in busi- 
ness or national prestige must be fought for 
every step of the way—maybe it isn’t worth 
all the tumult and shouting after all. 

The 6th brings just such a fighting climax 
as the conjunction of Mars with Pluto is 
complete and crossed by the Moon.

The 14th is a pleasant 
relief, with the Moon in good aspect to Sun 
and Neptune which complete their sextile 
on the 15th. This isa peaceful, sympathetic 
and dreamy interlude at least in a strife- 
torn world. The afternoon may bring unex- 
pected guests or necessitate quick change of 
social plans. The 15th is constructive, with 
many new ventures, journeys, messages. Pro- 
motion of publicity affairs, new publications, 
vacation resorts or the screen may be espe- 
cially successful. The evening is quiet and 
restrained; make constructive plans before 
you begin new ventures. The 16th may be 
rather dull or uncertainties may cloud the 
view. Do not act before you know all the 
facts or there may be loose ends to tie up 
later on. The evening is a good one for group 
meetings or work on original ideas. The 17th 
is another dangerous climax of the month, 
with Mercury conjunction Pluto; news of 
death, crime, destruction or need for major 
reforms may mark the day in dull red. The 
evening has the constructive sextile of the 
Sun to Uranus, a strong humanitarian influ- 
ence and one which brings favorable changes, 
group activities and co-operation with fellow 
men.
